Mayor Porter Says it Would be Poor 
Economy for City to License, 


Seldom is a larger audience seen in the 
First Church, than assembled last evening } 
at the union no-license meeting, and it was 
a very good meeting in the interest of the 
cause, There was, unfortunately, a want 
of information as to the hour of meeting, 
and many who assembled before seven 
o’cleck, found the wait until 7.30, tedious. 

The meeting opened with singing by an 
enlarged choir. Rev. D. M. Wilson read a 
portion of the 4th chapter of Romans, and 
led in prayer. 


Mr. Theophilus King 

was the presiding officer. Once more he 
said it is **Yes”’ or *“‘No.”’ His main 
thought was ‘‘ power,”’ and it was the power 
of public opinion that was wanted. Nine 
years ago, this power had closed the forty- 
two saloons which then existed, and each 
year since the voters had voted emphatically 
to keep them out. But power was lost 
through leaks, or non-voters. These meet- 
ings were held annually to enthuse these 
yoters. All power in the way of example, 
should be applied. Help the young men. 
Never allow indifference to creep in. There 
was a vast amount of used power, which 
he believed would, some time, assert itself 
and sweep intemperance from the land. 


Henry T. Wason 


Was then introduced. He said during his 
residence in Quincy three great nuisances 
had been removed; the piggeries, the 
slaughter house, and the open saloons. 
There was no question but the first two had 
gone to stay, and he hoped the saloons had, 
but that this was not settled was shown by 
the necessity of this gathering. The no- 
license majority fell off some last year, and 
an effort should be made to return to the 
old figure. He had heard one gentleman 
say, it would be just as well if we had the 
grog shops, as people will drink, but he 
queried if they would remove the penalties 
for arson, burglaries and murder for like 
reasons. Every one should recognize his 
individual responsibility and vote on 
Tuesday. Young women have considerable 
power if they will exercise it over young 
men, but he contended they did not do it.

The next speaker, impressed upon all 
the importance of using their power now.

This 
it could do outside the tax rate limit, and 
therefore it burdened the taxpayers with a 
rate of $17.20, the largest with one excep- 
tion of any city in the State. In Quincy 
the tax rate was as high as it was possible 
to make it, and then but $10.80. What- 
ever sum that was needed over the amount 
this rate netted must be raised by loan, and 
the burning of the Willard schoolhouse, 
the rebuilding of the Neponset bridge and 
street improvements were pressing emer- 
gencies, and did cause a debt. No taxpayer 
can say that municipal affairs have been 
run extravagantly, unless it be in one de- 
partment, and that the present year. Such 
emergencies as arose in .¢S don’t come 
very often.

Old Fashioned Watch Chains. 

Among the presents showered on 
binshing brides this season figures the 
old faszioned watch chain, more than & 
yard long. After many years of sus- 
pending watches from chatelaines, from 
short chains hanging from a brooch and 
from ribbons secured by monograms; 
after wearing them in breast pockets or 
tucked into the bosoms of dresses with 
short chain pendants, after carrying 
them in leathern straps or slipped into 
the clasp of a bag or using them as dec- 
orations for the handles of parasols and 
umbrellas, card cases and portemon- 
naies, as clasps for bracelets or concealed 
beneath a miniature in a brooch or be- 
hind the heart of a floral pin—fashion 
has gone back to the ancient style of 
chain thrown around the neck that our 
mothers and grandmothers affected. 

The new chains are very fine and gen- 
erally are divided at intervals of three 
or four inches by pearls, turquoises or 
garnets, strung like beads, or by small 
diamonds, rubies, sapphires or moon- 
stones, set clear. 

As for the watch it is hidden in the 
folds of the dress or carried in aside 
pocket. It is small in size, and the back 
should be encircled or entirely incrusted 
with gems similar to those on the chain. 
One very handsome watch and chain 
that Isaw the other day among the 
dainty trifles of a bridal corbeille was 
ornamented with both rubies and dia- 
monds. The stones were set alternately 
between short lengths of the chain and 
formed a spiral on the back of the 
watch.—Paris Cor. Jewelers’ Weekly. 


Beaten to a Mummy. 

The phrase ‘‘beaten to a mummy” has 
been familiar to me from my youth up, 
and I have always understood it as 
equivalent to beaten toa jelly. Does it 
not refer to the medicinal substance 
formerly known as mummy, which kept 
its place in our dispensatories until pretty 
late in the last century? It was vari- 
ously composed and not always of the 
same consistence, but its general appear- 
ance would probably resemble that of 
soft pitch. 

I speak now of the spurious kinds, 
which were doubtless most common. 
Even the ‘‘genuine” sorts were not, how- 
ever, necessarily Egyptian. Penicher, 
in his ‘‘Traite des Embaumemens” (Par- 
is, 1699), gives directions for the compo- 
sition of mummy from human flesh ex- 
pressly for medicinal purposes. He rec- 
ommends certain parts only of the body 
to be used, and these to be dried, macer- 
ated and spiced out of all likeness to 
their natural condition. Mummy s0 
prepared entered into a great variety of 
“balms” and other medicaments, for 
which Penicher in his concluding chap- 
ter gives recipes from old writers. 

Some of these have the consistence of 
oil, others that of an ointment. It is 
clear, from the references in Nares, that 
in our own country mummy and its 
preparations were well known, and from 
the ‘“‘make mummy of my flesh,” which 
Nares quotes from an old play, to 
“beaten toa mummy” is a natural and 
an easy step.—Notes and Queries.

The Italian Count Sergardi is an enter- 
taining conversationslist and has the 
national fondness for music. He was 
much amused when told of Tamagno’s 
behavior in this country and that the 
great tenor brought his own brother 
along as his valet. 

“That will be good to tell in Rome,” 
he said. ‘‘Tamagno’s traits are so well 
known there that it will be appreciated. 
Italy has often laughed at him. He was 
astreet car driver in Turin and is with- 
out education. Verdi had the greatest 
difficulty in personally teaching him his 
partin ‘Otello.’ Some timeago an Italian 
company to which Tamagno belonged 
was engaged at a theatre in St. Peters- 
burg. The company was one day given 
an audience by the czar.

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CONGRESS’ WINTER SESSION. 


Program for This Week is Not Yet Def- 
initely Determined. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The second ses- 
sion of the Fifty-first’ congress begins at 
noun to-day. Assoonasthe senate and 
house are calied to order, a joint commit- 
tee will be appointed te notify the pres!- 
dent that congress is ready to do business, 
an iin response hisannual message will 
immediately be sent to the Capitol and 
laid before both houses. The reading of 
the message will probably consume the 
legislative day following the induction of 
new congressmen into office. 

In neither house has the program of 
business for the week been definitely de- 
termined. The senate will probably re- 
sume consideration of the bill providing 
forthe transfer of the revenue marine 
service tothe navy department, which is 
the pending. morning hour business. If 
the calendar routine is followed the Ed- 
munds land court bill may next be con- 
sidered; and, should Senator Blair reach 
the capital during the week,he will doubt- 
less make an effort to secure action upon 
the house bill for the adjustment of eight- 
hourclaims. Thereis a strong impres- 
sion, however, that there will be a con- 
sultation of Republican senators early in 
the week to consider an order of business 
and the result may be a wide departure 
from the routine program. 

In che house, the pension appropriation 
bill will be reported at once by the com- 
mittee on appropriations and pushed to 
final disposition. The Democratic mem- 
bers bave prepared themse!ves to take ad- 
vantage of the latitude allowed in general 
debate on an appropriation bill, and will 
doubt'ess stir up their political adversa- 
ries to the point of reply by severe criti- 
cism of the majority and allusions to the 
results of the recent elections. 

It is possible that an “urgent deficiency 
bill” covering deficits in the current 
year’s appropriations forthe census and 
other bureaus, may als) be presented to 
the houseduring the week. If any time 
remains undispose of, the committee ou 
rules will allot it to committees in charge 
of such important pending measures as 
the majority may determine to give pref- 
erence.

IS HARVARD AGAIN. 


Her Freshmen Defvat Yale at Football 
by a Score of 14 to 4. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Dec. 1.— The 
Harvard freshman football eleven took its 
inning in lowering the Yale colors on 
Saturday afternoon by defeating the fresh- 
men from the City of Elms to the tune of 
14to4. The game was played on Jarvis 
field before nearly 10,000 spectators. The 
game was for the most part devoid of 
scientific points owing to the thick mud 


which covered the field, yet it 
was so stubbornly contested that the 
excitement ran high until Harvard’s 
victory was assured and the game 


was called on account of darkness. 

The Yale men were much lighter than 
their opponents, but so manfully did they 
contest every inch of ground that they ex- 
cit -d a great deal of adiniration and not a 
little sympathy from the crowd, which 
was naturally antagonistic to them. Lit- 
tle Bliss, the Yale half-back, was a team 
in himself, tackling with sureness, and 
being almost the only ground gainer in 
his eleven. His magnificent dash around 
Harvard’s left en from a close proximity 
of Yale’s goal to within twenty yards of 
Harvard’s goal line was the star play of 
the game, 

Time and again when a Harvard man 
had successfully bucked the Yale rush 
line he -vas brought to earth by the little 
white-haired half-back. But for his long 
run of seventy yards, Yale would not have 
scored. 


SCARE IS ABOUT OVER. 


No Possibility of Any Kind of an Gut- 
break by the Red Men. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 1.—The war depart- 
mentis without any advices from the seat 
of the threatened Indian troubles that in- 
dicate any change in the aspect of affairs 
there.

CIVILSERVICE RULES 


Facts from Commissioners on the 
Past Year’s Work. 


THE LAW HAS BEEN EVADED 


By Persons Soliciting Sabscriptions from 
the Government Employes—Kemovals, 
Resignations and Appointments. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—The annual re- 
port of the civil service commission shows 
that the classified service now includes 
over 30,000 people. While no hard and 
fast line can be drawn, says the report, as 
to the number of removals which are 
natural and allowable, and the num- 
ber excessive and denote partisanship, 
still it is possible with in rather wide 
limits to gain a rough ilea of the way in 
which the law is being observed in dif- 
ferent departments by seeing whether the 
number of removalsido or do not approach 
to au abnormal percentage therein. Their 
report gives the figures for the depart- 
mental service at Washington for the en- 
tire period during which the law has been 
in force,a period of nearly seven years, 
and says: 

The number of resignations and re- 
movals have to be given to:ether because 
it is impossible to differentiate the volun- 
tary from the forced resiguations. Of the 
138 removals and resignations during the 
first year of the present administration, in 
other words, of the 110 appointees who 
came into the departmental service 
through civil service examinations during 
Mr. Cleveland’s administration, 91 or a 
little over 8 per cent. were removed or re- 
signed during the first year of the pres- 
ent administration. Similarly, of the 378 
appoinie:s who entered the _ service 
through these examinations during Presi- 
dent Arthur’s administration, about 35, or 
between 7 and 8 per cent. were removed or 
1e-igned during President Cleveland’s first 
year, the proportion being about the 
same. During the last year of President 
Arthur’s administration, 25 removals or 
resignations occurred, or between 6 aud 7 
percent. All the force at that time hal 
been appointed nn er | isown ad» inistra- 
tion, and it is evideai that the d fierence 
between the percentage inthis case and 
the percentages during the first year orf 
President Cleveland’s administration and 
of the present administration affords the 
probable measure for removals which 
could by any possibility have been for po- 
litical reasons, 

Doubtlessina force of 8900 employes, 
where cnanges are continually being made, 
some of these ci inzes are made for im- 
proper reasons; but this is true of any 
system and of any business, public or 

rivate. In the departmental Service at 

Vashington the figures show that the 
question of politics have been pra-ticilly 
eliminated in making removals, and for 
the past seven years the law, usa _ whole, 
has veen faithfully and b. nestly observed 
iu the departments, although having been 
subj cted to the strain of two changes of 
admi.istration, 

Wheu we turn to the customs and pos- 
tal services the result is less satisfactory. 
in tne department service the commission 
is on the grounu itsei:, and has its own 
b ards, acting with e. tire independence 
of tune departmental chieis. It is therefore 
able to g iarantee honest and »ou-parti-an 
rm sults with reasonable certainty. In the 
loc xt offices, however, it is uuable to ex- 
ercise anything like such constant and 
rigorous iuspec.ion, and is ob.igeito de- 
peud upon voards not paid by it, and who 

re not really responsi sie tothe very ap- 
pointing officer whom it is their duty tu 
supervise, aud if necessary check. 

Afver a turther review of the operations 
of tue comnmission during the last fiscal 
year, the report says: 

It cannot be Loo often reiterated that, 
while tue law ma | not work with ideal 
per.ection, actual experience tor seven 
y. ars shows that it produces on the whoie 
a vetter gove:nmental adminisiration 
than does the pation: ge system. More- 
over, what is more important, it im- 
micasnrabey betters the tone of political 
life by making the mass of government 
emplvyes simply what they purport to be, 
that is, pu: lic servauts aud not adherents 
of the party in poe er, organized into dis- 
ciplined bowies for its support and strain- 
ing eff.rt to secure its continuance and 
supremacy. It is noteworthy that the 
offices and bureaus which show the best 
results in giving an honest, efficient and 
econumical administration, are precisely 
those in which the civil service law has 
been most faithfully observed. 

Choosing at most at randeum the post- 
offices at Boston and Brooklyn under the 
last administration, on the One hand, and 
those at Cuicaxo and Indianapolis under 
the present administration, on the other, 
can be taken as illustrations an: proofs 
of this statement, although iu speakiug of 
the above postoflic.s it must be distinctly 
understood that there is no intention to 
slixht mauy others which might be named 
where the same cunditions nave obtained, 

The Merit System 

is the American system, the unaristo- 
cratic system; and no system could be less 
American and more undemocratic than 
the patronage system which it supplants. 
The weakness of the opposition to the 
civil service law can be estimated from 
the fact that its opponents rarely advance 
aguinst itanv argument which needs an 
argument to refute it, 99 per cent. of their 
accusations beiug upon exa ination found 
to resolve themseives intu ‘simple misrep- 
resentations. 

The portions of the civil service law in- 
terdicting political assessments, while 
they uave not succeeded in entirely stop- 
Piug theevil, have undoubtedly much 
abaied it. However, there is one point 
particularly where the law is systemuti- 
cally evaded. ‘the commission, in the 
course of its investigations, has found that 
both in 1888 and 1890 there were certain 
campaign committees of the defendant 

rty, for the time being, which procured 

ull lists of the various emplayes in the 
government service, and of their home 
residences, and then sent letters soliciting 
campaign subscriptions tothem as their 
homes, These letters were signed by men 
not in the government service, acting for 
the different campaign committees. In 
some instances these agents even visited 
the clerks in person at thei: homes. |

CONCERNING IMMIGRATION. 


A Bill Which Mr. Lodge Thinks Will 
Solve the Problem. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 1. — Congressman 
Lodge will introduce a bill to-day to regu- 
late immigration. The subject, he de- 
clares, is one of the most important before 
the country, and he believes the time has 
come to decide whether immigration shall 
be allowed to continue perfectly unre- 
stricted or measures shall be taken to 
limit it and purify it. He said in speak- 
ing of the bill: 

“The average immigration for the last 
eight years is 57 per cent. larger than the 
average immigration forthe eight years 
next preceding. Statistics show that 50 
per cent.of this increase is of persons with- 
out any occupation or training, and that 
the tendency is for the least desirable 
kinds of immigration to increase much 
more rapidly than that which is valuable. 
The annual immigration is so large that, 
although it seems small in comparison 
with the total population of th» United 
States, it effects in a most serious way 
the labor market. 

“In the second place, much of the 
present immigration is of a kind which 
does not benefit the citizenship of the 
United States which is not readily assimi- 
lated a nd which tends to introduce a class 
of persons not in sympathy with our in- 
stitutions and princples of government. 
To check this by a law limiting absolutely 
the number of immigrants to be received 
annually or by a heavy capitation tax 
would be to restrict immigration 
indiscriminately. What we need to 
do now is to shut ont the undesira- 
bie portions of the immigration and this 
of itself would cause a restriction which 
would be of real value and numerically 
large. Thisflaw would make it difficult 
for an undesirable immigrant to come to 
this country, but it wouid not stop any 
honest and industrious person who de- 
sired to come here in yood faith to become 
an inhabitant and citizen of the United 
States. 

“T believe that thilaw thoronghly en - 
forced would be extremely beneficial. It 
would lower the dangerous competition 
which is now produced in our labor mar- 
ket by the large foreign immigration, and 
it would creatly improve the quality of 
the immigration actually received.” 


THIS ONE GOT CAUGHT. 


Train Robber Makes a Light Haul and 
is Captured Soon After. 


West Poixt, Miss., Dec. 1L.—The ex- 
preas car on the west bound train of the 
Georgia Pacific was robbed near Indian- 
apolis Saturday night and the robber was 
captured here yesterday afternoon and 
placedin jail. Just as the train entered 
what is known as the Bogus Chitto 
swamp a large, heavy-set man, with a red 
bandana handkerchief over his face as a 
mask, effected an entrance into the mail 
ear and covered the mail agent wilh a bie 
revolver. The robber told the clerk that 
he did not want anything from him but 
that he must precede him into the express 
car. Oncein the express car the robber 
intimidated the express agent in a like 
manner and compelled him to deliver his 
money packages. He then backed out the 
car and jumped off, leaving the agents 
too much frightened to stop the train and 
attempt his capture, The robber’s haul 
was light, only about $850 being secured. 
Yesterday afternoon aman answering the 
description of the robber got on the train 
at x small station west of here. Arriving 
at West Point the conductor informed 
Agent Evans of the robbery and pointed 
out the man who answered the descrip- 
tion. The fellow took to his heels but 
was caught near the city limits. When 
searched considerable silver was found on 
him. 


TIME IT WAS STOPPED. 


An Inoffensive Man's Eye Destroyed 
Through an Attack of Hoodlums. 


Boston, Dec. 1.—On Nov, 22, Abraham 
Greenberg, a sausage vender on Commer- 
cial street, was surrounded by a gang of 
young hoodlums, one of whom stole a 
fork from the sausage man. Greenberg, 
in order to get away from them, picked 
up his can and crossed the street. When 
he reached the opposite side he took 
refuge ina doorway and turned to see 
whether his persecutors were pursuing 
him or not, when one of them threw the 
fork, the prongs striking Greenberg in 
the eye. He was taken to the eye and ear 
infirmary, when it was found that his eye 
had been destroyed. Officers arrested 
Frederick Walsh, 15 years old, for com- 
mitting the assault. <

half drunken roughs to assault these sau- 
sage venders. :

Every suggestion made 
to Parnell was from written memoranda, 
to which Mr. Gladstone can refer. 

Neither Parnell nor himself was bound 
by the conversatlon to an absolute accept- 
ance of the proposals canvassed. During 
the year that had since elapsed, he liad 
never receivel from Mr. Parnell any inti- 
mation of an alteration of his views re- 
garding any of them. 

In conclusion, Mr. Gladstone says that 
he has always held, both in public and in 
private, that the National party of Ire- 
land ought to remain entirely independent 
of the Liberal party of Great Britian. It 
is their duty and his duty, conformable 
with the spirit of Grattan and O’Connnell, 
to study all adjustments in the great mat- 
ter of home rule which may tend to draw 
to their side moderate and equitable men. 

But for him to propose any measure ex- 
cept such as Ireland could approve on the 
lines already ldid down would bs fatuity 
as regards himself and treachery to the 
Irish nation, in which, even by the side of 
Parnell, he can claim to tuke an interest. 


A CORRECTION 


Of Statements Made by Parnell 
cerning Morley. 


Lonpbon, Dec. 1.—Mr. Morley writes to 
the press as follows:

The 
only question was as to the form of mo- 
tion tor the rejection of the Lill. I pointed 
out to him ou April 14 that as many Lib- 
erals objected to the whole principle of 
the bill, an amendment stating their rea- 
sons would be less suitable than a motion 
for its eee: simpliciter. 

Parnell assented. ‘Iwo days later he ex- 
plained to me his alternative plan for 
ining down rents. This, at Parnell’sre- 
quest. I immediately communicated to 

fr. Gladstone. ‘The same evening I wrote 
to Parnell that Mr. Gladstone felt we 
couid have nothing to say about his plan 
One way or another, but that, of course, 
he was perfectly free to propound it on 
his own responsibility, so completely did 
we recognize that our relations with the 
Irish party were those of an independent 
alliance and not of a fusion. 

Second—Mr, Parnell imputes to me in 
our conversation of Nov. 10, five days be- 
fore the proceedings in court were begun, 
a remarkable proposal with the ubject of 
absorbing the Irish party into English 
politics by means of office.

His answer tomy inquiry was what I fully 
anticipated. 

Third—Mr. Parnell’s account of what 
pussed on the same occasion on the sub- 
ject of evicted tenants on the plan of cam- 
paign estates is wholly incorrect. I ob- 
served that some direct action might be- 
come necessary. Though I foresaw difli- 
culties in the way of legislation, | never 
said that lor any of my colleagues had 
formed any conclusions against legisla- 
tion. I never said or hintea that it would 
be impossible for an Irish parliament to 
do anything in the matver. I did say that, 
whether by direct.) or indirect action, 
evicted tenants ought not to be allowed to 
suffer.

Mr. Giadstone is well able to deal with 
his own share of the manife-to, but I am 
bound to say that on Nov. 101 was under 
the most distinct impression that Mr.

Mr, Parnell in- 
formed those present of the relations be- 
tween himseli aud the Liberal lea lers and 
expressed a determination to fight to the 
last. 

Another canvass of the Parnellite party 
Was made for the purpose of forecasting 
the result of the vuete to be taken at the 
meeting regarding Mr. Parnell’s retention. 
It showed that forty-eight membersof the 
party will vote agamst Mr. Parnell and 
twenty-four for him. The votes of seven 
are considered doubtful.

A FINISHING STROKE. 


Irish Envoys in America Will Not 
Follow Parnell. 


IRISH LEADER CONTRADICTED 


In Manifestos from Gladstone and Mor- 
ley—Another Canvass Indicates That 
Parnell Will Be Repudiated by His 
Colleagues—Attitude of Irish Bishops. 


CuicaGo, Dec. 1.—The views of the Irish 
envoys in America, excepting Timothy 
Harrington, were cabled last night to 
London. Following is the document: 

To Justin McCarthy, vice-Chairman of the 

Trish Parliamentary Party: 

Onr sense of the matchless genius of 
Mr. Parnell as a leader of the imperisha- 
ble services he has rendered the Irish 
cause, of the conrage, integrity and splen- 
did success which he has led our people 
for ten years, atie of comradeship ant 
personal respect and affection, which for 
years bound us to him, have made us sus- 
pend to the latest possible moment ouc 
judgment against his further leadership. 
The obligation to express the judgment Rs 
to all of us the most painful date of our 
lives. No earthly consideration could have 
moved us to our determination except the 
solemn conviction that we are driven to 
choose between Mr. Parnell and the de- 
struction of onr country’s cause. The 
manifesto which Mr. Parnell has just is- 
sued cuts us off fromthe last liopes to 
which we cling. Anxious to avoid a word 
that might embitter this controversy, we 
shall not dwell upon the cruel injustice 
with which he treats the members of the 
party that has followed him with a loyalty 
and affection such as no leader ever expe- 
rienced vefore. * * 

‘The method in which, ignoring the ori- 
gin of the pent calamatous situation, 
Mr, Parnell endeavored to fasten the re- 
sponsibility for it upon Messrs. Gladstone 
and Morley, compels us to dissociate our- 
selves in the strongest manner from an 
imputation which we believe to be reckless 
injustice, * * * Theplea of Mr. Par- 
nell that Mr. Gladstone’s letter involves a 
claim to dictate to the Irish party and 
thereby strike at the independence of that 
party asa strictly Irish national body, 
would be one calculated to inspire every 
Trish Nationalist with alarm, were it not 
an obvious fallacy. 

Whatever difference of opinion may 
exist as to the haste with which Mr. Glad- 
stone’s letter was communicated to the 
public, it was obviously not his hostihty 
to home rule, but his earnest desire to save 
it from disaster, that prompted Mr. Glad- 
stone to write his letter. Wedeplore that 
difficulties of Mr. Gladstone’s position 
were not so frankly recognized by Mr. 
Parnell, and that, on the contrary, friendly 
privatecommunications—communications 
obviously made with a view of 
soothing the passage of the home 
rule bill, have been made the basis of in- 
sinuations of treachery to the Irish cause. 
By his conviction, again and again ex- 
pressed,that home rule to be effective must 
be such & measure as will satisfy the Irish 
people, Mr. Gladstone is bound to a full 
and ample measure of self-government to 
Ireland. To offer any other scheme would 
be not only an act of incredible baseness, 
but of incredible folly; and we emphatic- 
ally separate ourselves from auy such 
charge against Mr.Gladstone. * * * 

Nobody who knows Mr. Morley’s char- 
acter will doubt that his suggestion was 
made inthe honest belief that a Liberal 
ministry would be helped iv the difficult 
work of carrying through the details of an 
Irish home rule bill by the co-operation 
of Irish colleagues, and it was not au in- 
sidious attempt on the integrity and inde- 
pendence of the Irish party. 

We have now to confront the statement 
that Mr. Parnell’s leadership opens an 
impassable gulf between the representa- 
tives of Ireland and the Liberal party, 
who have faithfully observed their part 
of their side of the agreements as to the 
National claims of Ireland, and the situa- 
tion is aggravated by deplorable expres- 
sion of ili-will toward the British people 
who have again andagain within the past 
five years manifested their determination 
to do justice to Ireland, and have by their 
votes paralyzed the arm of coercion. In 
deliberately bringing things to this po- 
sition, Mr. Parnell has entered upon a 
rash and fatal path upon which every 
consideration of Ireland’s safety as well 
as of personal honor forbid us absolutely 
to follow him. In the future of a party 
thus isolated and discredited we cannot 
imagine how any Irishman can see any- 
thing but destruction of the hopes of self- 
aires pact happiness and peace, which 

ut a few weeks ago were on the point of 
being realized for our people so tried by 
many years of sacrifice and suffering. 

W hat Mr. Parnell asks us to do,stripped 
of ali side issues, is to sacrtfice all the 
hopes of an early settlement of the Irish 
struggle tohis resolve to maintain his 
penecoak position, We are driven to choose 

tween our leader and our cause. In 
that sad choice we cannot hesitate. We 
lay these views respectfully before all our 
colleagues of the Irish ~ parliameatary 
party in ihe earsest be.ief that a decisive 
yote ou their part will deliver Ireland 
from the fearful anxiety which now over- 
hangs her pec pie. 

We are co.:vinced that a calm but reso- 
Inte ccurse of action on our part in this 
cruel eure ney will redound to the ad- 
Vantage of ourcause by furnishing con- 
clusive testimony of the capacity of our 
party and our people for seli government. 
We c.nnot rel nguish the hope that in the 
face of such decisive action by an elective 
representatives of the Irish people, Mr. 
Parnell’s sense of patriotism will with- 
bold him from plunging Ireland into 
these horrors of di~seusion which have so 
often in her tragic and unhappy 
history robbed her of her liberty at the 
momeut it was within-her grasp and will 
save him irom undoing in one passionate 
hour the result of all his incomparable 
services to his country.

WEYMOUTH. 


Supreme Governor Brown will visit Wes- 
sagusset colony, at East Weymouth, 
Wednesday evening. 

During the Grand Army encampment 
week last September, Reynolds Post 71, of 
Philadelphia were the guests for afew days 
of Reynolds Post 58 of Weymouth, and 
so well were they pleased with their enter- 
tainment, that upon their return home a 
set of resolutions was drawn up and after 
being engrossed and placed in a massive 
gilt frame forwarded to Commander Bick- 
nell, of Post 58 last weex, and are now on 
exhibition at East Weymouth. 

Sunday being the first in Advent the 
services at the Trinity church were appro- 
priate tothe season.

This puts a damper on the 
argument so often used that there are just 
as many arrests for drunkenness with no- 
license as with license. 


0@ Real estate owners, and especially 
those owners of strictly tenement property, 
have organized a Lanlords’ Association, in 
order to ascertain and keep a record of 
those who prefer to pay for moving, rather 
than pay therent due. In Lowell and 
Lawrence, where a record has been kept 
for the past eighteen months, the list of 
delinquents reaches into the thousands. 
An effort was made at the last session of 
the legislature, to obtain a law in favor of 
detaining the furniture and effects of 
dishonest tenants, who are disposed to leave 
without paying rent, but after a hearing 
and consideration, leave to withdraw was 
granted. Evidently another attempt will 
be made the coming year, and probably 
with a better show of success.

The battle of the balluts has again been fought in this city, and the majority of the 
voters have decided that the Republican candidate shall execute the municipal business 
for the year 1891. 

Mayor-elect Fairbanks is a young man, eminently fitted by two years’ active service 
in the City Council, to fill the honorable and important office to which he has been 
elected, and it was his popularity alone that caused victory to perch on the Republican 
banner. It cannot be denied but there is some dissatisfaction with the manner in 
which at least one department has been conducted the current year, but the voters 
have confidence in Mr. Fairbanks, and believe he can correct existing evils. 


His Public Record. 


As above noted the Mayor-elect has served two years in the City Council, being 
elected each time by the largest vote given any Ward Five candidate. 

In 1889 he served on the standing committee on Fire Department, Police, Ordi- 
nances, Licenses, Printing and Rules and Order. He quickly came to the front in that 
body as an able debater and for conscientious hard work. 

President Federhen of the Council of 1889, having declined a reelection to the 
Council of 1890, the choice of presiding officer was unanimous for Mr. Fairbanks, if 
we except the vote that gentleman cast.

Fairbanks moved thither at the time of his marriage in 1875. He has been prominent 
in Wollaston society, being a charter member of Wollaston Lodge, K. of H., and its 
first Dictator, and also of Woodbine Lodge, K. and L. of H., of which he is Past 
Protector. He is a member of the Royal Arcanum. He was also prominent in the 
formation of the new Unitarian Society at Wollaston. 

He isalso a Past Master of Rural Lodge of Masons, and at present the Right 
Worthy District Deputy Grand Master of the Twenty-fourth Masonic District.

After two hours 
discussion Councilman Slade’s substitute 
was rejected and the committee’s report 
adopted.

City Finances. 

Auditor Hall reported the appropriation 
for Police Station as exhausted. Referred 
to Committee on Police. 

Treasurer Adams and Auditor Hall sub- 
mitted their monthly reports, which were 
referred tothe Committee on Finance. 

A Petition. 


Upon petition of Edward Havahan, the 
City Clerk was authorized to grant him a 
common victualler’s license. 


State Aid. 
Councilman Thompson offered an order 
appropriating $360 for State Aid. Referred 
to Committee on Finance. 


Calendar. 


The order laying out Reardon street was 
under a suspension of thernules passed to 
be ordained. 

The order locating the public drinking 
fountain was also passed to be ordained. 


Sewerage Bill. 


Upon motion of Councilman Shea, the 
sewerage bill reported by the Committee 
on Sewers was taken from the table and 
referred to the Committee of the whole. 

Councilman Shea was called to the chair 
and C. A. Spear elected clerk. 

Councilman Newcomb moved to limit 
persons to fifteen minutes in debate. 

Councilman Slade opposed. 

Motion lost, 

Dr. W. L. Faxon argued in favor of the 
substitute bill proposed by Councilman 
Slade, claiming it was manifestly an in- 
justice to make abuttors pay two-thirds by 
assessments. The construction was at 
variance with the city charter, and strucka 
blow at the very principle of it. 

B. F. Thomas of the Board of Health, 
thought the bill called for a much larger 
sum than was necessary for a sewerage 
system; more than the citizens were able 
to pay. He believed a better way was to 
treat the sewage matter which would be 
less expensive. Such a system was working 
satisfactorily in Worcester. There was 
very little solid matter in the sewerage and 
it was easily separated, pressed and burned; 
thus destroying all disease germs. 

J. Q. A. Field believed there was law 
enough on the statute book to build a sewer. 
He was opposed to all of Mr. Slade’s 
theories; of the city paying the whole cost, 
of the commission he proposed. The only 
change he would make in the commitiee’s 
bill would be to refer all disputes to the 
County Commissioners instead of a jury. 

The hearing then closed, and Councilman 
Newcomb moved that the committee of the 
whole report in favor of the adoption of 
the Committee's bill. 

Councilman Slade estimated that the 
Blake plan covere about three-fifths of 
the houses in the city, and claim a two-thirds 
assessment on 9,000 or 10,000 persons 
would be excessive. He contended that 
abutters on only 66,000 feet were assessable, 
and estimated the assessment per foot 
would be about $2. Further he did not 
think the system could be constructed for 
$400,000. 

The committee arose and reported in 
favor of the committee’s bill. Report ac- 
cepted. 

The question came on the substitute. 

Councilman Newcomb opposed Council- 
man Slade’s substitute; the proposed com- 
mission and the payment. He had infor- 
mation which showed two-thirds of the 
cities to pay partly by assessment. He 
argued it would be in the interest of land 
speculators for the city to pay all. The 
substitute bill was simply an abstract 
theory. 

Councilman Sherman favored substitute. 

Councilman Burke and Graham of the 
Committee on Sewer stdod by fhe report,

Tb Love of Novelty and Change. 

7 .» residents of old Athens gained an 
, during fame from their never ending 
search for “‘some new thing.” In this 
respect Athens of old does not seem to 
have differed very widely from the av- 
erage community of today. 

People tire of life’s dull monotony, 
and the fellow who comes along and 
gives them something to talk and think 
about is hailed with delight, even though 
he may sometimes be laughed at. 

If you can both interest and amuse 
people, you can make money out of 
them. This is a calculating way of put- 
ting the case, but it’s a fact. 

If you're a merchant, make your ad- 
vertisement different, in some respect, 
from that of any other merchant who 
uses the same medium. And change 
your advertisement frequently—the 
oftener the better. The merchant who 
never allows the same ad. to appear twice 
in succession will find that the labor of 
getting up new “‘copy” is splendidly re- 
warded by the results. 

Throw variety into your stock, too. 
Don't buy a certain line of goods this 
year just because you did last. Perhaps 
you can do better this year. Shift your 
stock about. Bright colors, new goods 
and a new ad. every day or week will 
make things go. 

Let the other fellow get into the rut; 
you keep out! 


As to Value Received. 

The idea used to be prevalent among a 
certain class of business men that spend- 
ing money for advertising amounted, in 
effect, to throwing it away. There is lit- 
tle yuestion that there is more or less 
ground for this belief in isolated cases, 
where the advertiser does not .ake the 
proper means for securing solid returns 
for his announcements. The results se- 
cured in advertising depend very largely 
upon the sagacity and enterprise display- 
ed by the merchant in selecting bis me- 
dium and preparing his announcements. 
Along and uninteresting ‘‘ad,” devoid 
of leading features or attractive ar- 
rangement, cannot be expected tc pro- 
duce satisfactory results. An advertise 
ment appearing in a paper in the month 
of May, calling attention, with much de 
tail, to a new stock of winter goods, does 
not impress the reader in a way calcu- 
lated to bring results to the advertiser; 
or, if the results come, they are not apt 
to be of the kind desired. 

Merchants should change their an- 
nouncements mently, and each ad- 
vertisement should tell something in a 
brief and pointed way. And, above all 
things, it pays, in advertising, to tell the 
simple, unvarnished truth. Facts tell 
and pay. 


The Farm Tools. 

It would seem as if, after years of good 
counsel on the subject, some farmers 
would at least take the hint and look af- 
ter the farm tools—particularly after the 
season's work is done; but it will require 
a good deal of preaching from the text 
before ‘‘conversion” is accomplished. So 
one would think who rides far in almost 
any direction this time of the year. 
Mowers and horse rakes still out in the 
fields, plows astride a rail fence, barrows 
leaning up against trees—these are some 
of the not uncommon objects which one 
may see on some farms. Get them in, 
give a coat of paint where needed, and 
save dollars.—Independent. 


Wonders of the Deep.

Roll in Both Houses Re «wes a 
Quorum Answ . 


MATTERS TO B’ ACTED UPON. 


Republicans scuss the Congressional 
Apportie .ent Bill—Big Increase in 
the P fe Debt During November— 
Mo | for New England. 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 2—A great crowd 
sembled at the Capitol to witness the 
vpeningof the two houses of congress. 
The were jammed, and the scene 
on the floor of the house especially was 
very animated. Many of the desks were 
decorated with floral offerings. Members 
who bad not seen each other since the ad- 
journment exchanged salutations, and 
congratulations and condolences, partic- 
ularly the latter, swere the order of the 
day. Itis questionable whether in the 
history of the American congress so large 
@ proportion of members failed of re-elec- 
tion, so that in the zatheri.g on the floor 
of the house of the “quick and the dead,” 
the latter largely predominated. It was, 
however, a cheerful assemblage, and 
while members indulged in pleasantries 
toward the defeated, no bad temper was 
displayed. 

On thesenate side more than aguorum 
of senators were present, and the scenes 
incident to the assembling of c mgress 
were enacted accordingly. Concerning 
the policy which is to be pursued, noth- 
ing has yet beeu definitely determined. 
The great question in the senate is the 
election bill. Tnere is no disposition on 
the part of the senators who urged that 
measure at the last session to recede one 
iota, but on the contrary such senators as 
Hoar, Edmunds, Frye, Hawley and Alli- 
son are more determined than ever to 
push the measure. Brfore the subject is 
taken up, it is proposed to have a full con- 
ference of Republican senators to discuss 
the measure in all its bearings. 

The house will proceed at once to the 
cousideration of appropriation bills, the 
committee having a number of them 
ready to report. As soon as all the Re- 
pnblicans arrive, a conference will be held 
and a line of policy marked out. The con- 
gressional apportionment bill is the most 
important measure to be formulated. 

After the roll call in the house, which 
disclosed the presence of 227 members, the 
members-elect were swornin. The pres- 
ence of Mr. Breckinridge in the area in 
front of the speaker’s desk, to take the 
oath, was greeted by general applaus: on 
the Democratic side. His desk had been 
ornamented by an immense floral display 
representing the scales of justice. 


APPROPRIATION ESTIMATES. 


New England’s Share of Money for Va- 
rious Improvements. 


_ WASHINGTON, Dec. 2—The estimates 
submitted by the treasury department to 
congress contain several items affecting 
New England oflices and public works. 
The department only requests for the sub- 
treasury at Boston the appropriation of 
$87,910, provided by existing acts, al- 
though Treasurer Aldrich submitted a 
new schedule of salaries which would 
make the total appropriation $40,710. An 
estimate of $17,000 is submitted by the 
navy department for the Boston navy 
yard, $12,000 being for constructing steel 
shears and $5000 for extensions and renew- 
als in the water pipe systems. 

An appropriation is asked for the Ports 
mouth yaru of $22 287 for constructing a 
reservoir and perfecting the water system.

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


increase of Over Six Millions During 
the Past Month. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The treasury de- 
partment debt statement shows an in- 
crease in the public debt during the past 
month of November amounting to $6,130,- 
819. Unusually heavy payments during 
the month for civil and miscellaneous ex- 
penses and large pensien payments during 
November accounts for the unusal state- 
ment of an increase instead of a decrease. 
The bonded indebtedness of the gove n- 
ment was reduced abcut $300,000,C00 
during the month and now aggregates 
$620,492,590, against $32,283,390 on Nov, 1. 
Toe surplus in the treasury to-day aggre- 
Rates $59,044,625, against $67,803,033 a 
month ago, a decrease of nearly $9,000,000 
since Nov.1. The government receipts 
from all sources during November past 
aggregated $28,986,124, against $30,716,967 
in November, 1889. Customs receipts ag- 
gregated $15,227,641, against $16,614,488 
during November, 1889; internal revenue 
receipts $11,322,047, against $11,159,060 dur- 
ing November a gear azo.

Leading Republicans Gather and Discuss 
the Apportionment Question. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—About thirty of 

the Republican ,regresentatives got te- 


gether in the room of the committee on 
fons afier the adjournment of 
the house aed informally discussed the re- 
t question.

the leading Republicans were j:7esent. 
The lxtest political almanacs were sent for, 
and the change of population shown by

The Nationalists Hold an Excit- 
ing Meeting. 


MR. PARNELL BECOMES FIERCE 


And Makes Harsh Statements Against 
Mr. Gladstone and Others—Mr. Barry 
Moves the Leader’s Retirement, 


Lonpon, Dec. 2.—The meeting of the 
Irish members of the house of commons, 
called to consider what action the Na- 
tionalist party shall take in regard to the 
leadership of the party, took place at noon 
yesterday. Mr, Parnell and his private 
secretary were the first to arrive at the 
the place of meeting. After the members 
had all assembled, Mr. Parnell took the 
chair and called the meeting to order. 
Telegrams from the delegates of the party 
now in the United States and from Arch- 
bishop Croke were read, 

About seventy-five Irish members of the 
house were present. A great bundle of 
telegrams was handed in. Thesa in- 
cluded despatches from Messrs. Harring- 
ton, Pierce, Mahoney, Laior and Leahy, 
all of whom supported’ Mr. Parnell. 
T. P. Gill, one of the delegates in America, 
sent acable dispatch expressing his per- 
sonal grief at the actionthat his con- 
science forced him to take toward a 
leader whom he loved, and to defend him 
he would give up his life. “I would 
g'adly follow him to death,” said Mr. 
Gill, “batI cannot follow him to what 
seems to metohe dishonor.” He con- 
cluded with a request that the despatch be 
read to Mr. Parnell. 

One of the first subjects discussed was 
whether reporters should be allowed to 
take notes of the proceedings relative to 
tue retention of Mr. Parnell in the leader- 
ship of the Nationalist party. It was 
finally decided to only admit one reporter, 
r-presenting The Freeman’s Journal of 
Dublin. This decision is not satisfactory 
toa largesection of the members. The 
proceedings were of the stormiest char- 
acter. Mr. Parnell’s supporters strove 
hard to secure another adjournment, urg- 
ing that the meeting to decide the ques- 
tion of the leadership of the Irish party 
should be held in Dublin. 

Mr. Sexton hotly protested against an 
adjournment. A majority of the party, 
he declared, desired to keep the leadership 
unsullied and unstained. Mr. Sexton’s 
remarks were frequently interrupted by 
tremendous cheering from Mr. Parnell’s 
opponents, who comprised a majority of 
those present. 

Mr. Redmond replied to Mr. Sexton. He 
made a passionate appeal to the members 
to pause before they deposed from his 
rigitful position as leader of the Irish 
nation the statesman who, by his unpar- 
alleled services, had earned the gratitude 
of the Irish people. Continuing, he said 
that the facts of the divorce case were 
fally known when Mr. Parnell was re- 
elected leader of the Irish party. This 
assertion was greeted with cries of ‘‘No! 
No! Gladstone’s Istter was withheld.” 

After Mr. Reamond had concluded his 

remarks, Mr. Parnell addressed the meet- 
ing. Hesaid in effect: “The time has 
come when I must speak out against the 
opposition within our party which has 
been createl by Mr. Gladstone’s letter, 
Those responsible for the division in the 
party appear to forget what is due to 
t.emselves, to their country and to me, 
‘the men whose ability bas been the most 
conspicuorsly exercised against Messrs. 
Healy and Sexton, will have to bear the 
responsibility in all these proceedings, 
Mr. Healy has been trained in this war- 
fare. Who trained him? Who saw his 
genuis? Who telegraphed to him in 
America to come back? Who gave him 
his first chance to enter pnbliclife and got 
him a seat in parliament prompting, re- 
buking and restraining him? That Mr. 
Healy is here to-day to destroy me, is 
due tomyself. But Iam glad he is here, 
even to destroy me, if he understands the 


meaning and effect of his proceed- 
ings. Mr. Healy reminds me of his 
services. He has not been slow to 


remind me of them at any tims. I under- 
s'and he attended the recent meeting in 


Dublin, cilling on me not to retire. Who 
asked him te doso? Did I? Who asked 
Mr. MeCar hy to travel to Dublin and say 
he would be able to give information 
which woul . throw a different complexion 
on lidden events? Did I? Where was 


Sextou at tis same meeting? Where 
were you all? Wiy did you encourageme 
to come forward and maintain the leader 
ship in the face of the world if you were 
not going to stand by me? Whydid my 
officers encourage me to take my position 
on the bridge if they were going to act as 
traitors and hand me over to another 
commander-in-chief? I did not ask them 
for the certificate of character given at the 
Dublin meeting. Our position is awk- 
wird, but the whole blame for the creation 
of this position does not rest with me. A 
leader-killer, Barry, has been put up to 
stab me as he stabbed that old lion, Isaac 
Butt, mn days gone by. 

“J remember well that, though Butt ar- 
raigned me, I never by word or «eed coun- 
selled attacks upon him. I uliowed the 
old man to go down honored to his grave 
rather than seek to step into the shoes of 
a politician who, however grave his 
faults, created a great movemcunt and has 
given me and many others power to par- 
ticipate therein. What is now to be said 
about the request for my ter porary re- 
tirement? Mr. Sexton, at a recent meet- 
ing held here, told meI could resume the 
leadership and that the leaders were with 
me. Yen minutes afterward he aston- 
ished me by saying he believed I would 
reject the leadership. Ihave been asked 
about t!.e confereace at Hawarden. I was 
told there that Gladstone’s commupica- 
tion was not to be divulged to any of my 
colleagues,yet because 1 did not denounce 
bh <~1;r post! at once, I am accused of de- 
ceiving the party. Mr. Gladstone told me 
that uoue of the proposals were final. The 
chief proposal of all—the retention of 
thirty inembersin Westminster—was sub- 
ject to revision. For meit was a-question 
of drafting a bill. It was a question of 
weak judgment on the part of au English 
politician. It wasa question of dealing 
with a garrulous old gentleman who 
monopolized the conversation, and with 
whom, as everybody who knows him 
knows, it is difficult to getin a word edge- 
ways. 

“Before you vote for my deposition besure 
you are getting value for it. On Saturday 
we were all agreed that we would not 
have the Gladstone bill. Not a man here 
bas said a word in favor of it. Are you 
sure you will be able to get anything bet- 
ter? If Healy or McCarthy or Sexton see 
the way lo get auything better, for God’s 
sake let them say it. I won’t stand a mo- 
meut in their way. On Saturday I made 
this proposal to Mr. McCarthy: Let 


Gladstone, Harcourt and Morley give him 
letters declaring that in the event of the 
return of the Liberals to power a home 
rule bill would be proposed, by which the 
coatrel of the constabulary wouki be 
vested in an Irish executive who would be 
Tespensible; to an Irish parliament em- 
powerec to settle the land question. Mr. 
McCarthy went to Mr. Gladstone with 
these proposals with my assurance that, 
these concessions made,I would retire 
from public life. Mr. Gladstone has re- 
plied that he wilt not hold any communi- 
cation with me as the leader of the party.” 

After numerous short speeches, re- 
criminatory exclamations and interrup- 
tions, Mr. Parnell, putting the question 
toadjourn, declared that the ayes had it, 
without asking for noes. Mr. Healy pro- 
tested, but Mr. Parnell declared that the 
motion to adjourn was carried. 

Mr, Healy then moved that Mr. Mc- 
Carthy take the chair. Great cheering 
greeted the motion. 

Mr. Parnell suid: “I have not lost the 
chair yet.” 

Mr. Healy—Then put the question. 

Mr. Parnell—I am not going to have 
my ruling challenged by Mr. Healy.” 

Mr. Parnell ruled out of order any yefer- 
ence tohis conduct in the O'Shea case, 
and this brought him in frequent collision 
with the different speakers, especially 
Mr. Healy, with whom Parnell enguged 
hot words. 

Afterafew remarks Mr. Parnell again 
put the question, when a majority seemed 
in favor of continuing the debate. Mr.Par- 
nell then said: “The discussion must 
proceed.” 

Several members declared that it would 
be a physical and mental impossibility to 
continue, and Mr. Healy consented to ad- 
journ on the understanding that the 
meeting should terminate to-day. 

“Don’t have any understanding with 
him,’’ said Mr. Parnell, whereupon Healy 
retorted: “it is very hard to have an 
understanding with Mr. Parnell.” ‘To 
this Parnell replied: “Don’t dictate terms 
to me.’’ Finally Mr. Sexton acted as medi- 
ator and secured an adjournment. 

The motion forthe retirement of Mr. 
Parnell was made by John Barry, member 
for Sonth Wexford, who aided the late 
Isaac Butt in founding the! Home Rule 
Confederation of Great Britain in 1872. 

Joseph Nolan, member for North 
Louth, submitted an amendment to the 
effect that the question of the retirement 
of xarnell should be postponed until the 
members had personally ascertained the 
views of their constitutents on the sub- 
ject, the party then to meet in Dublin and 
decide the matter. 

Parnell displayed great passion through- 
out, and at 11:30 the meeting adjourned 
until noon to-day. 


WRENTHAM’S GREAT DAY. 


The Old Town Has Its First Railroad, 
and Great Joy Prevails. 


WRENTHAM, Mass., Dec. 2.—Yesterday 
was agreat day for this old town, which 
since its incorporation, 217 years ago, has 
been without railroad communication 
with the outside world, conveyance to and 
from town being made by the old-fash- 
ioned stagecoach. Yesterday opened a 
new era in its existence, and it saw the 
iron hors? ploughing its way through the 
village. The Old Colony railroad began 
running trains for the first time yester- 
day. The branch is thirteen miles in 
length and has no grade crossings. The 
bridges are all of iron, with granite abut- 
ments, and built fora double track, al- 
though but a single track is laid. 

The first train for Wrentham left Maus- 
field at 6:25, composed of six cars, At 
Wrentham the seation was crowded with 
a large concourse of people to see the first 
train come iv. As it slowed into the sta- 
tion guns were fired, horns were blown 
and hurrabs were heard on all sides, 
When the train stopped the visitors were 
greeted by the selectmen and prominent 
citizens, the Wrentham band discoursing 
music. When the train started for Boston 
186 passengers were xboard. A general 
celebration at Wrentham took place last 
evening when the train camein. A large 
bonfire was built, the town was illum- 
inated and there was a grand ball. All 
places of business in the town were closed 
yesterday. 


EUROPEANS IN DANGER. 


Chin ese, Driven to Desperation, Threaten 
to Massacre and Plunder. 

Lonpon, Dec. 2.—Advices have been re- 
ceived from Tien Tsin, by wayof Vla- 
divostock, to the effect that a vast portion 
of the populace has been rendered desti- 
tute by recent floods. The people have 
become desperate in consequence of the 
lack of food and shelterand threaten to 
massacre and plunder the European resi- 
denfs aud march to Pekin to demand re- 
lief. Four Chinese warships and one 
French and one American man-o!-war are 
at Pekin and have taken measures for the 
protection of the Europeans. 


A Disastrous Fire. 

PHILADEPHILA, Dec. 2.—The large man- 
ufacturing establishment of the A. Camp- 
bell Manufacturing company (cotton 
yarns), located in Manayunk, was dam- 
aged $300,000 by fire. One fireman was 
killed and three others were injured by 
falling walls. Alberb Crenshaw, manu- 
facturer of flannels and dress goods, oc- 
cupied the three upper floors, and ,em- 
ployeu 300 hands. The manufacturing 
company gave employment to 200 more, 
all of whom escaped trom the millin 
safety when the fire broke out. The 
losses, were nearly covered by insurance 
in various companies. 


King William’s Remains. 

THe HaAGuk, Dec. 2—The body of the 
late King of Hulland was conveyed by 
train from the Loo palace to this city, 
whence it was followed by an imposing 
procession to the Noord Einde palace. ‘he 
procession moved along amid the firing of 
minute guns and the tolling of bells. The 
whole city was draped in mourning and 
flacs at half-mast were everywhere dis- 
played. ‘ile interment will be at Delft 
and will take plave on Thursday next. 


In Memory of Their Daaghter. 

Hartrorp, Dec. 2.—At a meéting of the 
Trinity church parish it was decided to 
erect a new and larger church on the site 
of the present one. Rev. Francis Goodwin 
and his wie offered to build a parish 
building and give it to the parish in 
memory of their daughter, Lucy Morgan 
Goodwin, who-died some years ago. This 
offer was accepted. 


Genuine Winter Weather. 
HALIFAX, Dec. 2.—A violent wind and 
rain storm raged all Sunday night and 
yesterday turned into a blizzard. Snow 
fel: and drifted heavily all day. Telegraph 
communication is interrupted and trains 
will be delayed.

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INDIAN OUTRAGES. 


Reports from the Northwest In- 
diate Trouble. 


WARRIORS ARE ON THE MOVE, 


Committing Depredations Along Their 
Route—Seeking Fortifications for Ad- 


vantage Over the Soldiers. 
(Gu 


Pine Riveg, S. D., Dec. 2.—Short Bull, 
Two Strike, Kicking Bear and Crow Dog, 
with 4000 Rosebud Indians, crossed White 
river at the mouth of Wounded Knee 
creek, last Friday, and are travelinz 
northward toward thonsands of cattle 
now grazing on ranges in that country. 
They are also within a few hours’ rile of 
the bad lands, which are even more ac- 
cessible than the open country along the 
Little Missouri. Before they crossed 
White river the redskins swept every- 
thing before them. All cabins were de- 
molished, a quantity of hav was burned, 
and their dash among herds of cattle and 
horses caused a general stampede. 

Every ranchman in the wounded Knee, 
Porcupine and Pine Ridge country is a 
heavy sufferer, and if the government does 
not reimburse them many of the sett!ers 
will be ruined financially. Big Bat, a well 
known Indian scout, hat 79 head of 
horses in his corrall at Woundel Knee 
when the Rosebuds swooped down upon 
him. Nearly every horse was stolen. All 
day yesterday the trail leading from Big 
Bat ranch to the camping ground of the 
Indians was dotted with horses, which 
had broken away from the marauders, 
with ropes still hanging to them. Big Bat 
tried to reason with them and promised 
them that if they would go into camp be- 
tween the government corrall and agency 
buildings at Pine Ridge they would not 
be harmed. While he was in the midst of 
his speech the haranguer of the band in- 
terrupted him by declaring thet if the 
Rosebuds went to corrall the soldiers 
would drive them into the earth. 

The council ended then and there, and 
the Indians continued on their way to the 
river. The Rosebuds doubtlessintend to 
make a stand in the bad lands, which are 
natural fortifications. The country is 
broken with canyons, and the pockets and 
breaks in the rocks would afford them 
splendid 

Advantage Over the Soldiers 
who would have to pass through narrow 
defiles to reach them. Some of the buttes 
are covered with timber, and here and 
there in bottoms grass can be found for 
the horses and cattle. The wells are for 
the most part alkali. 

Stretching for miles around this wilder- 
ness are the cattle ranges from which the In- 
dians are already drawing their supplies. 
With all these advantages, the Rosebuds 
could carry on a harassing winter cam- 
paign with more comfort than the mili- 
tary could enjoy. When the soldiers 
march the artillery will betaken along 
more for the purpose of shelling the cliffs 
and stampeding the horses of the hostiles, 
than for cannonading the Indians them- 
selves, who will fight independently of 
one another. 

It is estimated that there are 500 
young warriors in this pand now pillaging 
the country around the lands. They are 
all were armed. 

Yellow Hand,a half-breed of Pine 
Ridge agency, who was sent out as a 
scout, pierced the camp ina blanket. He 
found the Indians greatly worked up 
over the story told by Short Bull, who 
had declared that, during the previous 
night, four stars felltothe earth. Short 
Bull went to the place where {the blazing 
bodies fell. Ashe did so, three of the 
stars returned to the sky. but the fourth 
remained on the ground, and beside it 
there lay a letter written in English,which 
nobody could read. ‘The superstitious 
Indians believe the ietter to be

Yellow Hand was also told that when the 
soldiers came north a wind would blow 
which would sweep them from the face of 
the earth. 

The scout saw many of the Sioux in 
war paint. Their pickets are on the top 
of all the buttes for miles around, and 
runners who are sent every ;half hour to 
this agency report movements of the 
troops. It is probable that,if the military 
should start at midnight, the fact would 
be known in the hostile camp by the In- 
dian code of signaling in less than an hour. 

The Sioux, who have been in camp here 
for the p'st week, are secretly leaving for 
the north. It now seems probable that 
the military will begin the pursuit of the 
ludians bes re the last of the week. § Pack 
mules are being loaded with provisions, 
and as soon as the famous Seventh cav- 
alry gets its transportation facilities ev- 
erything will be in readiness for the 
chase. 

The troops at Oelrich may be ordered to 
help intercept the Indians, should they 
continue their dash along White river, 
and it is believed that the soldiers who 
have been massing on ail sides of the 
reservation will act in conjunction with 
the troops at Pine Ridge when the move 
is made here to strike the Indians in the 
bad lands. 

The Indians have burned the range be- 
tween here and Oelrich, and stampeded a 
government herd of 5000 cattle. The fire 
has been burning for overa day, and the 
country is enveloped in smoke. 

John Dwyer, foreman of the gang of 
herders, and most of his men, came into 
camp yesterday afternoon with informa 
tion of the sweep of the terrified and now 
frenzied savages. Many of the cattle have 
been killed. ‘They are apparently making 
for the bad lands basin, where the grass 
is still high and plentiful enough to give 
their stock good grazing. 

Fast Thunder, a scout of the agency, 
who returned from the hostile camp late 
last night, says that the Indians struck 
camp last night and moved off in big 
bands in the direction of the basin, He 
says there are scores of Pine Ridge In- 
dians with the Rosebuds, besides many 
strange Indians whom he never saw be- 
fore. He thinks they are from the Chey- 
enne river agency. 

Gen. Miles is expected here within ten 
days. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 2.—The reports re- 
ceived at the war department yesterday, 


. from the locality of the tnreatened Indian 


hostilities, are much less favorable than 
they have been for several days past. They 
indicate that between 1000 and 2000 of the 
Indians who have refused to come into the 
Rosebul agency,in response to the agent’s 
order-. ‘ive started westward toward 
what sown as the bad lands. In their 
stampe.. .uey have committed depreda- 
tions on the cabins and stock of friendly 
Indians who were in to the agency. Gen. 
Brooke telegraphed that this information 
is not from his own scouts. He expects, 


however. to have fuller information soon. 
These «#irming reports have again been 
the subject. of consultation between Sec- 
tetary Proctor and Gen. Schofield and 
Gen. Miles. The latter has asked Gen. 
Schofield for additional troops. 

The department will soon have a large 
number of troops at its disposal in the 
region where the turbulent Indians are 
gathered. The Sixth cavalry, which over 
& week ago was ordered to hold itself in 
readiness to move at a moment’s notice, is 
Dow on its way to the scene. 

Buffale Bill Recalled. 

MANDAN, N. D., Dec. 2.—Col. Cody, Dr. 
Frank Powell, known as “White Beaver,” 
and R. H. Haslan, known as “Pony Bob,” 
arrived here from Standing Rock after 
riding ninety-four miles in twenty-three 
hours. Saturday, when Cody was thirty 
miles from Sitting Bull’s camp, his party 
was overtaken by a courier bearing a 
message from the president not to arrest 
Sitting Bull. Cody and party returned 
then to Mandan. Indian Agent Mc- 
Laughlin believes the present cold wave 
will terminate the dancing and the 
Messiah craze. The militia is strong 
enough at all points to fully protect the 
settlers and danger is believed to be over. 
Two companies of the Twenty-second in- 
fautry arrived here en route from Fort 
Keough to Fort Lincola. The companies, 
seventy-three strong, have thirty days’ 
rations and are thoroughly equipped for a 
winter campaign. 

A Peacemaker's Reward. 

Prine RincE, S.D., Dec. 2.—Little Wound 
has made another effort to persuade his 
braves to forego hostilities, and he barely 
escaped from them with his life. Scouts 
are returning constantly and report in- 
creased preparation for war. Gen. Brooke 
is restless over the non-receipt of orders to 
act. The hostilities report the rounding- 
up of 2000 government cattle and horses. 


LEGISLATURE MEETS TO-DAY. 


Promise of Lively Times at the Granite 
State’s Capitol. 


ConcorD,N. H.,Dec. 2.—The legislature, 
which convenes in extra session to-day, is 
likely to do nothing more than elect a 
clerk to succeed George A. Dickey, whose 
resignation was ldst night received by 
Speaker Hiram D. Upton of Manchester. 
There promises however, to be trouble be- 
fore that is done. In the first place, 
there will be a contest in the making up 
of the rol! of theold legislature, owing to 
thecontention of the Republicans that 
representatives appointed as census enum- 
erators by Superintendent Porter are not 
federal officeholders within the meaning 
of the constitution. 

Then there is likely to be a squabble 
over the election of a clerk. Senator 
Chandler wants Assistant Clerk Stephen 
S. Jewett of Laconia elected clerk, and 
the anti-Chandler men do not want him 
for that very reason. The organ of Mr. 
Chandler, The Monitor, to-night declares 
that in addition to electing a clerk the 
legislature should pass a bill declaring 
that the basis of representation in 
the house since the United States 
census was taken in June, 1890, is 
that census, and that the clerk of each 
house should be directed to make up the 
roll of cach succeeding house according to 
the 1890 census until another census is 
taken. The anti-Chandler Republicans 
are not in favor of such a course, They 
believe the legislature should elect a clerk 
and then go home. 


A MERRY CHRISTMAS 


For Four Prisoners in the Nutmeg State 
Penitentiary. 


HARTFORD, Dec. 2.—The state board of 
pardons at their semi-annual hearing 
granted pardonsto four prisoners in the 
state prison at Wethersfield. 

George Hudson, convicted of rape in 
1869 and sentenced for life, was pardoned 
on condition thathe return tothe Island 
of St. Helena, his home. The British con- 
sul will take charge of him. His offense 
was committed in New Haven county. 

George Fowler and Clark Fisher, both 
sentenced in 1885 for seven years for rob- 
bery in Fairfield county, will be released 
on Chistmas. 

John Kimball of Tolland county, con- 
victed of burglary and horse theft in 1889, 
will also be released on Christmas day. 
His sentence was four years. 


Forced to Succumb. 

New YorE, Dec. 2.—Edward G. Arthur 
and Edmund Ketchum, composing the 
firm of Arthur & Ketchum,stock brockers, 
29 Wall street, made an assignment to 
Charles H. Demeritt. Mr. Arthur has 
been in business since 1863, and the pres- 
ent firm was formed in 1877.

“Lohengrin” in Paris. 

Nearly the whole of an act of ‘‘Lohen- 
grin” has at last been performed at the 
Grand Opera, but the trick was man- 
aged in such a way that no Chauvinistic 
prejudices could be hurt. It was an- 
nounced that at the performance given 
for the benefit of M. Dumainie a duet 
from Wagner's opera would be sung by 
Mme. Caron and M. Vergnet. When 
the audience expected the two singers 
tocome on in ordinary dress the con- 
ductor gave the sigual for the orchestra 
to attack the first chord of the prelude 
to the third act. 

The curtain then rose on the bridal 
chorus, and, this finished. Elsa and 
Lohengrin were left on the stage to sing 
the most intcresting and the most im- 
pessioned love duet that has ever been 
written. Now that an attempt has been 
made to reverse the sentence passed 
upon Tannhguser five and twenty years 
ago at the Opera, and to make amends 
for the brutal treatment of ‘‘Lohengrin” 
at the Eden theatre, it is to be hoped 
that the hundreds who applaud Wagner 
at the Sunday concerts week after week 
and year after year may at length have 
a chance of hearing his masterpieces at 
the French Academy of Music.—Paris 
Cor. London Telegraph. 


Indeed a Remarkable Criminal. 

A remarkable prisoner. who calls him- 
self August Maler, was received at th< 
penitentiary in Jefferson City, Mo., afew 
days ago ona two years’ sentence from 
St. Genevieve county for obtaining prop- 
erty under false pretenses. He is prob- 
ably 70 years old, and has commenced 
serving his eleventh term in the Missouri 
penitentiary. He first came herein 1836 
and, with the exception of a year that 
he spent in jailin Mlinois, he has never 
been out of this penitentiary but a few 
months atatimesince. He is known at 
the prison as *‘Dutch Charley.” No one 
knows his right name or anything of his 
antecedents. He is a monumental liar 
and rarely ever tells thesamestory twice. 
He has been centenced every time for 
working some kind of a confidence game, 
and even while in the penitentiary has 
plied his vocation on verdant guards and 
amateur detectives with more or less 
success.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Sixty-one Times Around Cape Horn. 

Capt. J. M. Holmes left his home last 
week for New York, from whence he will 
start on his sixty-second voyage around 
Cape Horn. He has the reputation 
among seafaring men of having made 
the trip around Cape Horn more times 
than-any living man, and if the captain 
keeps his word he will reach the century 
mark on the trips before he retires. This 
time he is bound for the Golden Gate, 
and will probably not be seen at his 
home for a yearor more. He is captain 
and principal owner of the proud ship 
Charmer, which has weathered many 
gales and brought him safely around the 
treacherous Horn over sixty times.—Cor.

For Coast Defenses. 

A very novel suggestion for the con- 
struction of forts to defend our seaboard 
cities comes from Mr. Anderson, the 
head of the engineering firm which has 
contracted with the government to build 
the lighthouse on Onter Diamond shoal, 
at Hatteras. His proposition is to sink 
caissons upon the sandy shoals which 
exist at the mouth of nearly all our riv- 
ers, and upon them to erect forts of 300 
feet in diameter, built of solid concrete, 
with walls fifty feet thick, with a bomb 
proof armor of steel over the interior.— 
New York Telegram.

Rroker Sumner Charged with Attempt- 
ing to Secure an Estate by Means of a 
Forged Wil. 

New York, Dec. 8.—Another leaf was 
turned last evening in thestrange story of 
Broker Perrin H. Sumner’s alleged iden- 
tification of a suicide at the Getty honse, 
Yonkers, last October,in the arrest of P.r- 
rin on a warrant obtained by George R. 
Phoebus, « reporter, and Francis S. Tur- 
ner, a lawyer, on the charge of forgery.

From all arcounts, wh+ 1 Samper identi- 
fied the map who kilie! himself with 
morphine as Georze H. Elgar, a wealthy 
English chemist, the broker was playing 
foralarge stake. Subsequently Sumner 
went back on his identification and told 
many conflicting stories The suicide 
occurred Oct. 25 and the man who took 
his own life had registered at the hotel as 
George Smith and left a note to the effect 
that the inhumanity of others had 
prompted his act. Still later Sumner 
denied that the man was E.lgar, from 
whom he claimed to have received letters 
since the suicide. 

It now appears that he wanted to secure 
Edgar’s” tortune of $309,009, Elgar being 
an outcast, although aneld-r son. Eurly 
in November Sumner en l-ay or: | to inter- 
est Turner in secnsiax El aur’s mouey, 
telling tbe lawyer, it is allezed, that if he 
would show a will made in his favor and 
@ power of attorney dated back a year, he 
could sue for Edgar’s money in England. 
Turner pretended to fall in with the 
scheme ani intro tuced Phoebus as a fel- 
low schemer. Sumner then showed 
Turner and Phoebus a_ power of 
attorney that bore a forged siguature 
and his arrest followed. He was locked 
up in police hea..qnarters. 


CONNECTICUT FARMERS 


Adopt Resolutions Concerning Matters 
That Need Legislation. 


HartForp, Dec. 3.—The Connecticut 
Farmers’ league held its first annual 
mecting at the capitol aud adupted reso- 
lutions recommende! at a preliminary 
meeting, favoring sdditional olzomarga- 
rine legislation, conceutration of experi- 
ment station work at the Storrs school 
and some action as to the original pack- 
age decision of the United States supreme 
court. Additional resolutious were offered 
and recommended for consideration by the 
town leagues. These favor distinct po- 
litical action and name the following ob- 
jects to be secured: 

State insurance against loss by fire or 
lightning; choice of United States sena- 
tors by an electoral Lody in each state, 
similar to those appointed to elect a presi- 
dent; provision by conyre~s (under a con- 
stitutional amendment) “‘to euact ‘such 
laws as may be necessary.in orler to 
make it easily possible for anyone desir- 
ingit toown and occupy sufficient land 
from which to gaia a livelihood by oblig- 
ing the largest lan! holders. when neces- 
rary to this end, to sell enongh of their 
land fortbat purpose on easy terms and 
at a price not exceeding its assvssed value 
for tuxation.”’ 


THEY TOOK BIG CHANCES. 


Robbers Secnre $2300 in Cold Cash from 
a Chicago Cashier. 


CaHIcAGO, Dec. 3.—In broad daylight, 
Joseph A. Asier, cashier of the Allerton 
Packing company, one of the most exten- 
sive at the stock yards, was held up in his 
own office in the packing house by two 
unkuvowa meu of granyer-like appearance 
and relieved of $3200 in cash. It was pay- 
day and $3000 had been brought from the 
bank. The two strangers entered the 
office, covered the cashier with a big re- 
volver and commanded him to empty the 
money into a canva; bag which they had. 
A teamster, who entered the office, was 
covered by the second stranger’s revolver, 
Backing out, the robbers thrust a jiminy 
through the oatsiile latch of the only door 
to the office, jumped into a buggy and 
dashed off. Alltrace of them hus been 
lost.

Exciting Times in the National- 
ists’ Conference. 


VOTE AGAINST POSTPONEMENT 


Forty-four Members Want the Question 
of Leadership Settled at Once, While 
Twenty-nine Say No—Yesterday’s Pro- 


ceedings. 


Lonpon, Dec. 3.—Pursuant to adjourn- 
ment, tle mecting of the Irish members 
o the honse of commons to cousider the 
advisab lity of removing Mr. Parnell from 
hs po-itiona. leid-r of the Nationalist 
party, was resumed in a room of the house 
of commo: s at noon yesterday. Mr. Par- 
n:il was th - fi st me uber of the party to 
arrive at the place of meeting Daring the 

| proceedings the reporters were excluded 
| from the corridors. 

| Jon O’Connor declared that the busi- 
| nes had not been conducted fairly. He 
jus:ified Mr. Parnell’s action in issuing 
his manifesto aud con.emued the mis- 
| leading cable dispatches that had been 
sent to the delezat sin the Unite! States. 

Mr, Campbell described the proceedings 
of Mr. Parnell’s opponents as infamous. 

Mr. Parnell was appealed to to decide 
whether tne expression used by Mr. 
Cimpbell was orderly. He replied that 
the country would decide as to their pro- 
ceedings. 

J. O’Kelly asserted that it would be the 
basest ingratitude for the Nationalists to 
abandon Mr. Pirnell simply because a 
number of politicians who had sought an 
all.a ce with the Irish party for their own 
adv .ntaye now thought fit to abandon the 
position Mr. Parnell had taken up, aad 
had intrigued to eucompass the downfall 
of the truste | leader of the Irish nation. 

Joseph Nolan’s amendment, that the 
qnestion of the retirement of Parnell 
should be postponed until the members 
had personally. ascertained the views of 

-eir con-tituents on the subject, the 
party then to mvetin Diblia and decide 
tue matter, was rejected by a vote of 44 
to 29.

Severe Gales, Heavy Snowstorms and 
Remarkably Hich Tides in Nova Scotia 
and Other Places. 


HALIFAX, Dec. 38.—A heavy gale from 
the north and northeast, the most severe 
for years, prevails at Port Hawke<bury. 
It is acconpanie! by unusual high tides, 
The schooners Grada, Admiration, Otta- 
way and Arizona have dragged ashore on 
the point the upper side of the harbor and 
the Bessie, Louisa and Lillie Linwood are 
following in the same direction. The 
mails did not cross the Straits of Canso 
yesterday owing to the storm. The Amer- 
ican schooner Alice is ashore at Linger 
Head, Cape Breton, and is a total wreck, 
Her crew have been saved. The schooner 
Mary Euphrosyne, from Halifax for the 
Magdalen I<linds with a general cargo, is 
ashore at Port Hawkesbury. Her cargo 
is insured here. 

CHARLETTETOWN, P. E. L, Dec. 3.—A 
terrific snowstorm visited this province. 
The wind was very high, blowing at the 
rate of forty miles an hour, and in many 
places there are huge drifts. The tide 
last night was the highest known here for 
years, rising over the wharves and flood- 
ins the lower part of the warehouses 
thereon. Much «damage was done by the 
hizh water, breastworks being carried 
awny and cellars near the wharves filled.

SITUATION IS SERIOUS. 


Gen. Miles is Alarmed—He Says the 
Seriousness of the Situation is Not 
Exaggerated. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Gen. Miles has 
left for Chicago. He believes that danger 
from indians isimminent. ‘The serious- 
ness of the situation,” he says, “has not 
been exaggerated. The dissatisfaction is 
more widespread than it has been at any 
time for years. It isa more comprehen- 
sive plot than anything ever inspired by 
the prophet Tecumseh oreven Pontiac. 
The causes of this difficulty are easy of lo- 
cation. Insufficient food supplies, relig- 
ious delusion and the innate disposition 
of the savage to go to war must be held 
responsible. Troops and supplies are en 
route and will be available very speedly. 
All that is possible is being done to en- 
courage the loyal and reduce the number 
and influence of the hostile and in this 
way an outbreak may be averted. I sin- 
cerely hope there will be no hostilities, 
fora general uprising would be a most 
serious affair. 

“Altogether there are in the northwest 
about 30 000 who are affected by the Mes- 
siah craze; that means fully 6000 fighting 
men. Of this nutaber at least one-third 
would not go on the warpath, so that 
leaves us with about 4000 adversaries. 
There are 6000 other Indians in Indian 
Territory who will need to be watched if 
active operations take place. Four thou- 
sand Indians can make an immense 
amount of trouble. But a tithe of that 
number were concerned in the Minnesota 
massacre, yet they killed more than 500 
settlers in a very brief space of time.” 

Gen. Miles said there was a great neces- 
sity for more cavalry. ‘Altogether.”’ he 
said, ‘we have about 2000 mounted men. 
We have plenty of infantry, but you can- 
not catch mounted Indians with white 
foot-soldiers. The infantry had one or 
two good fights in 1876 and 1877, but such 
engagements are rare in frontier warfare. 
The Indians are better armed now than 
they ever were,and theirsupply ofthorses is

It may re 
quire hard work to yet it through rhe 
senate if there is to be a long contest over 
the election bill, and the fate of the copy- 
right bill may finally turn upon the q'ies- 
tion whether Senator Hoar cares more for 
it than for the electiun bill.

The affirmative 
vote was made up of 38 Democrats and 
94 Republicans, and tie negative vote of 
49 Democrats and 25 Rep vbiicans.

Artificial Coffee Berries Made Out of 
Flour, Colored and Moulded, 


Bostox, Dee. 3.—Among the more 
recent discoveries of the officers of the 
Massachusetts state board of health in 
their investigations into the ways and 
means adopted by dealers in adulterated 
goods, is an imitation coffee berry, which 
is manufactured very extensively in cer- 
tain parts of the United States,and which, 
therefore, must be meeting with quitea 
sale. The simulated coffce is composed of 
flour, colored to the proper hue, and 
moulded in exact likeness of the rea! 
berry. Itsellsfor from 10 to 12centsa 
pound, and when not examined too criti- 
cally, it may pass muster. The way it is 
easiest used by the dealer, is to mix it 
with the berries he is grinding for a pur- 
chaser, therefore, uniess one have full confi- 
Gence in one’s grocer, it would be wise for 
one to keep one’s eyes wide open while his 
coffee is going through the mill.

The battle of the ballots has again been fought in this city, and the majority of the 
voters have decided that the Republican candidate shall execute the municipal business 
for the year 1891. 

Mayor-elect Fairbanks is a young map, eminently fitted by two years’ active service 
in the City Council, to fill the honorable and important office to which he has been 
elected, and it was his popularity alone that caused victory to perch on the Republican 
banner. It cannot be denied but there is some dissatisfaction with the manner in 
which at least one department has been conducted the current year, but the voters 
have confidence in Mr. Fairbanks, and believe he can correct existing evils. 


Cold Weather in the Northwest. 

St. Pavt, Dec. 3.—The cold wave that 
was centered over Manitoba has pro- 
gressed very slowly southeastward and 
wes central yesterday over northern 
Minnesota. St. Vincent headed the list 
of cold places with 24 degrees below zero, 
Winnepeg, Moorehead, Port Arthur and 
Duluth followed respectively with 23, 18, 
l4and 6 degrees below zero. No other 
stations reported temperature below zero. 
There are prospects that the snow will ex- 
tend over the greater portion of the north- 
west in the coming twenty-four hours. 
‘Lhe lowest temperature at St. Paul yes- 
terday was 4 degrees above. It is now be- 
low zero. A light snow is now falling io 
this city, and snow is reported from other 
parts of the state.

pleas to guilty, and each was fined $10.

The complete returns below have been revised by the official returns. The only 
error which crept into the LepGer -extra edition was in the vote of Mr. Duffield in 
Ward Two, which should have been 201 instead of 261. 

The vote of Ward Three for Councilmen-at-large was not included in the summary 
in the ‘Extra’? because the ward officers found it necessary to make a recount for 
these. The totals as published showed Messrs. Morton, Hammond, Newcomb, Wilde 
and Green to have the lead, but it was Mr. Jones’ ward and the LEDGER rightly sur- 
mised that he would overcome a plurality of five, aud therefore gave him the (*) indi- 
cating his election in place of Mr. Greeu. Mr, Jones not only hopped over Mr. Green 
but also Mr. Wilde, and the latter is elected by only two pluralits over Mr. Green. John 
A. Duggan the seventh on the list, lacked over 100 of an election. Messrs. Shea and 
Parker received a tie vote, and Mr. Sullivan foots the list. 

The summary below includes in addition the number of blanks, and the pluralities 
by ward for the Mayoralty candidates, School Committee-at-large and the license. 
Further, the vote is arranged according to the highest vote. 

Henry O. Fairbanks is elected Mayor by plurality of 65. He received his largest 
plurality in Ward One, and carried all the wards except Ward Four. 

The Councilmen-at-large are all Republicans. 

One of the surprises of the day was the election of H. A. Keith on the School Com- 
mittee in place of Sylvester Brown, the present chairman. The wards were equally 
divided in their choice, and the vote was close. 

The license vote is spoken of elsewhere. 
agreeable surprise. 

The ward delegations of Councilmen are of the same political complexion as the 
present year, except in Wards One and Two, in each of which the Democrats gain 
one. In Ward Six there is a tie between a Republican and Democrat for Councilman 
elect. 

Councilman B. G. Hall will succeed Mr. Thomas Gurney on the School Com- 
mittee as the Ward Six member, and Rev. A. F. Roche is the new member from 
Ward Four.

Tuesday's Election.

Among the Guests, 


Republicans and Democrats Around the 
Festive Board, 


It was a jolly crowd of Republicans and 
Democrats that gathered around the festive 
board Wednesday evening at Music hall, 
Atlantic, the occasion being a reception 
and banquet tendered by the Councilmen- 
elect of Ward Six to their many friends. 

Among the celebrities present were: 
Mayor-elect Fairbanks, Councilmen-elect 
Bryant and Roberts of Ward Five, Coun- 
cilmen Wilde, Pope and Moxom of Ward 
Six, School Committeeman-elect Hall, 
Councilman Reed, Park Commissioner 
Glover, Mr. Thomas of the Board of Health, 
Mr. Gurney of the School Board and 
others. 

Congratulations were the first thing on 
the programme, after which seats were 
taken at the tables and for an hour Blunt’s 
waiters were kept busy. 

Supper over, Stephen O. Moxom, as 
chairman, called the assemblage to order 
and 

Mayor-clect Fairbanks 
was introduced, and as he was the magnet 
of the evening, he was received with a 
tremendous applause which ended in three 
rousing cheers. 

Mr. Fairbanks said it was always pleas- 
ant after the heat of election to meet 
around the festive board. Now that the 
smoke of battle had cleared away and 
certain persons had been elected we must 
put away all personal feelings and give 
our attention to city affairs that the money 
you pay may be justly expended. The 
wants of our city are many and our re- 
sources limited. 

Mistakes have been made but you must 
remember our Charter was new and Mayor 
Porter has acted honestly in his govern- 
ment. 

The speaker hoped the time would come 
when our Charter would be amended so 
that the councilmen will be elected for 
three years. You cannot send a man to 
the council and have him understand the 
financial matters as he should. We have 
a bright future before us and with good 
streets and sidewalks we shall move on- 
ward. The minor affairs of the city 
should be looked after for these are what 
the mayor gets criticised for and does not 
get the credit he should for the larger and 
more important matters he engineers. 

In closing the speaker paid a glowing 
compliment to Mayor Porter, saying that 
his position had been a hard one an: that 
he had given the city an honest and up- 
right government. 


Charles M. Bryant 

Was pleased to be present. The Council 
of ’91 will be favored with more hand to 
hand work in carrying out the details of 
the city department than for many years to 
come. In the formation of a city with a 
charter so broad and liberal as ours, it is 
almost impossible to pick out a man as 
Commissioner of public works who could 
fill the position, but he believed under that 
of 91 we shall have the money carefully 
expended. 

The speaker hoped the city would adopt 
some way that we may bave better streets 
and sidewalks. Every Ward wants all they 
can get, but we should unite, and com- 
mence somewhere and that place should be 
the centre, for if a man is looking for a 
new home he will come to the centre, and 
he gets his first impression of a city by its 
sidewalks and streets, In closing, the 
speaker hoped this Council would adopt 
some method of fixing the main streets, 
and he would pledge his support to that 
measure. 

John H. Roberts 

Said as he had been elected he proposed to 
go and do his best in supporting whatever 
was best for the city. He had always been 
interested in town and city affairs and 
thought Quincy needed residents of pro- 
gressive minds. We also want sidewalks 
so that a man who is not fortunate enough 
to own a team may have a good place to 
walk. He believed a system of sewerage 
was essential for the city to adopt, although 
some parts do not need it at present. 


Roger H. Wilde 

Said if he stood the recount he would do 
his best to please all. Mr. Fairbanks is a 
hard worker and nothing in the interest of 
the city escapes his eye.. The speaker 
agreed with the former speakers in regard 
to our streets, but these improvements 
must be made gradually.

Of the present Council said he had done 
his best forthe City, and for Ward Six. 
Ward Five's dew Courdilmién bad ex- 


pressed themselves in favor of sidewalks, 
and he hoped they would not forget 
Atlantic. 


Mr. Fairbanks is a gentleman who will 
attend to the city business and attend to it 
faithfully. 

Elijah G. Hall 
of the present council and school commit- 
tee-elect, had been onthe committee on 
streets and had heard somethimg about 
sidewalks. In his connection with Mr. 
Fairbanks, he had always found him to be 
square, upright and honest. 

Edmund Pope 

was present asa Democrat, and although 
he was the only one, his opinion was that 
parties in local government have no place. 

He would extend to his successful op- 
ponents the hand of fellowship, the battle 
is over and tonight we see the Democrats 
and Republicans gathered round the same 
board. We have put away the armor, and 
meet as citizens who have the interest of 
the city at large. 


Stephen O. Moxom 
Said, yesterday he was a Republican candi- 
date aud today he was an elective candi- 
date, and if he was elected to perform any 
duties, he would try to perform them 
faithfully.

DEATH OF CAPT. WHITING. 


A Famous Sea Captain Passes Suddenly 
Away—Cause, Heart Failure. 


Capt. Whiting died this noon of heart 
failure. Comfort Whiting was one of the 
famous Baltimore clipper captains, He 
was born at New Bedford in 1824, and 
after graduating from the Friends’ Acad- 
emy at the age of 16 years, shipped as a 
éabin boy on the ship Charles. At the age 
of 30 he was the master of a clipper ship, 

Capt. Whiting was engaged in the China 
and Japan trade principally. He com- 
manded ‘the clipper ships Windward, Sea 
Nymph, Audubon and Celestial Empire. 
In 1865 Capt. Whiting took the steamship 
Varuna from New York to Yokohama, 
Japan, which was in those days considered 
a remarkably long voyage for a steam ves- 
sel. On arriving at Yokohama he was 
transferred to the steamship Lancefield, 
which he commanded on Chinese waters 
for some time. While in China he was 
connected with the great house of Russell 
& Co, 

It was Capt. Whiting’s boast that he 
never was shipwrecked, nor lost a sailor 
or a spar. 

He amassed a fortune and retired in 1888 
to his country place at South Plymouth. 
Of late years he has been engaged in the 
oil business, He leaves a widow and son.

The Boston Herald says: ‘The results 
of the municipal elections in the cities near 
Boston make an island of Boston, if the 
old definition be still in vogue, that an 
island is ‘“‘a piece of land surrounded by 
water.” The change in Chelsea’s position 
on the liquor question completes a line of 
cold water cities completely around Boston. 
Chelsea, Malden, Somerville, Cambridge, 
Newton and Quincy, the six surburban 
cities, all vote no-license, and with all but 
Chelsea it is the fixed policy of the people, 
established after many sharp contests.

a City at the Bottom of the Sea. 

The city authorities of Rovigno, on the 
peninsula of Istria, in the Adriatic sea, 
have discovered a little south of the 
peninsula the ruins of a large town at 
the bottom of the sea. It has been ob- 
served for some years that fishermen’s 
nets were sometimes entangled in what 
appeared to be masses of masonry, of 
which fragments were brought up from 
the sea bed. A-year or two ago a diver 
declared that he had seen walls and 
streets below the water. 

The city authorities recently decided 
to investigate. They sent down a diver 
who, at the depth of eighty-five feet, 
found himself surrounded at the bottom 
of the sea by ruined walls. He says he 
knows they were the work of man. He 
is a builder by trade, and he recognized 
the layers of mortar. 

Continuing his explorations he traced 
the line of walls, and was able to distin- 
guish how the streets were laid ont. He 
did not see any doors or window open- 
ings, for they were hidden by masses of 
seaweed and incrustations. He traced 
the masonry for a distance of 100 feet, 
where he had to stop, as his diving cord 
did not permit him to go farther. He 
had proved beyond a donbt that he had 
found the ruins of a once inhabited 
town which, through some catastrophe, 
lad been sunk to the bottom of the sea. 

Some people think-that they identify 
this lost‘town with the island mentioned 
by Pliny the Elder under the name of 
Cissa, near Istria. This island cannot be 
found now, and it is thought that the 
submerged town may have been a settle- 
ment on the island that so mysteriously 
disappeared.—London Letter.

A sample of thefirst run of sngar from 
a beet factory situated at Grand 
Island, Neb., which has been received 
at this office shows this new product to 
be as fine as any sugar soldin the mar 
ket. It is of clear white, sparkling crys- 
tals, and sweet and pleasant to the taste. 
It cannot be told from the best quality 
ofcanesugar. A circular accompanying 
it says that the factory has a capacity of 
850 tons of beets, or 275 barrels of gran- 
ulated sugar of the finest quality, over 
99 per eent. pure, each twenty-four hours. 

The ‘factory is fitted with machinery 
from France, where this industry had its 
first development. Its success has been 
so great that its capacity will be imme- 
diately doubled, and numerous factories 
will be erected in the vicinity to produce 
Taw sugar for the refiners. The circular 
further says: ‘‘Unfortunately our season 
proved to be the dryest known for seven- 
teen years, and some farmers failed to 
raise not only corn and small grains in 
paying quantities, but beets as well. 
Many, however, have raised crops which 
show a profit of from $20 to $60 per acre, 
and it may be truthfully asserted that 
our farmers are jubilant and that the in- 
dustry has come “‘to stay.”— Watertown 
Times. ~ 


A Non-Barsting Fly Wheel. 

In the works of the Mannesmann Tube 
company, in’ England, there is a heavy 
fly wheel ingeniously designed to be ab- 
solutely free from any danger of burst- 
ing. As this wheel is about twenty feet 
in diameter, weighs over seventy tons 
and runs at 240 turns per minute, it-was 
feared that a cast iron wheel would be 
unable to stand such a centrifugal force. 
The wheel consists of a cast iron hub. to 
which are securely bolted two circular 
plates or disks of steel about twenty feet 
in diameter. Round the periphery of 
the wheel thns formed about seventy 
tons of No. & wire was’ tigtitly wound, 
thus binding the whole securely togeth- 
er and making a wheel that is practical- 
ly ‘beyond possibility of -breakage by 
centrifugal. power. The circumference 
of this great wheel travels at the rate of 
a miles pes minute, about three times 
as fast as the most speed ress trains. 
—Philadelphia Record. aii

Parnell are Lased mainly on moral 
grounds, but it is alsothe opinion of the 
hierarchy that his continuance in the 
leadership would inevitably cause dis- 
union in the party. 

Eavoy's Tour Abandoned. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 4—The American tour of 
the Irish parliamentary delegates has 
been sbandoned. Dillon, O'Brien, Har- 
ringion and O'Connor will leave to-day 
for New York, and according to the pres- 
ent program the two former will sail on 
Saturday for Paris, aad Harrington and 
O’Connor, together with Gill and O’Sul- 
livan, should the latter reach New York 
in time, for Liverpool. 

Indorsed by New York Irishmen. 

New YorK, Dec. 4.—At a mass mect- 
ing held at Cooper union by the Irish so- 
cieties named after the counties of Ire- 
land, a resolution was adopted indorsing 
the leadership of Parnell. Fully 2000 per- 
sons were present and every mention of 
Parnell’s name was enthusiastically 
applauded.

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ABOUT FR. IGNATIUS. 


Something New Concerning the 
Now Famous Monk. 


LATEST ATTACK UPON HIM. 


A Little Inside History Concerning Rev. 
Mr. Gardner's Statements) Vouched for 
by a Boston Newspaper. 


Bostox, Dec. 4.—The ‘Transcript has 
the following: 

Fr. Ignatius and his methods were at- 
tacked at length, at the union services in 
the Dartmouth street church, by Rev. 8. 
H. Somerset Gardner of London. The at- 
tack was so bitter and the statements 
made were so strong that curiosity was 
aroused and inquiries were made in regard 
to the position of the man in England. A 
gentleman who says his information 
is based on the very best authority, which 
cannot possibly be challenged, makes 
these statements as true inevery particu- 
lar. 

Mr. Gardner owes his reputation to the 
attacks which he makes upon Fr. Igna- 
tius. whom he has followed all over Eng- 
land and now to this country, repeating 
such absurd statements about him and 
his abbey at Llauthony that no denial is 
necessary, inasmuch as the gross exagger- 
ation is everywhere apparent on the face 
of the story. He claims to have the right 
to the title of “reverend,” but the reason 
why it would be difficult to give, as the 
title is one which he has assumed for kim- 
self. He tellsthe story of his conversion 
from ritualism to Protestantism and he 
would lead people to suppose that it was 

as aritualist that he followed Fr. Igna- 

tius; but it is notso. Hecame toFr. Ig- 
natius at Sheffield, about 1878, as a Pro- 
testant lay reader, and the reason which 
he gave for professing the extreme regard 
and love for Fr. Ignatius was that he 
preached the gospel and made that the 
one thing necessary for salvation. 

Mr. Gardner then became perfectly 
familiar with the high church views of 
Fr. Ignatius, who made no _ conceal- 
ment whatever, but, believing him to be 
sincere in his professions, talked with him 
with the utmost confidence and did all in 
his power toaid him. It was then, as a 
Protestant, that he read the books 
written by Fr. Jgnatius, and, at his in- 
vitation, visited the monastery and abbey, 
and while there wished to have the sacra- 
ment administered to him, but was re- 
fused. Through his attachment to 
Fr. Ignatius he gained many fnends 
from among thcse who were intimate 
with the latter, and he was entertained 
by many of them. 

For nearly two years he traveled about 
England and assisted Fr. Ignatius in the 
meetings which he was holding, but act- 
ing all the while as a devout Protestant 
who did this for the love of the gospel 
which wus being so effectively preached. 
The last time he appeared in public as the 
friend of Fr. Ignatius was at Edinburgb, 
where he brouxht his intended wife to the 
reverend father for his bles<ing upon 
them. Both were Protestants, but thought 
so much of him that they knelt on the 
platform of the railroad station while he 
blessed them from the car window. His 
admiration and reverence was s© great 
that in walking in the streets of Edin- 
burgh with the monk he re noved his hat 
and refused to wear it until Fr. Ignatius 
insisted upon his doing so. He and his 
wife were never Catholic, and when mar- 
ried they sent to the reverend father a 
thank offering for what he had done for 
their souls. All this time he was posing 
asa Christian Protestant, wno was put- 
ting his Protestantism in the background 
for the love of the gospel. 

The public may imagine the amazement 
of Fr. Ignatius when he learned that Mr. 
Gardner, dressed in monastic robes, was 
giving addresses against popery and rit- 
ualism under the name of ex-Brother 
Austin of the Benedictine order, and that 
his wife was giving lectures to women 
only on the confessional at Southampton. 
Extracts from speeches were sent to Fr. 
Ignatius, who, even then, could hardly 
believe that any one could be capable of 
such ingratitude. He told stories about 
the monk, some of them founded upon 
misrepresentei facts. He rep*ated one 
sensatioual tale about firdiug Fr. Igaa- 
tius lashing kimself with the utmost se- 
verity, but which was without a vestige 
of truth. The stories which he told were 
nearly all caricatures of solemn religious 
exercises, an:l his jokes upon phenomena 
would be fully as appropriate when told 
of John Wesley as of Fr. Ignatius. 

He appears in all sorts of characters, 
sometimes as ex-Brother Austin and 
somestimes as the “Pilgrim of the New 
Forest.”” Since his conversion from ritu- 
alism he has established a mouastery, to 
which on one occasion he invited a num- 
ber of young lady friends of Fr. Ignatius, 
They visited the place with their mothers, 
and to one of them he gave a crucifix. 
Here incense, chalice and bells are em- 
ployed as in Catholic churches, 

He claims that Fr. Ignatius is a 
Jesuit because his name is taken from 
Ignatius Loyola, the founder o! the Jes- 
uits, but this is without foundation, as he 
has noconnection whatever with Cathotics 
or Jesuits. He received the suggestion 
fo~ adopting the name from a life of igna- 
tius written by a Protestant, and he as- 
stmed it because the struggles of the 
martyr were somewhat like those which 
were before him, and with the thought 
that the grand name would serve as an In- 
spiration to him in his work. 

The insinuations, it is said, are all with 
an object. In England Mr. Gardner has 
charged admission fees, which are readily 
paid by those who are ready to hear at- 
tacks on Catholicism, and he has made 
quite a sumin this manner, whereas all 
funds received by Fr. Ignatius are turned 
over to the object for which he has con- 
secrated his life work.

The Bowie Knife. 

Much has been said and written re- 
garding the origin of the bowie knife. 
The fact is that Rezin P. Bowie, not 
James, conceived the idea of the knife. 
The invention was the result of an acci- 
dent. Col. Rezin P. Bowie was a planter 
in Opelousas, La. While hunting wild 
cattle he attacked a young steer, which 
in throwing up its head struck his hunt- 
ing knife in such a way as to knock it 
through his hand, making an ugly cut 
between the thumb and the forefinger. 
On returning from the hunt he repaired 
to the blacksmith shop on his plantation, 
determined to have a knife which would 
be a protection against such accidents. 

Picking up an old file he ordered the 
blacksmith to make a knife of it having 
across piece betwixt hilt and blade, so 
that it would be impossible to be entire- 
ly driven through a man’s hand. In 
this way did the bowie knife originate, 
and it was never intended for other than 
a hunting knife; but James Bowie im- 
proved the original weapon, and brought 
his own knife so prominently into notice 
by the use he made of it in personal en- 
counters that the improved weapon be- 


came known as the bowie knife.—New

Jimmy Lyons Has a Remarkable 
Criminal Record. 


HE WORKED HIS PLANS WELL 


———_ 


And Invariably Escaped Detection—His 


Romantic Marriage and Subsequent Ex- 
Posure—Now Believed to Be Rich. 


Boston, Dec. 4.—J immy Lyons, who 
Rave up recently to the authori- 
ties of Connecticut, where he was sen- 
tenced Tuesday to two years in the state 
prison for a robbery committed in 1868, is 
one of the best known all-rounil thieves 
that the world ever saw. Beginning bis 
career in Boston about thirty years ago, 
he soon realized that, in matters of crime, 
like Monte Christo, “the world was his.” 

Tn all parts of Europe, as well as Amer- 
ica, he worked with magnificent success, 
and now at the age of 48 years, when upon 
hia ill-gotten savings it was his purpose 
to settle down and reform for resnecta- 
bility’s sake, the only charge hanging 
over him in this country has ar‘sen like a 
spectreto send him toa felon’s cell and 
postpone his enjoyment of liberty for two 
years at least. 

It would be impossible to over-estimate 
the sauve intelligence, the dignified car- 
tiage and social possibilities of this man 
as he was in the height of his prosperity,a 
score of years ago. 

Stylish in dress and prepossessing in ap- 
pearance, he did not condescend to perpe- 
trate small jubs that were as much below 
his idea of business as begging is below 
earning. Though not possessed of an ex- 
tensive education, he was superficially 
well condition, and would pass anywhere 
for all he claimed to be—a young business 
man of money. 

It was in this guise he bean his exploits 
in the hotel line that were for a long seéa- 
son undetected and even unsuspected, ex- 
cept by those in authority who were as- 
sociated with him,and who urged the 
daring fellow on, knowing at all events 
that allthe risk was his and half the 
profits theirs. 

At Parker’s, the Tremont, Revere and 
other leading hotels of that day, Jimmy 
lived when in Boston, and when abroad 
the best ‘n the land was only good enough 
for him. 

His Romantic Marriage. 

Especially attractive to women, he soon 
acquired social position, and culminated 
his season of prosperity by marrying a 
daughter of one of the oldest: families in 
the state, whose name is recognized ev- 
erywhere as representing $1,000,000 at 
least. The marriage was the outcome of 
a brief romance in which the dashing 
rogue and a pretty schoolgirl played the 
parts, 

But what consternation was caused in 
the social circles of Boston, Somerville, 
Cambridge and Arlington when the truth 
of Lyons’ life was known is still well re- 
membered by the older residents of those 
places. A divorce followed, and after 
several years the lady, who was esteemed 
by all who knew her, married again, and 
became the wife of a man well suited for 
her situation and ambitions in life. 

Jimmy Lyons, then finding the country 
too hot for him, went abroad, where he 
has spent the greater part of his life since. 
He was in criminal matters a shrewd 
worker. If he were about to plan a 
scheme he would go to a certain hotel, 
register, spend money freely and favor- 
ably impress himself upon every attache 
from the manager down to the bell boys. 
He then, when suspicion was averted, 
would size up the guests’ rooms and finan- 
cial condition, and when everything was 
ready would pay them a visit. 

Instead of taking all the valuables'there 
he would carefully inspec them and from 
the lot choose a pair diamond earrings, a 
package of bank notes or any especial 
thing that struck his fancy. The rest of 
the property would be ieft undisturbed, 
and Jimmy would beat a retreat and per- 
haps be on his way elsewhere before a 
knowledge of the loss would put all the 
cham bermaids and bellboys in the house 
under the ban of suspicion. 

After amassing a fortune, which by sey- 
eral downfalls in court was partially con- 
sumed, he disappeared, only to be heard 
from in Europe, where hetravelled fora 
time with great “professional” success. In 
Glasgow, Scot., he was convicted and given 
seven years, after serving which he re- 
turned to this country, thinking to avoid 
notoriety, and having no thought that the 
Connecticut case was hanging over him, 

His arrest in Boston last April availed 
nothing, owing to his acquaint- 
ance with some of the local powers that be, 
and it was only upon the thought of suf- 
fering a fine that he consented to give 
himself up. 

The decision is a great surprise to every- 
body in police fand criminal circles, It is 
known that Jimmy is fivancially well 
fixed.

Mr. Simonds of Connecticut (in charge 
of the bill) stated that the friends of the 
measure were willing to have a vote taken 
immediately, but expressed his readiness 
to yield any timethat its opponents might 
desire.

esty. It benefited the printer, and out of 
the printing offices came cheap books. By 
no means could the people have cheap 
books save by honest legislation. No in- 
dividual of a foreign nation could get any 
benefit out of this law unless that nation 
stood on the same honest platform as the 
United States. The measure was in the 
honest line of reciprocity. . 

The vote of the passage of the copyright 
bill was: Yeas, 130; nays, 95,so the bill 
was passed. 


THE ELECTIONS BILL 


Taken Up and Discussed in the Senate— 
Democrats Oppose It. 

W ASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The vice president 
laid before the senate as the “unfinished 
business” the election. Mr. Hoar said 
that as he had made a few comprehensive 
remarks to the senate when he reported 
the bill, near the close of the last session, 
he would not now open the discussion, 
but would reserve what he had to say asa 
reply to such objections or criticisms as 
might be made to the bill. 

Mr. Gray said that he did not discover 
in the speech of the senator from Mas3a- 
chusetts when he heard it how the senate 
amendment differed from the bill as it 
came from the house. 

Mr. Hoar explained that the house bill, 
in the first place, contained a proposal for 
the revision of the laws in relation to the 
summoning and empanelling of juries. 
Although he supposed . that every senator 
thought that the pregent system might be 
improved, yet it was thought by the sen- 
ate committee that it was not wise to in- 
corporate a provision on that subject in 
this bill. This provision, therefore, had 
been stricken out, In the next place this 
bill contained very careful provisions to 
prevent excessive fees on the part of local 
officers. Iu the next place, the senate 
omitted a great many minute regulations 
in regard to the officers. These were the 
main points of difference between the 
house bill and senate substitute. 

Mr. Turpie opened the discussion in op- 
position. The substitute measure, he 
said, rested for its support on what was 
called the suppressed color vote inthe 
south. The returns of the election showed 
an abstinence from voting—an abstinence 
much greater in Massachusetts and other 
northern states than elsewhere. The ex- 
tremists, with a meager majority in both 
houses, said that this was proof enough of 
the suppression of the colored vote, and 
therefore proceeded to revolutionize the 
whole method of congressional elections. 
There had been a suppression—a suppres- 
sion patert, well known and undeniable 
and widely prevalent.

~A MISER SEES SATAN. 


THE DEVIL CAUGHT HIM STEALING 


AN ACTOR'S FIREWOOD. 


His Satanic Majesty Was Only Imper- 
sonated, but the Hotel Keeper Thought 
It Was a Real Vision—Milton Nobles 
Reforms a Penurious Landlord. 


Milton Nobles is a brilliant conversa- 
tionalist and a good story teller. Among 
the many anecdotes credited to him, the 
following experience which he relates 
will prove interesting reading: 

In 1867, during my first year of the- 
atrical life, Iwasa member of a small 
traveling ‘‘Black Crook” company, un- 
der the management of the late Tom 
Davey. We were playing small towns 
in Wisconsin and Minnesota. One cold 
January night found usin a little town 
in Wisconsin, where the theatre and ho- 
tel were under one roof, and owned and 
Tun by one man. 

The man has been in recent years well 
known to professionals, and there are 
many stories extant of his peculiarities. 
He was very wealthy, but a confirmed 
miser. A stranger entering his hotel 
would invariably pick him out as the 
porter, and indeed he performed the 
most menial offices, even to blacking the 
boots of his guests if asked to do so. 
Yet he always kepta good hotel. On 
“show” nights he cleaned out the dress- 
ing rooms and acted as janitor in gen- 
eral. 

From the second story of this hotel 
there was a hallway leading to the stage. 
The actors were usually assigned to the 
rooms along this hall, and would occa- 
sionall; use their rooms as dressing rooms 
at night, a proceeding to which the old 
man seriously objected. The old man 
would watch the doors like a cat, and as 
soon as a room was vacated he would 
let himself in with a pass key, and if the 
gas was left. burning he would turn it 
out. He would also gather every stick 
of wood from the rooms and _ redeposit 
them in the big box at the top of the 
office stairs. 

THE DEVIL. 

I was playing two or three characters 
in the piece, among others that of Zamiel. 
My reom was near the stage door, and I 
could hear the orchestra and so tell just 
how long I could safely remain in the 
room before my scene would come on. I 
finished my first character, and taking 
my costume for the Devil went to my 
room to make the change. The dress 
was a combination of flaming red, black 
and green, tight fitting, with big bat 
wings. The feet were long and pointed, 
with cloven hoofs; there wasa close fitting 
skull cap with two protruding horns. 1 
made the face a flaming red, with large 
pieces of green foil paper under the eyes. 

There were a large skull and cross 
bones on my breast, with red foil paper 
set in the eye sockets. The long scarlet 
tail was forked at the end and illuminat- 
ed with foil papers. As I completed this 
satanic toilet I could hear the orchestra 
playing the ballet music of the grotto 
scene, so I knew that I should not be 
wanted for at least twenty minutes. 1 
dropped two or three pieces of pine wood 
on the open grate fire, and drawing a 
big chair to one side of the grate seated 
myself comfortably for a short snooze, 
placing my feet in another chair directly 
in front of the grate, and hitching Za- 
miel’s forked tail gracefuliy over my 
right shoulder. 

I was just dropping off when the door 
was opened softly, and by a reflection in 
the mirror I could see the old landlord 
sneak into the room. His eagle eye 
missed me, half hidden in the big chair, 
but lit on the single gas jet burning at 
full head. He turned it off quickly and 
moved toward the well filled woodbox;

Two English Authors. 

I reached London just too late for the 
annual authors’ dinner, which is one of 
the events of the season there. and on 
this account, and because my time was 
almost entirely taken up by the law 
business about which I had gone over, I 
did not meet as many of the literary 
men as I should have liked to meet. I 
saw a good deal, however, of Edmund 
Gosse, who is one of the most polished 
and delightful of men, and has always 
been very kind tome. His house is a 
sort of center, his Sunday evenings being 
delightful occasions where one may 
meet a score of writers, sculptors and 
painters. 

Occasionally I met him at lunch at his 
club, where he would get Austin Dob- 
suu, who is, like himself, in an official 
position in Whitehall, and obtains there- 
from the substantials of life which ena- 
bie him to cultivate the muses on some- 
thing a little better than ‘‘oaten reed.” 
Both Dobson and Gosse are directly in 
line for the laureateship when it shall 
fall vacant, though no one knows who 
will get it. I am indebted to both of 
them for much personal kindness. Gosse 
is a good sized, handsome man, of the 
blonde English type. with the cheeriest 
face and voice, and wherever he goes it 
grows warm and comfortable. Dobson 
is somewhat older. Both of them strike 
me as being among the most cultured 
men lever met. They have English lit- 
erature at their fingers’ ends, and dwell 
in an atmosphere wnoich is redolent of 
the masters.—Thomas Nelson Page in 
Richmond Times. 


Stole Busts from a Cemetery. 

That too ingenious person who stole 
bronze and marble busts from the ceme- 
tery of Montparnasse, touched them up 
and sold them as e‘figies of famous he- 
roes, statesmen or orators, has at last 
met with the pu-ishment which his 
Iugubrious labors leserved.

EXPERIMENTS AT YALE. 


Two More Patients Inoculated with 
Lymph by Professor Foster. 


New Havey, Dec. 5—Dr. J. P. C. Fos- 
ter inoculated two .atients with the Koch 
lymph, one suffering from Jupus, the 
other snffering from tubercular laryn- 
gitis. Several prominent physicians wit- 
nessed the operations. No effect was 
noticed until fifteen minutes after the in- 
jection, when the temperature of the 
patients began to rise. It continued ris- 
ing until both were very feverish. ‘Chey 
remained in this state fora few minutes 
when the temperature began to abate,and 
as it was falling to its normal state the 
fever disappeared. Dr. Foster said: 

‘The condition of the patients will be 
frequently noted, and in due time Pro- 
fe-sor Chittenden and myself will publish 
in a medical journal a deiaile! xecount of 
the operations and the «ffects. We shall 
inoculate the patients under treatment 
from time to time as their symptoms inili- 
cate that additional inoculations are 
necessary. We are governed in our pro- 
cedure by complete directions sent with 
the lymph from Gerraany.” 

The three patients now under treatment 
are all who will be treated, owing to the 
small quantity of the fluid. ‘The first 
patient is a physician who has a fairly 
well developed case of consumption. He 
was inoculated at his urgent request, 
The treatment will continue for several 
days yet, the inj-ctious being gradually 
increased until the lymph is exhausted. 


WITHOUT WARNING. 


Five Men Killed ani Three Fatally In- 
jured by an Explosion. 


JouteT, Ills., Dec. 5.—A terrible arcci- 
dent occurred at the blast furnace depart- 
ment of the Illinois Iron and Steel com- 
pany’s works. The furnace, which was 
blown out for relining and repairs made 
necessary by a recent fatal explosion, fell 
without warning, while eleven men were 
at work in the insi.e at the bottom and 
about sixon top. Five were killed and 
three fatally injared. O1e man was bur- 
ied in the water tank and another cut in 
two. Oneof the men on topof the fur- 
nace escaped serious iniury. 

The rescuing party succeeded in extri- 
cating all the victims from beneath tne 
mass of debris. The accident was caused 
by the giving away of one cf the heavy 
columns on which the huxze blast furnace 
rested. The loss to the company is esti- 
mated at $75 000.

Committee Appointed to Negotiate with 
the Liberal Leader—A Threat from 
Parnellites—Comfort from America. 


Lowpon, Dec. 5.—The Nationalist mem- 
bers of the house of commons met again 
to further consider the question of Mr 
Parnell’s leadership. All the Irish mens 
bers at present in London were in at 
tendance at the meeting. Mr. Parnell oc- 
cupied the/chair. After the meeting had 
been called to order one of the members 
read (he manifesto issned by the Catholic 
hierarcby in Ireland, declaring thatin con- 
sequence of the revelations of the O’Shea 
divorce case, which convict Mr. Parnell of 
one of the gravest offens s known to re- 
ligion and society, Catholic Ireland con- 
not accept as a leader a man wholly dis- 
honored, and that the continuance of his 
leadership would imperil the cause of Ire- 
land. The reading of the manifesto was 
greeted with cheering by Mr. Parnell’s op- 
ponents, 

Mr. Clancy then offered his amendment, 
which provided that in view of the differ- 
ence of opinion Letween Mr. Gladstone 
and Mr. Parnell as to the accuracy of the 
latter’s recollection of the suggestions 
made to him by Mr. Gladstone at the Ha- 
warden meeting year ago, the party 
whips to be instructed to obtain from Mr. 
Gladstone, Mr. Morley and Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, before any further con- 
sideration of the main question, informa- 
tion on th- de arture from the bill of 1886, 
made by Mr. Gla‘stone in his suggestions 
affecting the control of the Irish constabu- 
lary and the settle nent of the land ques- 
tion. 

A prolonged debate took place on the 
amendment. Mr. Parnellintimated that 
if the party took the responsibility off nis 
shoulders and would insist upon the Lib- 
eral leader’s peo using to carry an ac- 
ceptable home rule bi.l through the house 
of commons in the face of all opposition, 
he would retire from the leadership. He 
asked the meeting to accept Mr. Clancy’s 
resolutiou, whereupon, he said, the alli- 
ance between the Natievnalists and the 
Liberals would be renewed. 

Mr. Healy refused to submit to Mr. Par- 
nells stipulations. He declared that they 
were even beyond the lines ofthe com- 
premise sugyeste.l at yesterday’s meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Sexton declared that the majority 
ofthe members were firmly determine!

reign.

Fill Call for a Ceuvention to Form ® 
Third Party. 

OcAta, Fla., Dee. 5.—John Davis, con- 
gressman-elect from Kansas on the Peo- 
ple’s ticket, in an interview with the 
‘Associated Press representative with ref- 
erence to a call for delegates to a nutional 
conference witha view of forming a new 
party, said that the date for the meeting 
would be set for Feb. 23. 

“This call,” he said, “was drawn up by 
Professor C. Vincent and his two brothers, 
H. and L. Vincent, all of Winfield, Kan., 
the two latter being editors and publishers 
of The Non-Conformist. They were aided 
in their work by C. A. Power an¢ Gen. J, 
H. Rice of Kansas. They submitted a 
rough draft of the call to me, and after 
making some few changes and suggestions 
l returned it tothem for signatures, It 
endorses the Alliance platform adopted at 
St. Louis and invites all organizations in 
sympathy with that declaration to send 
delegates to Cincinnati. It has been ex- 
tensively signed by Alliance members and 
by delegates of other organiztions.” 

When asked if the call touched upon 
other measures of publie policy than the 


St. Louis platform, Mr. Davis said: ‘Yes, . 
it lays down four propositions with refer- , 


ence to national reforms, viz: Finance, 
transportation, land and labor. Further 
than this, the contents of the call will not 
be presented to the National Alliance for 
its endorsement as a body but will be cir- 
cu ated for signatures in thirty-six al- 
liance stutes, perhaps in all the states of 
the Union. There was a disposition to 
take the call before the National Alliance, 


but I and others discouraged it as a step - 


which would d ubtless result in giving 
the movement a distinctively alliance 
character, and so wedo not wish to con- 
strue it. The convention will und >ubt- 
edly be larzely attended and will result in 
placing a pre-idential ticket in the field 
in 1802. After securing several hundred 
signatures in Kansas, we shall publish 
the call, and thus start the movement.”

RELIEF FOR IRELAND, 


Government -t Iast Takes Steps Toward 
Mis:gaiing Distress. 

Loypoy, Dec. 5.—Iu the house of com- 
mons Mr. Balfour made a motion that 
parliament vote £3000 for the purpcse of 
providing seed potatoes for the distresséd 
land cultivators in Ireland. They were 
not to be given to the people gratis, but as 
a loan, and any one paying ready money 
would obtain 20 per cent. discount. This 
was only asmall part of the measures te 
be taken by the government to meet the 
impending distress in Ireland. It was 
now clear, as the winter progressed, that 
& great pressure wouli be brought to bear 
on the poor law authorities, who were un- 
able alone to meet the troubles. The 
government, while relying onthe poor law 
authorities to meet the greater part of the 
local distress, proposed to employ labor on 
the construction of railways in Cork, 
Kerry, Galway, Mayo, Donegal and Clare, 
making atotal of 284 miles. The con- 
tractors would employ the people in the 
vicinity of their homes asa rule. Where 
they lo !ged them at the works they would 
se.Jd weekly remittances tothe workmen’s 
families. In localities where suffering 
prevailed and where public works were 
impossible special provision would be 
made. A general system of main and 
drainage works, the reclaiming of lands, 
and afforesting were among the plans to 
be undertaken by the government to re- 
lieve the distress. 

Col. Nolan, member for Galway, a home 
rule Liberal, approved Balfour's pro- 
posals, — 

Mr. Morley commended the spirit of Mr. 
Balfour’s statement, but warued the 
governmeut that the proposals would 
commit the country to serious financial 
burdens. 

The appropriation asked for by Mr. Bal- 
four was approved. 


NEEDS OF INDIANS. 


Steps Taken Toward Paying Old Debts 
of the Government. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The secretary of 
the tr asury transmitted to the house of 
representatives a communication from the 
interior department requesting that an 
appropriation of $100,000 be at once made 
for the purchase of beefand other pro- 
visions for the Sioux Indians on account 
of the reduced appropriation made for the 
fiscal year ended June 80, 1890. A craft 
of a bill for the purpo-e is submitted, and 
Acting Indiap Commissioner Belt, in a 
long letter to Secretary Noble, earnestly 
urges the necessity of speedy and favor- 
able action in order to remove the feeling 
the Sicux are said to entertain that the 
goverumenut has no regard forthem now 
that they have got the Indians’ lunds by 
the cession of alarge partof the Sioux 
reservation. The draft of the bill also 
contains the following items:

Baxter, surgeon general of tue army, who 
was stricken with paralysis last Monday, 
died at 2 o’clock yesterday. The fun- 
eral will take place Saturlay from All 
Souls Unitarian churca, and the inter- 
ment will take place at Arlington ceme- 
tery. Fivefoot battalions,a platoon of light 
astillery and two troops of cavalry wil 
act as an escort. The war department 
will be ciosed at noon on the day of the 
funeral.

INEXPEDIENT TO LESISLATE 


In the Present Extra Session Because of 


Difference of Opinion Regarding the 
Basis of Representation — Concerning 
the Next House. 


Con cord, N. H., Dec. 5.—Yesterday af- 
ternoon was the first field day in the house 
and the proceedings attracted much atten- 
tion, the Lalcony being crowded and quite 
& number of outsiders being admitted to 
the floor, The governor and council and 
the senators were also among the inter- 
ested listeners. The debate was on there- 
port of the judiciary committee, to whom 
had been referred the senate bill, which in 
brief provided that representation should 
be based on the census of 1890, and that 
the clerk of the house in making a roll 
for organization should be thus governed 
until otherwise ordered. Kleven mem- 
bers of the committe—six Republicans and 
five Democrats—reported aresolution that 
it was inex pedient to levislate. A minor- 
ity report was signed by Mr. Holt of 
Claremont, the only dissenting member. 
Mr. Cheney of Newport moved the substi- 
tution of the minority for the majority 
report, and his motion was debated at 
length. Mr. Holt addressed the house, 
saying that he considered it his duty to 
explain why he dissented from the report 
of the majority. . 

Mr. Holt then spoke against the Demo- 
cratic party, and claimed that the author of 
“Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” must have ex- 
amined a Democrat b&fore he wrote the 
story. 

Hon. H. W. Greene of Hopkinton was 
the next speaker. He remarked that he 
conscientiously differed from Mr. Holt on 
the subject of special legislation. Every 
other Republicau member of the commit- 
tee was with him, fur otherwise he should 
have declined to speak. He had reached 
bis own conclusion on the subject and 
was ready to assume the responsibility of 
a position which he kuew was right. In 
regard to this representation the clerk 
must go to the census and ascertain 
how many each town or ward is entitled 
to. 

Mr. Cheney of Newport and Mr. Reed of 
Westmoreland spoke in favorof the minor- 
ity repor. Mr. Bingham of Littleton ad- 
dressed the house in support of the major- 
ity report. He did not think it advisable 
to reply to the political issues that had 
been raised on the floor during the debate. 
Any special legislation having for its de- 
sign any control what-ver of the house of 
1891 would be unconstitutional and in- 
operative. Heshould oppose any action 
on the part of this house looking toward 
the control of the next. 

The motion was defeated, and a roll call 
was ordered on the qu stion of the accept- 
ance of the majority report. A great in- 
terest was manifested during the call of 
the names by Clerk Jewett. When the 
call for Merrimac county had been com- 
pleted it was evident that a sufficient 
number of Republicans had voted fur the 
majority to insure its passage. After the 
roll call had been fully completed the 
speaker gave the result as follows, yeas 
1638and nays 110, but no marked demon- 
strations followed the announcement 
from avy part of the house. 

The action of the house is generally re- 
garded as practically terminating any 
special interest in the session, and there 
does not seem to be any way open except- 
ing thatof an early final adjournment. 
The dutcome of the votein the house, isa 
very serious disappointment to a large 
majority of the Repnblican members. It 
is not probable that a Republican senator 
or representative can be found who does 
not most emphatically believe that every 
“if entitled” member-elect should go 
upon the roll of organization in the house. 
The Republican difference was that a 
miuority in the present house does 
not believe that any special legis- 
lation is necessary to secure the full rights 
of additional members chosen under the 
new census. Many of the Democrats are 
construing the significance of the proceed- 
ings in the house. They claim that Clerk 
Jewett will not put on tothe roll the “if 
entitled’? membeecs, and in addition that 
he will drop more or less of those returned 
from towns formerly classified, so that 
the result will be about a tie between the 
parties in the new house. 

The Next House. 

Should the name of “if entitled” and all 
profrata representatives be entered upon 
the roll of the house it will contuin 180 
Republicans and 175 Democrats. Should 
the “if entitled’? be excluded, and all 
others adde ', the Democrats would have 
eleven majority, and shonid the clerk 
enter only the names of seventeen elected 
from pro rata towns under the apportion- 
meut bill of 1881, the inexpedient legisla- 
tion upon the senate bill, establishing the 
census of 1890 as the basis of representa- 
tion in the next house renders the com- 
position of its roll for organization uncer- 
tain. 

In November 40 representatives—27 Re- 
publicans and 13 Democrats—were elected 
under this census “if entitled,” and 33— 
22 Democrats avd 11 Republicans—from 
places formerly classed, but now known 
as prorata towns under the apportion- 
ment bill of 1881. Including these 17, with 
those absent, the house will be evenly 
divided into 151 Republicans and 151 
Democrats. 


Crew Drowned in Sight of Land, 

HALIFAX, Dec. 5.—The loss of life by the 
storm on Monday must have been very 
large. A private letter from Heatherton 
says: The storm did terrible damage 
around here. A vessel of fifty or sixty 
tons went ashore about two niles from 
Heatherton and all hands, six or seven, 
were lust in sight of the people on shore, 
who could do nothing for them. She 
sailed from Lock port, N. S. 


King Kalakua in California. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5.—King Kalakua 
has arrived here from Honolulu on board 
the U.S.S. Charleston. He visits Cali- 
fornia for the benefit of his health and 
eyesight, which are somewhat impaired. 
He will probably remainiu California five 
or six weeks and during that period will 
visit the southern part of, the state, but 
will not go east.

SECOND ANNIVERSARY. 


Iron Hall Continues to Flourish, and 
Gains in Public Favor. 

On Wednesday evening next, the local 
Branch 904 of Quincy, order of the Iron 
Hall, will celebrate its second anniversary, 
at Hancock Hall. 

It is one of the strongest and best organi- 
zations in existence. The Iron Hall* pays 
$25 a week in case of illness; $500 in 
cases of total disability and $1,000 at the 
end of seven years, less what received. 
It has been in existence over ten years and 
has paid over 49,000 claims. 

When we contemplate the magnitude of 
the Iron Hallin its capacity to do good; 
when we consider the scattered seeds of 
kindness in the distribution of over four 
million of dollars to its membership, is it a 
wonder that the order is besieged with 
thousands of applicants every month ? 
The order is not properly understood 
generally, or there would be a still greater 
influx. The order extends from Maine 
to California and has a backing of over 
55,000 members. 

It is the original as to the seven-year 
plan, and all the other orders paying a 
living benefit are imperfect copies of the 
Iron Hall. Ex-Governor Ames _ says 
under date of March 20, 1888, “I was 
prejudiced against the measure, but after 
investigation I was satified that I had been 
misinformed, and I approved it.” The 
order paid last year the sum of $879,647.60 
in final benefits, and the sum of $507,993.50 
for sick benefits, and is stronger today 
than at any previous date. 

The anniversary meeting next Wednes- 
day evening is free to the public, and Hon. 
J. J. Whipple, ex-Mayor of Brockton, and 
other distinguished gentlemen will be 
present and address the assembly. Ladies, 
as well as gentlemen are invited, as many of 
the gentler sex are members of the Iron 
Hall.

SOCIAL AT ATLANTIC. .

Improvements and Independence. 

The editor of the Advertiser is vain 
enough to think that the LepGErR has 
opposed street improvements the past year, 
because he suggested paving the southerly 
end of Hancock street. The LepGErR did 
not enthuse much over that particular 
scheme, and the City Council vetoed it, 
believing it impracticable when many other 
streets needed improvements more. 

The LepGer is heartily in favor of 
street improvements and believes no depart- 
ment needs money more. The paper has 
shown its independent politics the past 
year in criticising the Republican Commis- 
sioner of Publie Works, and would have 
opposed Mayor Porter’s re-election had he 
been re-nominated because of said appoint- 
ment. 


Pittsfield's City Charter. 

Here are some of the main points in the 
city charter of the new city of Pittsfield. 

The mayor has the power of veto and is 
to preside over the board of aldermen and 
in the city council, but shall have no vote 
except in case of a tie. He is to appoint the 
chief of police, policemen and constables, 
subject to confirmation by the board of 
aldermen. 

The city council is to elect a president 
and a city clerk, whose compensation will 
be fixed by the city council. It is also to 
elect by ballot a city treasurer; "a collector 
of taxes, a city physician, a city solicitor 
and a city auditor. It also is to establish a 
fire department but the engineers and as- 
sistants and other officers, are to be ap- 
pointed by the mayor and aldermen. 

In all cases in which appointments are 
directed to be made by the mayor and alder- 
men, rather than by the city council in joint 
convention, the mayor shall have the exclu- 
sive power of nomination which nomination 
shall be subject however to confirmation or 
rejection by the board of aldermen. If the 
person so nominated be rejected the mayor 
shall make another nomination within ten 
days. The city council is also to elect three 
assessors and one person from each ward to 
be assistant assessor; three overseers of the 
poor; three members of the board of public 
works; three members of the board of health 
and three commissioners of the sinking 
fund. 

It may be added that the mayor is a Dem- 
ocrat and the City Council, Republiean. 
Looks as if there was a chance for trouble 
over the nominations at the start. 


School Committee Meeting. 


The meeting of the School Committee 
Thursday evening was attended by Messrs. 
Brown, Claflin, Cole, Cotton, Corthell, 
Gordon and Sheahan. 

Chairman Brown presided, and little 
business was transacted. 

Superintendent Aldrich reported on the 
burning of the Forester’s hall, in which 
was located a school, and the temporary 
arrangements which had been made in 
Farnum’s block. 

There was an informal discussion on the 
progress of the new Willard schoolhouse. 
It was the prevailing opinion that the 
School Committee were in no wise respon- 
sible for the delay, and that it had no 
power to act.

Machine for Turning Book Leaves. 

A company is being promoted for the 
purpose of introducing a novel machine 
for automatically turning over the leaves 
of books, which is especially adaptable 
for libraries, hotels, railway stations, 
shop windows, etc. *‘The Herald Exhib- 
itor,” as it has been named, is the patent 
of Mr. T. W. Tetley, of Bradford, who 
claims that the machine will work for a 
week or longer period, according to ad- 
justment, without attention, and will 
turn over any size or weight of leaves, 
within reasonable limits, allowing suffi- 
cient interval for perusal between each 
operation. When a leaf has been turned 
over in either direction the machine au- 
tomatically reverses, and so arranges it- 
self as to be ready to raise the following 
leaf, thus giving a continuous motion. 
If the appliance fullfils all that is claimed 
for it by the inventor, it seems highly 
probable that an extensive use may be 
found for itin public museums, libraries, 
etc.—Industries.

GLADSTONE’S 


Being Anxiously Awaited by the 
Irish Party. 


THE QUESTION OF HOME RULE 


Under Consideration by the Great Com- 
moner and His Colleagues—Conference 
“With a Deputation of Nationalists. 


Loxpox, Dec. 6.—Messra. Redmond 
Sexton, Healy, Leamy and the two whips, 
Power and Deasy, being, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Parnell, all the committee ap- 
pointed at Thursdey’s meeting of the 
Irish members of parliament to ~confer 
with Mr. Gladstone, drove to the resi- 
dence of the Liberal leader yesterday. 

All the members of the committee, with 
the exception of the whips, entered the 
house. The deliberations lasted an hour, 
and upon their conclusion the delegates 
returned to the room inthe house of com- 
mons in which the proceedings of the 
Nationalists are being held, 

Mr. Gladstone deciined to accept Mr. 
Parnell’s suggestion that he summon Mr. 
Morley and Sir William Harcourt to re- 
ceive with Lim the joint delegations of the 
two sections of the Irish party. He in- 
sisted that if he received them the ar- 
rangement; should be at his own discre- 
tion. 

Mr. Gladstone gave the Irish delegates 
a cordial rec: ption. He acted throughout 
with the full approval of his colleagues. 
He discussed the whole position of the 
Liberals, the political situation, and the 
probable effect of Parnell’s re ention of 
the Irish leadership of the Liberal party. 

Arnold Morley was present atthe cen- 
ference, and when it was over he remained 
in consultation with Mr. Gladstone. Sub- 
sequently he told the reporters that Mr. 
Gladstone did nut intend to publish any- 
tuing regarding the meeting, The dele- 
gates were also reluctant toe give the par- 
ticulars of the interview, which they re- 
gar led as stric‘ly confidential. 

Before appoint +g t'ie co 1 nitte> of four, 
the committee uuanimously vescinded Mr. 
Clancy’s amendment, which was approved 
Thursday. Although no formal division 
was taken on the amendment, Mr. Clan- 
cy’s proposal was practically adopted by 
ashow of hands. [t is surmised that the 
action of the meeting in rescinding the 
amendment was taken at the request of 
Mr. Gladstone, in order to permit of a 
freer baxis for negotiations. 

It is learned that Mr. Gladstone, at the 
conference with the Irish delegation, sug- 
gested a modification of the Clancy resoln- 
tion. He objected to any reference being 
made to the d fferences between Mr. Par- 
nell and himself. He said he was willing to 
discuss matters having a definite bearing 
on the situation apart from any retrospec 
tion, but desired that no reference be 
made, directly or indirectly, to the qucs- 
tion of Parnell’s leadership. He informed 
the de atation of the decision of Sir Will- 
iam Vernon Harcourt an! Mr. Morley 
not to take part in the conference and 
suggested that their names be omitted 
from the reso.ution. Ia conelusion Mr, 
G.adstone said that if the Irish party 
agreed to these suggestions he was will- 
ing to enter further into the subject. 

The delegates explained Mr. Gladstone’s 
proposals to the meeting on their return, 
and an amica#le discussion followed. Mr, 
Parve!ll was in the chair. After several 
members had spoken, John Redmond 
moved to rescind the Clancy resolution. 
Mr. Sexton seconded tLe motion, which 
was carried unanimously. Mr. Redmond 
then moved that a resolution be adopted 
authorizing Messrs. Leamy, Redmond. 
Healy and Sexton to requcst a conference 
with Mr. Gladstone for the purpose of 
re-presenting the views of the Irish purty, 
and requesting that an iutimation be 
given them regarding the intention of 
Mr Gla 'Istone and bis colleagues with re- 
sp°ct to certain details connected with the 
land question and the Irish constavulary 
in the event of home ru'+ being granted. 
Mr. Sexton seconded the motion, which 
was carried with but two opposing vetes, 
the dissidents being Messrs. Chance and 
Barry. 

The meeting then adojurned and the 
deputation immediately sought Mr. Glad- 
stone and imparted to him the new resulu- 
tion. Mr. Gladstone at ouce convoked an 
informal meeting of all his colleagues 
with whom he could communicate in his 
private room in the-+house of commons. 
Sir William Vernou MHarcourt, Mr. 
Morley, Earl Granville, Lord Herschell, 
Arnold |Morl-y and others responded. 
Soon after this conference met, Mr. Glad- 
stone intimated through the party whips 

that a sccond interview with the Irish 
deputation was unnecessary, their resolu- 
tion and the written statement of the com- 
mittee having put him in full possession 
of the fats. The house of commons’ hav- 
ing risen at 6 o'clock, the Parnellite mem- 
bers decided to pustpoue a furtuer mecting 
notil to-day. At midnight no reply had 
been rec-ived from Mr. Gladstone, but 
one is expected to-day.

President Must Back Down on 
the Behring Sea Question. 


STATE OF THE MONEY MARKET

Compels Financiers to Seek Legislative 
Relief —Indian Trouble Cuused by 
Crooked Agents—Something About the 
Smuggling of Opium. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—The president 
will have to back down from the Position 
he took in his messave on the Behring sea 
question. He took it, as Blaine took his, 
on the assumption, based on reports of 
treasury ayents, that the furseals were 
increasing. He has receivel this week 
the report of Henrv W. Eiliott, ap- 
pointed under special act of con- 
gress last sessiou to investigate the 
fur seal situation His examinations 
on the seal islands last summer show that 
seals have been decreasing at an amazing 
rate, so that no more should be killed for 
seven years at least, and that it is due 
chiefly to the methods used in killing on 
the islands, instead of the British poach- 
ing, and so the president will have to pro- 
pose to England an English inspection of 
seal islands and the maintenance of a close 
season for seven years. 


A SCARCITY OF MONEY. 


Financial Magnates and Bankers Will 
Ask for Legislative HKelief. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—A number of 
Prominent financial magnates and bank- 
ers from New York are here, in confer 
ence with the senate finance co1imittee 
and the secretary of the treasury, to urge 
upon congress the adoption of some plan 
that will relieve the present extraordinary 
stringency in the money centers of the 
country They contend that the New 
York city panks are strong and can main- 
tain themselves, but the trouble lies with 
the country banks and some relief by leg- 
islative action, by increasing the ci.cula- 
tion or providing bonds bearing a low 
rate of interest, say 2 per cent., which the 
secretary could put upon the market, 
would be of great benefit. The finance 
committee intends to confer with Secretary 
Windom on this matter, and if ar ing 
can be done to relieve the iniuuodiate 
necessities, they are disposed to take 
prompt action on the subject. 

The silver advocates, however, claim 
that if congress would direct the secretary 
of the treasury to purchase the $13,000,000 
or $15,000,000 worth of silver with which 
the market is said to be stocked at pres- 
ent, 1t would have a better effect than any 
jegislation that could be enacted. Senator 
Jones and other members of the finance 
committee, at their next meeting, intend 
to press this matter an | get sume expres- 
sion; but Senators Stewart and Piumb 
hold that the only thing congress can now 
do is to pass a free coinage bill, and they 
are determined to push this at the first 
opportunity. 


CONCERNING CUSTOMS. 


Mr. Tingle’s Suggestion tor Abolishing 
the Smaggling of Opium. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Supervising 
Special Agent Tingle of the treasury de- 
partment, in his annual report, states that 
in fifty customs districts and ports, the 
expenses exceeded the receipts, and in 
twenty there were no collections whatever. 
This state of affairsis accounted for by 
the fact that the channels and methods of 
commerce have been completely changed 
by the introduction of steamships and 
railways in the transportation, leaving 
many customs ports and districts, for- 
merly of some importance, eutirely desti- 
tute of foreign trade. A consolidation of 
districts doing little or no business is 
being urged. The report says that half 
of the prepared opium used in this coun- 
try for the past six years has veen smug- 
gied. In this conuection the only practi- 
cable way to stop smuggling is to reduce 
the rate of duty so that the measure of 
profit will be too small to warrant the risk 
of capital in the business, The am sunt 
of opium paying duty was reduced from 
298,000 pounds in 1883, to less than 40,000 
pounds in 188. He thivks a reduction 
trom $12 a pound on the prepared article— 
the present rate—to 5 a pound, crude 
opium to be admitted free, would practi- 
c.ily put an end to smuggling. 


THIEVING AGENTS 


Said to Be Largely Kesponsible for the 
Indian Troubles, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—There seems to be 
a general verdict among senators and 
members who have given the most study 
tothe Indian question that the most of 
the trouble that is now transpiring is ow- 
ing to the worthlessness of many of the 
Indian agents. It has been ascertained 
aud is well kuown in the departments that 
many of the agets have for years been 
systematically robbins the Indians and is- 
suing inferior supplies. Gen. Miles, who 
has just left here, intimated very plainly 
to tue president and seeretaries of war 
and the interior that there was much 
truth in these allegations. It is believed 
that an investigation would disclose these 
facts, and itis not unlikely that the In- 
dian committees of the two houses will 
make a searching inquiry inthis direc- 
tion. The discontent and warlike feeling 
that prevails among the Indians can only 
be allayed by carrying out the suzgestion 
of Gen. Miles to place the administration 
of Iudian affairs under military dixci- 
pline, and disconnect it from political in- 
fluences, which have been detrimental to 
the government as well as to the Indians.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—By direction of 
Secretary Noble, Assistant Secretary Bus- 
sey sent the following letter to Commis- 
sioucr Raum of the pension bureau: ;

Those 
found complete must be placed on the 
files, and whben not complete, claimants 
must be fully notified as to what evidence 
is required to compietetheir claims. When 
you bave created the uecessa force to 
periorm this work, you will please com- 
muuicate to the secretary of the interior 
the name of the assistant chief of division 
charged with this duty, with a statement 
showing the number of clerks ander him. 
Also report when the work has been com- 
plete, the number of cases found, and the 
dispositiou.s made of them.

Probably Reliable Report Says There are 
No Signs of Trouble. 


Ottawa, Dec. 6.—The latest informa- 
tion from the northwest confirms the pre- 
vious assurances of the Indian agent that 
the Crees are all quiet on their reserva- 
tions. The rumor to the contrary was 
probably occasioned by the fact that Chief 
Pie-a-Pot has been sending out tobacco to 
the wood Crees on the northern reserve, 
prohably accompanied by invitations to 
pay him a Visit. It was learned that mes- 
Sengers from Sitting Bull did cross the 
border, but hey were accredited to a band 
of United States Indians of the Sioux 
tribe who have been quartered on Caua- 
dian territory for some time and to whom 
Sitting Bull has frequently sent runners 
requesting them to return to the Sioux in 
Dakota. 


EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 


Cause Considerable Alarm Among the 
Residents of a Missouri Town. 

Kansas City, Dee. 6.—A special from 
Lockwood, Mo., says: For several weeks 
past explosions have been heard and their 
force felt in this vicinity, like heavy blast- 
ing. They have been growing louder and 
more violent eachiday. Yesterday two dis- 
tinct shocks of earthquake were felt be- 
tween 2 and 2:10a. m.At 3 o'clock a third 
and very violent shock was felt. Houses 
were shaken, and the swaying of their 
dwellings brought the people out of their 
beds. The whole population fled into the 
streets for safety. The shock was alarm- 
ingly severe. Its force seemed to be from 
north to south.

| NATIONAL ALLIANCE, 


Three Big Organizations Wil! 
Probably Consolidate. 


CONCERNING ACTION IN 1892. 


National Executive Committee Submits 
Its Annual R-port—Onatline of the 
Platform Adopted by the Alliance. 


OcaLa, Fla., Dec. 6—At yesterday’s 
session of the National Alliance, Col. L. 
F. Livingstone of Georgia, from the com- 
mittee on organized unien made a report 
which is to furnish the hasis for an 
ultimate union between the National 
Farmers’ Alliance aml. Industrial Union 
and the Farmers’ National Benefit as<oci- 
ation, which has an orvanization with a 
large membership in the western states, 
Under this proposition the Mnt :al Benefit 
association is to still maintain its separate 
organization, but to he entitled ‘io 
representation in the National Alliance 
council, and the executive committee of 
each organization is to meet hereafter and 
arrange the details of the union. At the 
conclusion of Livingstone’s remarks, 
which oceupied nearly an hour, the re 
port was adopted without dissent. This 
action urdoubtedly means the absolute 
consolidation of these tWo organizations 
in the near future. 

Col. Livines on also offered u resolution 
providiug for the adoption of the St. Louis 
alliance platform of 1889. Inasmuch as 
there has been a question raised as to the 
unanimous indorsement of the demand 
therein contained by all state delegations 
one year ago, Mr. Livineston’s idea was 
to call out any objections which might ox- 
ist as to the absolute inanimous indorse- 
ment. This platform demands the aboli- 
tion of national banks and the substitu- 
tion of legal tender treasury notes iu lieu 
of national bank notes, in sufficient vol- 
ume to carry on the business of the coun- 
try on acash system; that congress pre- 
vent by law the dealing in “futures”? of 
all agricultura! and mechanical produc- 
tions; free aud unlimited coinave of silver; 
prohibition of alien ownership of land and 
adoption of some just plan by which the 
government may acquire ownership in 
such lands and also in lands held by rail- 
road companies in excess of the actual 
needs; that taxation. both state and na- 
tional, shall not be used to buill up one 
interest or clas; at the expense of another; 
that all revenues, nativna!l, state and 
county, should be limited to the actual 
necessary expenditures of the government, 
economically and honestly administered; 
that congress issue sufficient psper cur- 
rency to facilitate exchange throughout 
the United States mails, ani that all 
means of communication and transporta- 
tion shall be controlled by the United 
States government. 

An amendment was offered by Mr. 
Loucks of North Dakota providing for 
the ownership of all raflroad and telegraph 
lines by the national government. 

Mr. Livingstone opposed this,and offered 
as a compromise measure a resolution 
providing that the liberty to cantrol and 
operate all such lines shall vest in tbe 
government, if, after a fair trial of this 
system, it is found that it does not afford 
the relief demanded or effect reforms in 
the management of them, the govern- 
ment’s ownership shall be complete. This 
was adopted after some discussion. 

Mr. Wade of Tennessee offered an ad- 
ditional amendment that every Alliance 
lecturer, state and national, aud all news- 
paper organizations of the Alliance shall 
support the St. Louis and Ocala platform 
(amended platform) or suffer suspension 
from the orier: and, further, that no can- 
didate for any national or political office 
shall be supported by the Alliance mem- 
bers unless he indorses this platform, and 
any sub-Alliance not complying with 
these restrictions may be su<peiaded at the 
pleasure of the president. This was also 
adopted and the whole platform as 
amended was adopted unanimously upon 
a call of the roll by states. 

Dr. C. W. Macune, chairman of the 
naticnal executive committee, submitted 
his annual report of the work accom- 
pli-~hed by that body during the past year. 
It referred at length to the work of the 
committee in Laving the sub-treasury 
bill drawn and presented to congress. The 
cbairman said that the committee’s mis- 
sion in this particular was virtually 
ended, becanse the Alliance had elected 
forty congressmen who would look after 
pushing the bill through the national leg- 


i-lature. In ashort time, he said, mem- 
bers of congress will pass this bill. If not 
willingly, th uo by compuision. The report

In conversation with the Associated 
Press representative, Col. Livingston 
said, in reply tu a question as to the prob- 
able effect on the politics of the country 
onthe Alliance policy, if adopte’ as out- 
lined by Dr. Mactne: 

“Tr can’t fail to have a marked effect. 
It would commit the Alliance of the 
south almost solidly against a third party. 
Before Febrnary, 1892. we shall have a 
chance to see which of the two leading po- 
litical parties will show a willingness to 
accede to our demands. There is nothing 
new in the principle of the Alliance plar- 
form except in the circumstances and con- 
ditions which have brought it into exist- 
ence. Clay, Calhoun and Webster stood 
on it,and even Charles Sumner was not far 
off ofit. If neither party listens to us,then 
it will be time to act indepeudently. We 
have no disposition to break down either 
political party, bat relief must come 
through some political channel.” 

“Do you think there is any prospect of 
the Republican party falling into line and 
espousing the cause of Alliance?” 

“No, I see no possible chance for the 
Republican party to secure the Alliance 
vote of the south while it stands on its 
present protective tariff platform. It will 
have to wholly forfeit its present identity 
as a political party in order to change 
that, and I do not see any pcssible chance 
of this coming about.” 

“Do you think the Democratic party of 
the north would join the southera Demo- 
erats on an Alliance platform?” 

“I do. I think more, ani make the 
prediction that the Democratic national 
gonvention of 1892 will adopt the Alliance 
St. Lonis platform in toto.”

A Barbarous Act. 

CENTRAL, S. C., Dec. 6—Henry John- 
30n, a colored man, assaulted Mrs. Wal- 
ters and was lynched by a mob. Twelve 
hours later he was found to be still alive, 
but dying. As soon as this was reported 
some of the mob re-assembled and col- 
lected a huge pile of brush, upon which 
they placed the dying negro. The match 
was then applied. The groans of the tor- 
tured victin, were pitiable as the flames 
slowly reduced him to ashes. This act 
has greatly excited the negroes, but they 
have been warned that if they make auy 
demonstration it will go hard with them. 


Mrs. Hamilton Made Nappy. 

New York, Dec. 6—The indictments 
against Mrs. Robert Ray Hamilton were 
dismissed by Judge Martine upon the 
recommendation of the district attorney.

$500 from Robert Ray Hamilton and her 
conspiracy in foistiag the famous bogus 
baby (so-calle!) upon Mr. Hamilton as his 
child and thereby inducing him to marry 
h-r.

Millionaire Campbell is Missing.

The School Question. 


Despite the unfavorable weather of last 
evening a good-sized audience assembled 
at Hancock hall to hear Rev. Thomas E. 
Leyden, the ex-Romanist, lecture on the 
public school question. After reading a 
selection of Scripture, the lecturer pro- 
ceeded to tell why the Roman Catholic 
church is opposed to the present public 
school system. He said the Roman Catho- 
lic people are not opposed to the public 
schools. The opposition is from the priest- 
hood through the pope aud higer dignities. 
The priesthood realize that in the public 
school the children of all classes of our 
citizens come together as one, that all re- 
ligious differences are forgotten and as 
scholars intent on receiving an education 
they dwell together in peace. 

As far back as 1845 the Church of Rome 
has openly declared her antagonism to a 
system of schools which ignores the author- 
ty of the churéh, and at the great council 
held at Baltimgre has issued a decree con- 
demning the State school and cemmanding 
Catholic parents to withdraw their child- 
ren and send them to sectional parochial 
schools, In case of refusal the priest is 
empowered to refuse the sacraments of the 
chureh to all rebels. This mandate isa 
direct alrogation of the principles of the 
Constitution of the United States, which 
guarantees religious liberty to every citizen 
and plainly declares that all men are en- 
titled to this right. Mr, Leyden quoted 
from numerous Roman Catholic works to 
prove his statements and illustrated by 
Roman Catholic religious articles what the 
church teaches in the parochial schools, 
and that no private school should be al- 
lowed to exist whose teaching tended to 
antaconize or separate our future citizens. 

He asked the question if it is sin fora 
Roman Catholic child to attend a public 
school is it not sin for a Roman Catholic 
to teach in the public schools, and why 
should a priest be permitted to stand on 
the committee of a school which he con- 
demns as Godless and hot-beds of im- 
morality.

NOT GUILTY. 


Granite Manufacturer 
Deny the Charge. 


Of Importing Labor in Viola- 
tion of Law. 


No Advance Agreement Between Em- 
ployers and the Men. 


The Sunday Herald printed the following 
dispatch from Washington: 

Some weeks ago, a complaint was sent to 
the treasury department from a stone 
cutters’ organization in Quincy, Mass., 
that local granite concerns were violating 
the contract labor law. An inquiry was 
instituted by the officials at Boston, and 
the report of the investigation has been 
received, 

It appears that during the season laborers 
from Prince Edward Island are employed 
at Quincy, returning to their homes about 
this time each year. In March, the opening 
of the season, they reappear. 

The treasury officials were unable to 
gather information upon which to base a 
prosecution, although several sources were 
developed. There seemed to be a disinclina- 
tion to furnish anything on the part of 
domestic employes that would lead to 
difficulties with the employers. However, 
enough has been secured to justify greater 
vigilance and employers, The season of 
the present year has closed, so that matters 
will be deferred until March. 

This is one of many cases which are 
proving the most difficult for the depart- 
ment to dispose of. In this, as in the 
others, there is no evidence of a previous 
contract, although the department looks 
upon the matteras one of mutual under- 
standing. The present law does not con- 
template foreigners who may chose to seek 
work in this country, and the officers who 
visited Quincy state that they directed no 
inquiry against Europeans who had ap- 
parently come to make this country their 
home. The Prince Edward Islanders do 
not have such a purpose in mind, and it is 
held that naturally they are among the pro- 
hibited classes. 

A like condition of affairs exists along 
the Canadian frontier, and at present in 
Virginia and the Carolinas, where 
Canadians come regularly each year to 
labor in the cotton warehouses, returning 
north on completion of the work. 

Secretary Windom made no definite 
recommendations for a revision of the alien 
contract law this year, because Congress 
had failed to observe previous remarks on 
the subject, but there are two bills already 
introduced this session looking to a 
removal of the evils of the present act. 

LEDGER representatives have inter- 
viewed three granite manufacturers today, 
and all were surprised at the charge. They 
may have hired men who hailed from these 
countries, but not until they reached this 
city, and it was natural to suppose they 
were citizens. They deny all agreements, 
either in advance or from year to year. 


Essay on Population. 


Clan McGregor No. 5, Literary and De- 
bating society, listened to avery able essay 
on population by Alex. Asher,on Saturday 
evening. The essayist showed great ability 
in handling the subject, as well as the 
power of reasoning adduced for the ultimate 
population of the world; showing that the 
Cancasian was to be the controlling power 
to drive all Barbaric and semi-barbaric 
races from existence, and that done, every- 
thing that was evil, leaving nothing but 
what is compatible with the highest and 
most noble in the nature of man, and the 
fulfillment of that purity prophecy tells us, 
in the days of the Millenium. The criticisms 
which followed strengthened, rather than 
weakened the essay. 


Four Score Years. 

The eightieth birthday of Mrs. Joshua 
Fisher of Dedham, was observed on Satur- 
day at the residence of her daughter, Mrs. 
George W. Prescott, on Spear street. She 
isone of seven children, all of whom are 
now living, and whose ages aggregate 525 
years. 


Died From Exposure. 

The body of a man, which proved to be 
that of Leroy Collins of Braintree, was 
found in Gardner’s swamp, in West Quincy, 
Saturday. It was a half mile or more from 
the residence of Rufus Pierce, where he 
spent Monday evening and was last seen. 
He was about 50 years of age, unmarried 
and a man of dissolute habits.

THE LAST TO LEAVE. 


Two of the Injured in the Disaster Depart 
for Their Homes. 


A special train left Quincy about 9.20 
this morning to convey to Lowell and Law- 
rence the last two of the persons injured 
in the shocking railroad disaster at Quincy, 
Aug. 19. It comprised an engine, baggage 
car and the parlor car “Puritan.” The 
latter was one of the wrecked cars in the 
accident, being directly in front of the 
fatal car, No. 262. 

Mrs. M. A. Haille of Lowell and Mr. 
Joseph C. Brown of Lawrence were those 
to leave today. The former is an elderly 
lady with no special injury now, but the 
recovery of health is retarded by her age. 
She is the mother of Rey. Mr. Blackburn, 
whose daughter Ruth was among the in- 
jured. Mr. Brown is a young man, twen- 
ty-seven years of age. At first his injuries 
were considered less serious than many of 
the others, but it appears that the burns 
on his legs were the deepest, and now 
nearly four months after the disaster he is 
not able to use crutches. He is still in bad 
shape and it will be some months before he 
is himself again. He was a superinten- 
dent of the worsted and dress goods de- 
partment of the Washington mills at Law- 
rence, which position he has been obliged 
to resign. 

Mrs. Haille is accompanied by Dr. J. F. 
Welch of this city; and her son, Rev. Mr. 
Blackburn. Mr. Brown is attended by Dr. 
Sheahan of this city; Mrs. Brown, his 
wife; P. H. Brown, his father; Miss Mary 
Brown, a sister, R. T. Needham, a brother- 
in-law, Mrs. Green of Boston, and Miss 
Gibson, a hospital nurse. The party is also 
accompanied by Mr, and Mrs. J. F. Faxon, 
the Misses Faxon and Mrs. Keyes. 

The train goes by the way of Taunton, 
Mansfield, Framingham, and Lowell to 
Lawrence; rather a roundabout way but 
one which will require no changes.

WELCH’S TRIAL IN APRIL. 


New Indictment in Case of Foreman of 
Track Repairers. 


Drepuam, Dec. 5.—An entirely new in- 
dictment was drawn by District Attorney 
Harvey H. Pratt, and passed by the grand 
jurors today against Joseph F. Welch, the 
foreman of the section gang, for man- 
slaughter—in killing Mary E. Fenley by 
being criminally negligent, and causing the 
accident at Quincy, Aug. 19. Welch was 
indicted last term, but District Attorney 
Pratt did not think the bill strong enough. 

The new indictment is more carefully 
drawn, and presents the old charges with 
the necessary legal verbage lacking before, 
but which brings the counts out stronger. 
It has also a new count which charges 
criminal negligence in Welch, allowing the 
jack to be used at all at the place, as the 
rules of the road stipulate that track re- 
pairers shall not put any obstruction upon 
the tracks unless a double staff flag is 
placed half a mile up the track. 

Welch was held for trial at the December 
term, but his counsel would not be ready 
to try on the indictment and would have 
desired a continuance, District Attorney 
Pratt having just come into office, and not 
being familiar with the government’s case 
would be also unable to try it. Conse- 
quently the case will be continued undoubt- 
edly until the April term.—Globe.

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CONGRESSIONAL FORECAST. 


Matters of National Importance to Be 
Considered This Week. 

WAsHINGTON, Dec. 8.—Itis the under- 
standing generally among the sesators 
that the nationa! elections bill is to ecoupy 
the major part of the time of the senate 
this weck. A number of Democratic sen- 
ators have prepared speeehes to «leliver, 
and it is possible that to ensure them & 
bearing the hours of the daily sessions 
may be extended into the night. Ihe 
morning hour business is also expec’ ei to 
prove a fruitful subject of debate apd be- 
gins to-day with the resumption of the 
dixcussion of the pending bill to consti- 
tate twoof three commissioners of the 
District of Columbia a quorum to do busi- 
mess. 

In the house Monday is, under the 
rules, “district’’ day, and it is the inten- 
tion of the committee to which is specially 


00 | committed the legislation aff.cting the 


District of Columbia to press to a final 
vote if possible the Atkinson biil to con- 
firm certain rights in the district to the 
Pennsylvania. The passage of this bill 
has been stubbornly resisted aud it is 
probable that it will consume part if not 
all today’s session. Tuesday will be as- 
signed to the committee on public build- 
ings, whicb has on the calendar some 
| thirty odd bills for the erection of pubiic 
' buildings that were passed in committee 
of the whole during the last session and 
were then “buag up” in the house before 
a final vote could be reached. 

The Indian committee will have Wednes- 
day and the committee on private lands 
claims Saturlay for the consideration of 
bills reported. There are a number of 
mutters, any of which may take up the 
remaining two days of the week, though 
it is likely that the appropriations com-

| Soldiers Enjoy a Brutal Show While 
Comrades are Murdered. 


DENVER, Dec. 8.—A special from El Paso, 
| Tex., to Tne Republican, says: The bull 
| fights yesterday afternoon at Juarez, Mex., 

were viewed by an immense crowd. They 
were hrutai and fierce in every respect, 
and one horse ridden by a fighter was 
horned three times, ripping the left fore- 
leg nlmost from the body. The bulls were 
Vicious aud kept the crowd at a fever of 
excitement during the afternoon. The 
last bull was sabred and dragged from 
the arena dead. 

While the soldiers were absent from the 
post attending the tight, the convict sol- 
diers revolted at the barracks, killed the 
sergeant of the guards, a corporai and a 
private. The murderers,eizhteen in num- 
ber, escaped to the mountuins. They were 
followed by the soldiers, three overtaken 
and shot to death, and four captured aid 
returned tothe post.

Hostile Indians Visit Pine Ridge 
in Search of Peace. 


A POWWOW WITH GEN. BROOKE 


Shows Turning Bear to Be Somewhat of 
2 IMplomat,—The Beds Bedecked ia 
Fighting Array—Gen. Miles’ Opinion 
of the Situation. 


Dec. &—The Bee has the fol- 

lowing from its special correspondent: 
Ping RIDGE AGENCY, Dec. 7, via Rush- 
ville—Some of the hostile chiefs have 
kept their sworn pledge made to Fr. Jute 
in the Bad Lands, te come in and see 
Gen. Brooke. The came bearing a flag of 
truce and armed with Winchester and 
Springfield rifles. The entrance of the 
nove! procession produced a flutter of ex- 
citement. First came the chiefs, who 
were Turning Bear, Big Turk+y, Higk 
Pine, Big Bad Horse and Bull Dog, who 
was one of the leaders in the Custer mas- 
sacre. Nextcame Two Strike, the head 


| chief, seated in a buggy with Fr. Jute.

Surrounding them was a body gaard of 
four young warriors. All the Indians 
were decorated with war paint and feath- 


| ere, while many wore ghost dance leg- 


gings and the ghost dance shirt dangled 
at their saddles. 

Bundles of eagles’ feathers were tie’ on 
the manes and tails of most of the p nies, 
while the backs of the docile little animals 
were streaked with paint. The luridiy 
warlike cavalcade proceelel at once to 
Gen. Brooke’s spacious headq uarters in 
the agency residence. At a given signal 
all leaped tothe ground, hitched their 
ponies, and, guided by Fr. Jute. enterel 
the general’s apartments where the coun- 
ci! was held, lasting two hours. At the 
beginning of the powwow, Gen. Brooke 
explained that the great father, through 
him, had asked them to cone in and have 
a talk regarding the situation. A great 
deal of misunderstanding and trouble hid 
arisei by the reports taken to and f:o 
between the camps by irresponsible 
pxrties and it was therefore considered 
very neces:ary that they hive a talk face 
to face. Throngh him, he said, the father 
wanted to tell them if they would 
come in near the agency where 
he (Gen. Brook) coulkl see tien 
often and not be comp:lled to depend on 
hearsay, that he would give them plenty 
to eat, ani would employ many of their 
young men as scouts, etc. He said he had 
heard they were hostile Indians, bu> he 
did not believe it. ;The soldiers did not 
come t! ere to fight, but to protect the set- 
tlers and keep peace. He hoped they (the 
Indians) were in favor of peace, as the 
great father did not want war. Ax to the 
fevling over the c:ange in the bounJary 
between Pine Ridge and Rosebud agency, 
he said that and many other things would 
be settled satisfactorily after they had 
shown a disposition to come in as asked 
by the great father. Wounded Knee was 
suggested as a place that would prove 
satisfactory to the great father to have 
them live. 

The representatives of the hostiles lis- 
tened with contracted brows, sidelong 
glances atone another and low grunts. 
When th» general had concluded his re- 
marks, Turning Bear came forward and 
spoke in reply. He is the finest. specimen 
of the blanket-wrapped Indian that we 
have seen since coming here, with a face 
that is positiv-ly bandsome, a form erect 
as a flaus'aff and a voice that would at- 
tract favorable comment in legislative 
halls. He proved a most entertainiag 
person. Simmereidown to afew words, 
Turnin g Bear gave expression to the fol- 
lowing i eas: 

Itswould be a bad thing for them to 
come nearer the agency, because there 
was no water or grass for their horses 
here. He could not understand how their 
young men could be emplvuyed as scouis if 
there was uo enemy to be watched. They 
would be glai tobe .employed and get 
paiifirit. They might come in, but as 
the old men and old women have no 
horses an! as their people have nothing 
geueraliy to pull their wagons it weuld 
take thema longtime to cone, If they 
should come th y would «want the great 
father to send horses and wagons out to 
the Bad Land camp and briny in the great 
guantities of beef, etc., they have there, 
and take it anywhere to anew camp that 
migut beagreel on. In conclusion the 
spenker hope: that they would be given 
something to eat befors they started back. 
To this the general replied that be had in- 
tended b-fore the conncil closed to tell 
them that thy should be given 
fool. As for horses and wagons being 
seut a'ter the beef, the general said that 
and many other things would be consid 
ered after they had accedel to ithe great 
father’s request to meve into the agency. 
Any refereuce whatever tothe wholesale 
devastati n and deoredations, thieving 
and burning of buildings, etc.. was studi- 
ously avoided on both sides, 

Afterthe powwow was over the thiev- 
ing gan was conducted to the quarter- 
master’s department and there given a 
big, fat feed. The squaws living at the 
ayency came ouvie gala day feathers and 
gave a squaw dance, 

The End Not Yet. 

CnIcaGo, Dec, 8.—Gen. Miles says: Gens. 
Ruger and Brooke have been doing all 
they coullto putth- small number of 
availa ‘le troops in position te: be usefal, 
and s0 far us possible staying ‘the threat- 
ened cyclone, yet the end of the Indian 
troubles is by no means immediately at 
hand. No other civilized country on the 
face of the earth wouid tolerate thousands 
of armed savages scattere.l through «liffer- 
ent states and territories. The people of 
Texus, western Kansas, Nebraska, North 
and South Dakota, Montana, \ yoming, 
eastern Washington, Idaho, Arizona and 
New Mexico, are seriously interested in 
this subject. While the fire may be sup- 
pressed in one place, it will be smoulder- 
ingand liable to break out at other places 
where the least expecte under the pres- 
ent system,

FOR A MODERATE PENSION 


The Present Ruler ot the Turbulent 
Islands May Be Willing te Turn the 
Territory Over te Uncle Sam—Amert 
eane Would Benefit vy the Union. 


New Yorks, Dec, 8.—The Tribune’s Sao 
Franci:co correspondent telegraphs the 
following interesting story: 


Itis learned here-from sugar planters 


on the’H «watian Isla'-ds that the real ob- 
ject of King Kalakaua’s ‘isit to this coun- 


try is not recreation, but annexatiou of - 


the islandsto the United States. They 
say he comes authorized to make @ propo 
sttion to the state depart next for annexa 
tion, and thie will be done in a fortnight. 
The maiu inducement for annexation is 
that under the overation of the McKinley 
bill, which authorizes the paymert of 
bounties for sugar of home production of 
2centsa@ pound. Hawaiian planters would 
recive about #$5.000,000 4 gent imore for 
their-sygarverop if they beaame eitizens of 
the Uuited States. The quantity of sugar 
imported into the United States from 
Hawaii in 1889 was 243,324,683 pounds, and 
as the product is increasing steadily at 
the rate of about 20,000,000 pounds a year, 
it will be seen that this estimate is well 
within the market. 


It is believed that the administration 


will receive Kalakaua’s overtures with 
favor. It will be urged by~advoeates of 
annexation that the transfer would give 
to this country the sole control of a valu- 
able trade which 1s now divided with 
European manufacturing nations. In the 
event of Hawaii coming under the Ameri- 
can flag, American tariff laws would go 
into operation there and, of course, give 
Americans an advantage —_— a foreigner 
could scarcely overcome. Evgland now 
does a heavy trade in cheap eottons and 
-such other artieles, but ander .American 
laws she would be forced “out and ail 
trade of the islands would fall to Ameri- 
cans. 


It is not known what demands Kala- 
kaua will make, but the general belief is 
that they will not be excessive. His post- 
tion on the islands has been precarious for 
some time, and his most prudent advisers 
have made him perceive that he may lose 
by a revolationary uprising what he may 
part with for a valuable consideration, 
lu other words it is expected that a tidy 
sum down and a moderate pension will 
satisfy Kalakaua’s. demands. The other 
persons in interest will be as eaxily satis- 
fied. As for the natives..it is said they 
have long since.ceased to have a strong 
sentiment in favor of autonomy, and :the 
probable profits which would result “from 
union with the United States would prove 
too great a temptaticn for them to resist.

ALLIGATORS BIG AND LITTLE. 


To kill an alligator is not so difficult as 
to secure him. These animals bask in the 
sun on the long stretches of sand, but they 
are never quiteasirep. ‘They always seem 
to be on theirguard, and repose never very 
far from the-water, with their heads point 
ing in the direction of flight. Alligators 
asarule have a regular place of retreat 
in the bank of a stream or pond. This is 
excavated with their forepaws, and accord. 
ing to Florda alligator hunters the dirt is 
carried away in the mouth of the engineer, 
which backs into deep water and disgorges 
its load, then returns to renew the operation 
until it has made itself a capacious home 
ander water. 

This will readily account for the size of 
its mouth, for it must not only procure 
food, but must also act as a mud scow 
The female adopts the same method for 
building her nest, and not only fills her 
mouth but also takes a load: between her 
forelegs when sheisin ahurry She can 
by this means accompiixh much work ina 
day, for she never seems to tire. 

Baby alligators are found just emerging 
from the nest, or the hunter secures the

“Thank God, home rule is saved.” The 
proceedings then broke up with cheers. 

Both parties will issue ~manifestoes 
fortuwith. The civil war has commenced, 
and, whosoever may win,unhappy Ireland 
must suffer in some degree. 

Doings of the Conference. 

The conference of the McCarthy party 
was prolonged until after midnight. Mr. 
McCarthy presided throughout the ses- 
sion. A committee censisiing of Messrs. 
Murphy, Barry, Morrough, Healy, Sex- 
ton and Power was appointed to draft a 
prospectus for a limited company to estab- 
lish a daily newspaper in Ireland to be 
devoted to the interests of the Nationalist 
party. Harry Webb, the treasurer of the 
new company, opened a list and the mem- 
bers present subscribed £1020. It is prob- 
able that United Ireland will become 
a daily publication. The nominal capital 
of the compiny proposed is £100,000, of 
which £30,000 will be paid up. The ma- 
jority pirty are keenly alive to the disad- 
vantages of the leading Nationalist papers 
siding with Parvell and the whole of the 
National league being under his control. 
They are hopeful, however, that the in- 


| fluence of the bishops and priests will 


assist them to obtain a popular verdict. 
Both sides are preparing for an immediate 
c»mpaign io Ireland. 

A letter from the archbishops and 
bishops was read in all the Catholic 
churches in Ireland after the celebration 
of t e ma-se: yesterday. At St. Colman’s 
Cathedral, Queenstown, after the letter 
had been read, Rev. Fr. Fisk addressed 
the congregation. He declared that it 
was no longer p:ssible for Parnell to re- 
main at the head of the Irish party. He 
bad disgraced, dishonored and degraded 
himself !y his own acts, and could not 
jead the smallest section of the Irish peo- 
ple. In refusing to recognize the author- 
ity of the bishops Parnell was doing in- 
calculable mischief to the Irish cause, was 
performing the work of the enemy, and 
was rendering the people disunited and 
distractel.

PRODUCING AN OPERA. 


MANAGER ARONSON TELLS HOW IT 
1S DONE AT THE CASINO. 


the Preparation Takes Many Weeks—How 
the Parts Are Cast—How the Chorus Is 
Divided and Costamed—Plans for Scen- 
ery and Music—Many Rehcarsals 


Tothe uninformed the placing of an 
opera upon the stage may seem acom- 
paratively trifling matter, but it is 
really a laborious undertaking, involving 
months of preparation. As soon as I 
have decided what my next production 
is to be my scene painter, stage manager 
and musical conductor are called into 
consultation. The painter immediately 
constructs the models of the scenery 
called for, while the others and myself 
begin our consideration of the score. 
Playing over the music, we decide upon 
the proper allotment of the principal 
roles. This gentleman for the tenor, 
that one for the bass; this lady for the 
soprano, that one for the contralto, and 
so on through the minor characters and 
into the chorus. Instances frequently 
occur in which it is necessary to employ 
a donble chorus, such as where, without 
sufficient delay to permit a change of 
costume, one contingent of young ladies 
appear in one scene as peasants and in 
the next as sailors. 

Having assigned the characters and 
selected the chorus, I have the music of 
the parts hektographed and a copy given 
to each of the sopranos, tenors, con- 
traltos, bassos and so on. The drill of 
these people is continued until the vari- 
ous parts are fairly grounded by the 
conductor, after which he turns them 
over to an assistant, who continues the 
task until those who have the least sense 
of time and tune have thoroughly ac- 
quired a knowledge of the music, 

DRILLING THE CHORUS. 

Of course it is desirable that a chor- 
ister should be a trained musician to 
start with; but sometimes a conductor 
finds it less difficult to teach one who is 
entirely ignorant of music, from the 
fact that such a one usually works in- 
dustriously, learning his task perfectly, 
and rarely thereafter deviating from a 
true rendering. The feminine portion 
of a chorus is mainly selected for the 
voice and appearance. 

The voice is the primary consideration 
among the masculine members, but we 
do make a point of assigning the charac- 
ters of soldiers to men of tall stature, 
and those of civilians and peasants to 
persons of ordinary height. 

While the chorus is pursuing its labors 
with the assistant the conductor devotes 
his attention to the principals, and after 
each person has had individual rehears- 
ing the duos and trios are brought to- 
gether and rehearsed until they have 
mastered everything. 

At about this period we usually call a 
rehearsal to decide upon the positions, 
entrances and exits, arranging what is 
technically known as the ‘*business” of 
the opera and forming effective and pict- 
uresque groupings of the characters and 
chorus. When this has been perfected 
we rehearse the opera as a whole, and 
by this means the principals learn where 
their music occursin the action of the 
play and the choruses discover where 
their work fits in. 

So we go on until the construction of 
the opera is completed and all its com- 
ponent parts are dovetailed together, as 
one may say. 

As I consider the orchestra a most im- 
portant factor of the success of any 
opera, forming the basis upon which 
the whole fabric is built, this depart- 
ment demands and receives my par- 
ticular attention. I have the members 
of mine brought together about midway 
in the prenaration for a new production. 

FINAL REHEARSALS, 

While all this has been going on the 
scene painter has been busy in his de- 
partment, the property men have been 
preparing the appointmenis, the car- 
penters have devised the mechanical 
contrivances, and the gas engineer has 
arranged for the proper distribution of 
the lights and the colored mediums or 
glasses by means of which he can pro- 
duce certain desired effects. The cos- 
tumers, wig makers and boot makers 
have taken the measurements of prin- 
cipals and chorus, 

A week before the date of a produc- 
tion I order a dress rehearsal, so that 
each partaker can be individually in- 
spected, and changes that are advisable 
can be made at once. <A good deal of 
discretion and good judgment is neces- 
sary to a manager in distributing the 
Various parts to persons who will effect- 
ively fill them. Physical fitness must 
be considered. 

Thus, women of elegance, dignity and 
repose of manner should be selected to 
represent court ladies, while arch, 
piquant little bodies do nicely for wait- 
resses and peasants, and young ladies of 
not too feminine proportions are given a 
chance to wear a doublet and hose. 

If it can be arranged on the night just 
previous toa new work being brought 
out, we give a full dress rehearsal, in- 
tending it to be in every department 
equivalent to a first night’s perform- 
ance, and we exert every effort to enable 
the artists to have an unbroken rest on 
the day of production. Such in brief is 
the modus operandi of bringing ont an 
opera.—Rudolph Aronson in Kate Field's 
Washington. 


A Famous Duck Hunter. 

One famous duck hunter in Havre de 
Grace is William H. Dobson, who has a 
record that is unsurpassed in the history 
of the river. His enthusiastic admirers 
contend that as a duck shot his equal 
does not exist, and his reputation is 
world wide. Mr. Dobson has a record 
of 520 ducks killed in one day. He 
performed this feat in 1884, and it has 
never been equaled. He is a native of 
Havre de Grace, and is now about 50 
years of age. Duck shooting has been 
his delight since boyhood, and it is said 
that he will lie in a sink for an entire 
day without a murmur, with a quick 
eye and ready hand for each victim that 
comes within range of hisgun. He rarely 
inisses a shot,—Baltimore Sun,

The will of the late Roswell J. Jeffries 
has been admitted to probate by Surro- 
gate Adlington. The deceased was a 
slave before the war, and often related 
in the prayer meetings which he attend- 
ed some of his experiences and the inci- 
dents of his conversion to Christianity in 
his early life. Upon obtaining his free- 
dom he came to this city and bought a 
smal] farm upon what was then the out- 
skirts of the city, and which has since 
been built up into the fine residence sec- 
tion now bounded by Park avenue, 
Brighton avenue, Meigs and Rowley 
streets. Although real estate speculators 
reaped some of the benefit of the tre 
mendous increase in the value of this 
property, Mr. Jeffries was at his death a 
rich man. He lived to the advanced age 
of 90 years. His wife and four children 
survive him. The exact value of his es- 
tate is not known. but it is certainly 
over $60,000.—Rochester Post-Express.

FAILURE OF FOUR C!S FIRMS. 


President of a Vermont Bank Iavolved 
is One of the Failaures—AL Daggett, 
the Postal Card Contractor, Bankrupt. 


PHILADELPAIA, Dec. 9.—The large hat 
manufacturing firm of Price, Sherman & 
Co., at 711 Snyder avenue, made an as- 
signment to Isaac C. Vincent, with liabili- 
ties estimated at $200,000 or over. Fred- 
erick S. Sherman, the hatter, at 1017 
Chestnut street, made an assignment at 
the same time to Vincent, anian assign- 
ment by Sherman & Delaplain of 33 North 
Third street, to Joseph A. Boyer, will be 
recorded to-day. 

The failures were apparently precipi- 
tated by the suspension of Roberts, Cush- 
man & Co.,of New York. They furnished 
Price, Sherman & Co., with all the sup- 
plies needed and hive for some t-me 
backed them up flaancially. Price, Sher- 
man & Co., have confessed judgment for 
$78,812 in favor of Roberts, Cusnman & 
Co. The firm is composed of Wiliam B. 
L. Price, Carlos S. Sherman and Charles 
L. Sherman. 

Zarlos S. Sherman, the father of Charles 
L. and Frederick S., is the pre~ident and 
principal stockholder of the National 
Bank of Castleton, Vt., and has been re- 
garied asa very rich man, but it is said 
he also became a bankrupt yesterday 
ander the bankruptcy law of Vermont. 
Gen. B. F. Fisher, the Fhiladelpbia coun- 
sel of Roberts, Cushman & Co., said: 
“The principal creditors of the Philadel- 
phians are Roberts, Cushman & Co., 
whose claim will probably reach $160,000 
to $165,000. the $75,000 merely representing 
the open account. Some years ago the 
firm hud tronble with the Knights of 
Labor, and they were just recovering 
when this trouble came. The liabilities 
of Frederick S. Sherian are placed at 
$27,000, assets $15,000. Sherman & Dela- 
plain are merely selling agents in this city 
for Roberts, Cushman & Co.” 


FAILED FOR HALF A MILLION. 


Leading Importers and Dealers in Hat- 
ters’ Materials Foreed to Axsicn. 


New York, Dec. 9.—Roberts, Cus!iman 
& Co., importers and dealers in hatters’ 
materials, at No. 175 Greene street, and 
Lyons, France, have made an assigument 
to Charles Stone of Sandy Hii, N. Y., a 
former partner. The members of the firm 
are Edward, Richard S. and Nathan Rob- 
erts. Preferences were given to sev-ral 
creditors, among them, tle amounts not 
being mentioned, being the Factory Point 
National bank of Mvnchester, Vt., and 
the People’s National bak of Sindy Hill, 
N. Y. The firm were sole agents iu this 
country forJ. B. Martin of Paris and 
Bayard, Aine & Co. of Lyons. The house 
was established many years and was re- 
garded a leading one in its line It 
claimed a capi al of $300 000 and enjoyed 
ahizhcredit. Elward Roberts, the cap- 
italist of the firm, had large outside 
means, estimated at $1,000,000, principally 
in real estate in New York, Chicago,Michi- 
gan, Mass chusetts and Vermont. ‘The 
statement of the firm’s condition on Jan. 1, 
189), showed assets $710,776. The li hill- 
tivs of the firm are now said to be about 
$500,000. The firm claim that they can 
pay all their debtsin full, and that the 
a-siznment was due to the failure of 
Price, Sherman & Co., felt bat manufac- 
tur rs of Philadelphia, who were largely 
indebted to them.

business was started over thirty years ag» 
by R. H. Silverman, who died in April, 
1886. He fuiied in 1876, with liabilities of

again, two years later, witn liabilities of 
$140,000, which were settled at 37 1-2 cents 
On the d-llar.

TOLD BY AN EYEWITNESS, ~~ 


A Modest Man Who Does Not Pat Himself 
Forward, but Evidently Was in It. 

“There is a wide and long difference be- 
tween the fairs of the present day and the 
fairs held when I was a boy,” said Patrol- 
man Fickle last evening, when the Ananias 
club was called to order. “Of course, there 
have been fairs for thousands of years, but 
I mean 7 Indiana state fairs. 

“The first one of that kind was held at 
Cambridge City in 1726. I was 15 years old 
at that time, and exceedingly smart for my 
age, and I think I can say truthfully that 
{ am the only man in Indiana now living 
who attended that fair, or, at least, the 
only one who has a vivid remembrance of 
its every detail. The exposition building 
occupied 1,200 acres, and was built of brick 
partially burned. It was seventeen stories 
high, and had a tower from which one 
could see the entire United States. 

“This tower, however, was not built of 
brick, but was the trunk of a tree, The 
tree standing was 700 feet high, and shorn 
of its limbs and branches left a trunk 500 
feet long and 75 feet in diameter. It was 
hollowed out, and inside was aspiral stuir- 
case. Landings were made at every fifty 
feet, and near each was a window that 
was only a pane of glass 16 by 17 feet. On 
the tiptop was a platform where the people 
used to stznd and watch the earth revolve. 
The main building was divided into apart- 
ments, the same as our exposition build- 
ing is, but I believe they had better exhib- 
its; that is, 1 mean natural products, for 
ve didn’t have so many different kinds of 
machinery then as we have now, and cor- 
sequently they were not on exhibition. 

“I remember one year the managers 
made a run on pumpkins, and the person 
who raised the biggest one was to be sent 
to the legislature and have a poem written 
about him. A Marion county man captured 
the premium. His pumpkin was 50 feet 
high, 20 feet in diameter, and weighed 
three tons. I don’t remember his name 
now, but he was sent to the legislature just 
the same, and his pumpkir. was brought 
to this city and placed on exhibition. It 
stood for a number of rears where the 
Spencer house is locate now, and a band 
of robbers cut a hole in it and used it asa 
cave, but Capt. Bruce (great-grandfather 
of our Capt. Bruce) d.ove them away. 

“But to return to the fair. As it was the 
only thing of its kiud in the west the at- 
tendance was very iarge, and as it was held 
all the year arouud the managers made a 
great deal of rioney. The ‘first train of 
cars and the first steamboat were among 
the ariicles exlibited there, if my memory 
serves metrus. Such horseracing as we 
had! Regular flyers and no mistake. Why, 
I have seen uorses go so fast that the driv- 
er and suli.y would stick straight into the 
air. Trotcing, pacing and running nowa- 
days ain’t nothing. I owned a little brown 
mare that could make a half a mile in half 
a minute and not think much of it. Why, 
she made a mile in three-quarters one 
evening after working hard at the plowall 
duy. A horse that couldn’t trot a mile a 
minute was barred off the track as no 
good. We bad balloon races, too, and they 
occasioned a great deal of fun. 

“I was ina balloon race myself one day, 
and the way we split the air and shattered 
the clouds into little bits was a caution. 
We were sure to win, when a fellow who 
had a good deal of money bet against us 
fired a rifle ball into our balloon. This let 
out the gas,and down we went. There 
were twenty-three people in the basket, and 
all were killed except me. I happened to 
have on a linen duster, and that helped me 
out a good deal by catching the wind as I 
went down. I think I was pretty lucky to 
fall 1,300 feet and live to tell about it. The 
exposition was held in Cambridge City for 
many years, and would nodoubt be held 
there yet but for the fact that Indianapolis 
is the capital of the state. The buildings 
at Cambridge were destroyed in a most 
novel manner. 

“In those days there lived in the east 
part of the state an old Indian chief known 
as Step-on-His-Face. He had a beautiful 
daughter called Howling Rainbow, who 
was beloved by every one who knew her. 
I was rather badly gone on the Rainbow 
myself, but I didn’t make any particular 
yell aboutit. Qne day Howling Rainbow 
came to the fair with a young white man 
from Centerville, and this made her father 
mad, because this young white man only 
had 900 acres of lund and half a thousand 
of horses. So he goes away and puts on 
his war paint and stalks haughtily intothe 
fair grounds. Howling Rainbow and her 
friend were getting into the ‘merry-go- 
round,’ when she noticed her father strid- 
ing toward them. 

“*Al,’ she whispered (for ’twas I with 
her), ‘Al, papa bas his jag on and is look- 
ing for trouble.’ 

“*Well, let him look’—— 

“*You don’t know him, Al. He is a 
high kicking rooster when he gets started, 
and now if he says anythin, to you just 
pass it by as if it was a joke’—— 

“‘Oh, certainly,’ I laughed. ‘I'll just 
pulverize him if he gets too funny.’ 

“Here our conversation ceased. The 
Indian chief, with a breath that would free 
Ireland, was near by us. 

“*Young man,’ began Step-on-His Face, 
‘I am not at all pleased to have you fool 
ing around my family. My daughter is a 
chump’— 

“*Oh, papa’ — 

“Don’t interrupt me—me, the chief of 
all the Indians in this locality. I say that 
Howling Ruinbow is a chump.’ 

“That was more than I could stand, and 
casting one fond look at the bronzed maid- 
en at my side I let drive with my left fist at 
her paternal ancestor. I missed him, but 
struck a corner in the building. The blow 
knocked a hole in the wall through which 
you could drive a load of hay. The build- 
ing began to shake and totter. 

“Tt is falling,’ I screamed to the crowd. 
And so it was. Thousands of people would 
be killed! ground into atoms!! buried be- 
neath falling walls and timbers!!! But I 
was on hand; I, who was the innocent 
cause of the threatened catastrophe, would 
avert it. With lightning speed I sprang 
to the tottering walls, and sinking “my 
heels deep into the mud braced myself. 
The creaking noises ceased, the walls were 
steady and for ten days I held up that 
building until not only were the people all 
out, but the stock was removed, the exhib- 
its taken away and everything valuable 
cleared out of harm’s way. Then I let the 
building come down. It was never re 
built.” 

“What of Step-on-His-Face and Howl- 
ing Rainbow?” 

“Both lived to a ripe old age, but I never 
spoke to either of themagain. They caused 
all tse trouble.” —Indianapolis News.

THE TREASURY’S OPERATIONS 


Passage of Public Building Bills Will 
Be Greatly Restricted —Mr. Quay on 
the Result of the Recent Elections, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.— Senator Tloar, 
after couferring with a number of his 
Republican colleagues, gave notice to the 
Democrats that he intended to get a vote 
on the election bill on Friday next at 4 
o'clock. If the Democrats refuse to allow 
& vote to be taken, it. is proposed i e116 
bring in a new rule to limit debate. 
Senator Hoar is in hopes that the minor- 
ity will not force the majority to bria gin 
the rule cutting off debate. 

‘The possibility of the defeat of the eloc- 

tions bill in the senate on a direct vote on 
its passage was discussed in Republican 
circles yesterday, and one Repubiican sen- 
ator went so far as to say that it would be 
policy for the Democratic senators to per- 
mit the debate to come tu a speedy close 
and a vote be taken before the Christmas 
holidays. If the bill was not a party 
measure there would be. no doubt of its 
fate; but the action of the Republican 
caucus in formally declaring that the bill 
shall pass will bind at least some of those 
who do uot favor the measure to vote for 
it when it is placed on its passage, 
Whether this will hold enongh doubtful 
Republican votes to carry the measure 
through is a debatable proposition. 

It is admitted by Republican senators 
that several Republican votes will be cast 
against it. Mr. Stewart, Mr. Plumb, Mr. 
Wolcott and Mr. Washburn are counted 
among those who will likely vote in the 
negative. Mr. Teller is an extremely 
doubtful quantity.. He has publicl, :e- 
served the right to vote against the ball. 
Mr. Jones of Nevada has not been in 
Washington since congre s met, but just 
before the adjournment of the first session 
he announced himself opposed to the bill. 
Mr. Paddcck has not determined how he 
will vote, bat he is known to be opposed 
to the pending bill. Mr. Ingalls is gener- 
ally reckoned an opponent of the measure, 
but his attitude toward it may be affected 
by the senatorial situation in Kansas. Mr. 
Davis is said to ve doubtful of his posi- 
tion. 

The Republican majority in the senate 
is twelve. Six Republican votes in the 
negative would defeat the elections bill. 
It is said that Mr. Quay is preparing a 
substitute for the pending bill. 


BUSY DAY IN THE TREASURY. 


Over Six Million Dollars Pat Into Circu- 
lation Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 9.—The amount of 
4 per cent. bonds accepted yesterday 
under the circular of Dec. 6 was $4,591,000, 
for which a disbursement of about $5,559,- 
000 in money will be made. The secretary 
of the treasury said yesterday that in 
view of all the conditions he would accept 
additional offers of 4’s at a reasonable 
price of a sufficient amount to make the 
total purchases $8,000,000, for which, he 
said, the expenditure will be nearly 
$10,000,000. The secretary said further 
that i¢ was manifestly impossible under 
existing conditions for him to -use the 
fractional currency now in the treasury in 
the purchase of bonds for the reason that 
it would at once be returned to him in ex- 
change for greenbacks and leave him with 
a deficiency instead of a surplus, 

There is now about $19,000,000 of frac- 
tional currency in the treasury, of which 
all but $2,000,000 is silver half dollars. As 
it is legal tender to the amount of $10 
only, itis not regarded as part of the 
available cash balance. The sacretary 
said he would like very much to get it into 
circulation, but that he certainly should 
not care to do so at the expens: of his 
limited available surplus. 

The offerings yesterday included nearly 
$1,000,000 of 4 per cents. at prices slightly 
in excess of the highest price paid, viz., 
$1.23 1-2. The amount of 41-2 per cent. 
bonds redeemed yesterday under the cir- 
cular of Oct. 9 was $11,450, making the 
total to date $6,535,400. 

The rumor that a special meeting of the 
cabinet was held yesterday to consider 
the financial situation is untrue. A regu- 
lar meeting of the cabinet will be held to- 
day, however, and it is extremely prob:- 
ble that the financial question will re- 
ceive consideration. The total amount of 
money put into circulation hy yester lay ’s 
operations is about 26,307,300, distributed 
as follows: By purchase of 4 per cent. 
bonds, #5," 1.000; by purchase of 41-2 per 
cents., $52,0U0, and by the purchase of sil- 
ver bullion, $707,300.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Senator Quay is 
very reticent concerning political mat- 
ters. He does not apprehend thathe will 
be disturbed at present, as chairman of 
the Reputlican national committee. In 
speaking of the Delamater failure, he 
said it was an unfortunate thing at this 
time, but he does not think it will be 
damaging in a political point of view, 
There is no disguising the fact, he re- 
marked, that the recent elections are an 
admonition to the Republican party of 
the imperative necessity of a ma 
modification of the tariff question. 

While he still adheres to the policy of 
protection, he sees that the tariff must 
be adjusted to the average views of some 
states hitherto staunch supporters of the 
party. He thinks thatthe Republicans of 
Pennsylvania would do well to take these 
matters into consideration now, in order 
to be prepared to meet every phase of t he 
situation as it may shape itself in the fa- 
ture. Hetherefore favors legislation in 
the line of extended markets for Ameri- 
can products and neret wea of 
the best methods to that end. 

The senator satiendad that if the 
“force” bill was likely to consume very 
much time, to the exclusion of other im- 
portant matters, he should move to set it 
aside with a view of presenting some im- 
portant legislation required to relieve the 
necessities of the people.

bodied in the Proposed New City Char- 
ter for Cambridge. 

The board of aldermen of the city of 
Cambridge have adopted the proposed new 
Boston | City charter in a form substantially the 
same as the one reported by the commission 
that was appointed to draft this measure, 
and the subject is now to be taken up by 
the common council. It is to be hoped 
that this latter body will follow the example 
ts/of the co-ordinate branch of the city 
government, for the charter embodies 
certain principles that are necessary for the 
well-being of a municipal corporation. The 
duties of execution and legislation are es- 
sentially different in their character, and 
should be k«pt entirely distinct. To have 
the men who are elected to legislate also 
take a band in executing the laws is to in- 
vite official corruption and maladministra- 
tion. 

The new Cambridge charter proposes 
that the board of aldermen and common 
council shall have—as they should—entire 
control over the question of voting appro- 
priations. It is for the members of these 
two bodies to determine what money shall 
be spent for public purposes, and where 
that money shall be expended; but, having | 
so decided, it is for the mayor and the| 
heads of the executive departments to 
spend the money in carrying out the re- 
quired work without interference of any 
kind on the part of those representing the 
legislative branch of the government. 
These principles are elementary in their 
character, and should be incorporated into 
all city charters, as they are the firsi steps 
toward a rational system of government. 
The proposed action in Cambridge, which 
we trust will be furthered by the concur- 
rence of the common council, will place 
that city, in the matter of charter reform, 
ona line with several of the other pro- 
gressive municipalities of this common- 
wealth—Herald.

IF THEY WOULD ONLY THINK. 


Failure in Life and Business Avoided 
Through Careful Meditation. 

John Dunham, the wholesale grocer, 
was indulging in reminiscence a day or 
two ago, and he made some interesting 
comments on the methods of credit in 
vogue at the present time. Mr. Dunham 
has been a merchant in Minneapolis for 
thirty-three years, thirteen of which 
were spent in St. Anthony as a retailer. 
He deplored the want of system among 
merchants in extending credit, and said 
too many merchants failed to keep post- 
ed about the conditions around them, or 
the markets—in short, they didn’t think 
orread. And then he repeated a story 
told him by J. B. Bassett, the veteran 
lumberman, in illustration of the point. 

**People don't think, and that’s why 
s0 many are poor,’ said Mr. Bassett. 
‘Do you know it takes brains to pile 
lumber or shovel dirt? There's a right 
way to do it.’ 

‘And then he told this story: He vis- 
ited his lumber yard a year or two ago 
and found two men piling boards. A 
load had been dumped i in the alley, and 
this was to be putinapile. It was the 
manner in which the work was being 
done that attracted Mr. Bassett’s atten- 
tion. He observed that one of the men 
| picked up a board, carried it to the pile 
and dropped it on the ground. Then the 
other man picked it up and placed it on 
the pile. Mr. Bassett called the two 
<"m to him, and they sat down on the 
pile. 

«Did you ever think, you two men? 
he asked. 

“The men were a little puzzled at the 
query. ‘Don’t you men ever think of 
improving your lot in life? Don’t you 
ever think about it?” he asked. 

“The men weren't positive that they 
ever did think, and Mr. Bassett said: 

**Well, I thought so when I saw you 
piling those boards. It takes two of you 
todo one man’s work; did you know 
that? Now, instead of dropping that 
board on the ground and picking it up 
again, can’t you drop the board right on 
the pile where it belongs? Both of you 
can carry them from the pile, and the job 
will be done in about half the time.’ 

“That little talk of Mr. Bassett’s set 
the men to thinking, and he told me not 
long ago, as the incident was recalled, 
that they are now two of the best calcu- 
lators in his employ. 

“Tt is so with merchants, city or coun- 
try. They sell goods without thinking. | 
Is the customer responsible? Will there | 
be any crop? How much had the man 
ought to have? These questions are 
never thought of, and before long fail- 
ure follows. I kept a retail grocery 
store in St. Anthony for thirteen years 
and never lost but $250 by bad credit. 
and one year I sold $35,000 worth of 
goods. That shows what can be done. 
I estimate that 15 per cent. of the gro- 
ceries bought, wholesale and retail, are 
never paid for.”—Mis neapolis Journal. 


Rare American Stones. 

The United States is fast becoming a 
land of precious stones. Diamonds have 
been found in Georgia. Pearls are now 
being picked upin Wisconsin, and Uncle 
Sam is making arrangements for an in- 
voice of some of them for his collection. 
There are some beautiful turquoises in 
the cases which were brought by Maj. 
Powell from New Mexico, and these are 
quite as fine as the blue turquoises which 
the government has from Persia. Of 
less expensive stones the beryls are very 
beautiful, and thereisa piece of aqua 
marine from Portland, Me., which is as 
big as your fist and which shines like a 
diamond, 

There is an amethyst which is won- 
derfully beautiful. It was found in 
North Carolina and is supposed to have 
been used by the men of prehistoric 
times. It was originally in the shape of 
a turtle, but Professor Clarke tells me 
that it wasspoiled in the cutting. There 
are also oriental amethysts, and the 
amethysts from Brazil show all the 
changes of that stone from a light pink 
toa dark purple.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

One of the most outrageous methods 
of attracting public <ttention ever adopt- 
ed was put in operation the other day in 
Brooklyn. A colored man and woman, 
both well dressed, were walking down 
Fulton street, when the woman suddenly 
turned upon the man like a tigress, and 
began shaking him by the collar and 
scolding him.

Not so fortunate, however, are most 
choirmasters. They are obliged to de.

satisfactory chorister. The first named 
is perhaps the most snecessful method, 
and many good vcices haye been ob. 
tained by it; but no + 2e of the above is a 
sure method of re- “uperating the ever. 
changing personnel of the choir, and 
many organists pro’ ably appreciate the 
feelings of the choirmaster of one of the 
largest Episcopal churches in New York 
who, when asked in what manner }j 
provided for vacancies in his choir, re. 
plied that he ‘‘trnsted to luck.” 

CHOIR SCHCOLS. 

If church services demanded a daily 
ckoral services choir schools such as ex- 
ist abroad would be necessary, ani 
those interested hope that in time such 
institutions will be maintained in this 
country. 

The lack of materia: for solo voices 
has prompted the organists of some 
prominent churches, such as St. George's, 
St. Mary the Virgin’s,; Al! Angels, and 
St. Ignatius’, to employ female voices in 
this capacity, and even as auxiliary 
chorus singers, and the future will 
doubtless see many other churches com- 
pelled to adopt this expedient, which 
can certainly be defended on musical if 
not on ecclesiastical grounds. 

The most successful choirs in New 
York number about thirty-five voices, 
viz., sixteen trebles, five altos. seven 
tenors and eight bassos, and althongh 
authorities differ somewhat the best re 
sults appear to be obtained when the 
parts are divided in about this propor- 
tion. 

Voices vary greatly in quality and 
carrying power, which makes it difficult 
to give a definite law covering every 
case, but some adult voices are a neces 
sity. 

The number of rehearsals varies ac- 
cording to the style of music rendered 
and the ability of the choir to read 
music readily. In few churches are the 
rehearsals for boys !ess frequent than 
twice weekly, and in many cases indi- 
vidual lessons are given in addition. 

Many listeners express wonder at the 
facility with which the little choristers 
render florid passages; but except in 
rare instances these results are accom- 
plished by hard and patient labor on tle 
part of both instructor and pupil. 

GURMAN BOYS IN DEMAND. 

Boys of German parentage are greatly 
in demand, they seeming to possess bet- 
ter voices than American !ads, and in ad- 
dition a musical instinct, which is 4 
great help to proficiency in their art. 

Boys are available for choir work be 
tween the ages of 9 and 16. At an 
earlier age than 9 they do not posses 
sufficient intelligence to be of service, 
and except in rare cases their voices do 
not last after the sixteenth year. 

Fora time before their voices are eD- 
tirely lost boys are sometimes available 
for the alto parts—the upper register 
being useless—but this is a great injustice 
to the chorister, as the value of his voice 
in after years is by this course seriously 
depreciated. 

Boys’ voices have two registers. the 
“thick” and “thin.” In the first the 
vocal chords vibrate in their whole thick- 
ness aud in the latter only the thin edges 
of the chords are employed. 

The sweet, birdlike quality of the 
trained chorister is due to the use of the 
higher register or head tones rather than 
to constant practice. as is generally sup 


An untrained boy will sing naturally 
in the thick register, producing ® hard, 
disagreeable tone, and his voice 
wear out long before the alloted period. 

In addition to the flute like timbre 
when the thin register is employed, the 
compass of the voice is extended up 
G and A above the staff without effort, 
notes which would be impossible for the 
untrained boy to deliver. _ 

In nearly all the surpliced choirs pm 
are paid a salary which varies from ¥ 
to $10 monthly for chorus work, = 
from $15 to $50 a month for soloists. Po 
ceptional voices command correspe2 IDS 
salaries. -

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Cenductors Need Not Furnish Change. 

A Pennsylvania judge recently ren- 
dered a decision which is interesting to 
all persons who ride in street cars, and 
the city railway companies as well. A 
passenger tendered a $5 bill in payment 
of his fare on a Philadelphia car. The 
conductor could not change it, and after 
an altercation put the passenger off the 


‘When a passenger gets on a street 
car it is his duty to pay his five cents 
fare, and if he cannot pay it it is his 
duty to get off. The conductor has a 
right to use as much force as is neces- 
sary to put him off. Any man who has 
@ $100 dollar bill, if the rule were other- 
wise, might ride around in street cars 
for the balance of his life without pay- 
ing fare.” 

Under these instructions the jury ac- 
quitted the conductor. The railroad 
companies of Philadelphia are greatly 
pleased with the result of the suit. They 
say that they have lost alarge number 
of fares simply because passengers per- 
sisted in handing conductors bills of so 
large an amount that they were unable 
to break them. The president of one of 
the roads stated that he knew of a man 
who succeeded in riding free twice a day j 
for six months simply by playing the 
large bill racket on conductors.—Albany 
Argus.

I mentioned some time ago that Ca- 
nova’s famous marble group of Thesens 
and the Centaur was being transported 
from the Greek temple erected over it 
in the Volksgarten of that city to the 
museum of arton the other side of the 
ring. The Centaur was transposed with- 
out difficulty and is already on the ped- 
estal which fills the recess of the first 
landing on the magniiicent staircase of 
the museum. 

Yesterday the Theseus was laid upon 
one of the low heavy carts built ex- 
pressly for the transport of weighty ob- 
jects, and was drawn throngh the gar- 
dens toward the gate. Thecart had to 
pass over one of the water drains which 
run under the Volksgarten. The weight 
was too much for the thin vault, which 
gave way, and suddenly the cart sank on 
one side, turned over, and the statue lay 
shattered on the ground. The right 
arm, which holds the club on high, was 
broken off at the shoulder. The statue 
was raised and placed under the trees of 
the Volksgarten, whither the whole city 
will run to see it when the news of the 
mishap gets afloat.—Vienna Cor.

Mayor Palmer, Nominated for a Fourth 
Term, Defeated — Close Contest in 
Salem — Republican Victories in Wor- 
cester, Lynn and Newburyport. 


Boston, Dec. 10.—The result of the elec- 
tion in this city was an overwhelming de- 
feat for Moody Merrill for mayor and a 
victory for Nathan Matthews, Jr., by the 
largest plurality ever given any success- 
ful candidate for the office. Of the alder- 
men elected eight are Democratic and 
rour Republican; and of the common 
council a majerity are Democratic. The 
school committee hus three Democrats, 
while only one of the straight Republican 
candidates was elected. 

The vote of the city for mayor was as 
follows: Matthews, 32,418; Merrill, 19,852; 
Shapleigh,2022; Matthews’ plurality,12,566. 

By acomparisoa of these figures with 
those of last year, it appears that Mr. 
Matthews received 1408 votes more than 
Mayor Hart received, aud 6144 more than 
Mr. Galvin, the defeated Deniocratic can- 
didate, received. The greavest surprise to 
the Republican party men is that Mr. 
Matthews carries wards 9 and 11, two of 
their strongholds. Hugh E. Brady, the 
candidate of the two parties for street 
commissioner, is elected, and the city 
votes for license by au increased vote, 15,- 
168—nearly double that of last year.

Each of these spin- 
nevets is pierced with innumerable holes, 
from which a stream of the web making 
fluid flows, as shown, many times magui- 
fied, in 4. As soon as the fluid reaches the 
air it hardens, the many different streams 
of fluid uniting to form a single thread; so 
that, fine as is the thread spun by the spi- 
der, it is really a cable, composed of many 
hundred still finer fibers. Anothercurious 
fact in regard to the web is, that the differ 
ent spinnerets produce threads of different 
kinds, varying in fineness, strength, elas 
ticity and adhesiveness 

The spider not only spins but weaves 
Her claws (see second cut) are miniature 
combs of different fineness, and by their 
aid she smooths and arranges the threads 
‘ asthey are formed The different species 
weave their webs in many different forms, 
but perhaps the most beautiful is that of 
the geometrical spider, whose web is a 
common ornament of our gardens in the 
early part of the day. The foundation 
cords of this web are put in place by the 
aid of the wind Shestands on a branch 
or bush and spins a thread, the end of 
which floatsin the air and is carried by 
the breeze to some neighboring branch, to 
which it attaches itself. 

The spider thus makes a pathway for 
berself, which she traverses, and repeats 
the operation until the outlines of the web 
are formed. Then passing from one part 
of the web to another she puts in place the 
threads which radiate from the center like 
the spokes of a wheel. and (fills in the

Ex-Lieatenant Governor of Massachusetts 
Passes Away at Springfield. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 10.—Eliphalet 
»one of the conspicious figures in 
Springfield, and lieutevant-governor of the 
state with Gen. Banks in 1858, 1859 and 
1860 died last night. He was born in 
Monson, Jan. 8, 1806, and moved to this 
city in 1834, starting in the foundry busi- 
ness. He entered public life as selectman 
ofthe old town, was elected alderman 
when the city charter to ok effect in 1882, 
and was continuously re-elected until 
1854, when he was chosen mayor. His ad- 
ministration was notable for the suppres- 
sion of the liquor traffic, and the comple- 
tion of city hall. He serve’ in the legis- 
lature in 1856, 1857 and 1862, and was 
alderman again in 1870. 

He was a personal friend of Governor 
Andrew, and was much interested in re- 
cruiting and equipping regiments for the 
war. He was one of the founders 
of St. Paul’s Universalist church, and at 
one time owned the meeting house entire. 
He was a Mason and one of the oldest 
members of Hampder lodge of Oud Fel- 
lows. Politically he began as a Federalist, 
was they a Whig, No Nothing, Republi- 
ean and Prohibitionists, and in late years 
had repeatedly been the third party nom- 
inee for mayor of the city. His married 
life had been a bhapp; one. Ruby Squier, 
whom he married at Monso= in 1839, lived 
to celebrate the 6lst anniversary with 
him. She died Nov. 26, less than two 
weeks ago.

A MYSTERIOUS EXPLOSION 


And Loss of Life Aboard a Canadian 
Government Steamer. 


HALiFax, Dec. 10.—The powder in the 
magazine of the Dominion government 
steamer Newfield exploded as the vessel 
was entering Yarmouth harbor. The fore- 
castle was wrecked and a large hole was 
torn in the steamer’s side. One report 
says that four men were killed, their 
bodies being badly cut and bruised, bat

today she is in the same rank, or at most 
nineteenth.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Senator Plumb 
introduc:d, by reqnest of William P. St. 
John, president of the Mercantile National 
Bank of New York, a bill offered as an 
amendment in the nature of a substitute 
to Senator Sherman’s bill to reduce the 
compulsory holding of bonds by national 
banks, ete. Mr. St. John’s bill proposes 
to permit national banks to maintain 
their charters, on a mivimum holding by 
each of $1000 of United States bonds, and 
directs the secretary of the treasury to re- 
place the national bank notes hereafter 
coming in for cancellation by the issue of 
like sums of United States notes of un- 
limited legal tenderfunctions. These pro- 
Posed notes are also to be issued to re- 
place all gold certificates and siver certifi- 
eates and othcr United States notes 
coming into the treasury, so that 
hereafter the United States shall not 
fesme more than on kind of paper money. 
For these unlimited tender United States 
notes the treasury is to carry a 40 per cent. 
coin reserve, of which not less than 20 per 
cent. of the gross amount of the notes is 
to be maintained in gold. In connection 


| with all this the mints are to be opened at 


once to free coinage for standard gold and 
silver, with the option allowed to owners 
of bullion to receive these new notes at 
coinage valuation in lieu of coin, and the 
preference of the people for paper money 
is relied upon to insure the exercise of 
this option asa rule. No one ts to com- 
mand uncoined gold or uncoined silver 
from the mints except at the secretary’s 
discretion and on the secretary’s terms. 

A provision requires the adoption of the 


| European coinage ratio immediately upon 


the opening of Europe’s mints to silver, 
the secretary to devise a new silver dollar 
of 400 grains and re-coin the present silver 
dollars, and in that event all the provis- 
ions of law pertaining to the present dol- 
lar will then apply at once to the proposed 
new coin. The bill differs from the first 
bill, offered yesterday by Senator Plumb, 
which bill also, it is said, was the result 
of their conference, in that Mr. St. John 
requires primarily a 40 percent. reserve 
of gold and silver for the proposed unlim- 
ited legal tender note 

According to Mr. St. John, the imme 
diate effect of the adoption of his bill asa 
whole will be as follows: Permission be- 
ing accorded. the national banks will sur 
render over $20,000,000 of 41-2 per cent. 
bonds within the period of one week, the 
treasury paying ont to these surrendering 
banks nearly $3,000,000 cash and reducing 
its own direct liabilities of debt by the 
face of the bonds, so that the additional 
surplus of $20,000,000 can be offered forth- 
with for tenders of 4 percents. A more 
immediate effect of the enactment wonld 
be to make available at once as money the 
$12,000,000 to $15,000,000 worth of silver 
bullion now accumulated in the United 
States, mostly in New York and stored as 
merchandise, in which that mu#4: money 
is now locked up. 


REPUBLICAN LEADERS GATHER. 


They Hold a Conference with the Presi- 
dent and Dine with Him. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Quite a number 
of the leading chieftains of the Republi- 
can party are here, and have been in con- 
sultation with the president and dined 
with him at the White House. Among 
those who dined with the president were 
ex-Senator Platt of New York, Alger of 
Michigan and Clarkson of Iowa. There 
are also several Indiana politicians in 
town, and Postmaster Manley of Augusta, 
Me., Secretary Blaine’s representative, is 
likewise a visitor at the Capitol. This 
gathering of leading Republicans at this 
time is regarded as very significant. 

It has been erroneously stated that one 
of the objects was the election of a suc- 
cessor to Chairman Quay on the national 
committee, but if there was any such idea, 
it has been abandoned. The real object of 
their presence here is for consultatiou 
abcut the political situation in general, 
and one or two matters iu particular. The 
November elections and the condition of 
the party organization in the east and the 
northwest, and the necessity of adopting 
aline of policy to bring the party into 
fichting condition, ‘are understood to be 
the main topics discussed by the assembled 
leaders. 

One of the prominent men, alluding to 
the talk which had been indulged in, said 
that it had no*bearing on the question of 
presidential candidates. The yarty inter- 
ests in general, and the conduct of legisla- 
tion during this session, were fully dis- 
cussed, and the financial situation given 
especial deliberation. They all regarded 
it as of the highest importance that some 
scheme should be brought forward in con- 
gress to relieve the depressed condition of 
business and the stringency in the money 
market. Senator Sherman has been en- 
listed in this movement. 


DEMOCRATS WON'T GIVE IN. 


It Looks as Though the Vote on the 
Election Bill Will Have to Wait. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The minority 
having notified Senator Hoar and other Re- 
publican members that they don’t intend

She had no very near relatives to look 
after her and it was a pity a person so aged 
and so wealthy should desire to live alone.

Miraculous Escape. 


The following is an extract from a letter 
written by Miss Henrietta Chase, and was 
published in the Vermont Union of Dec. 
5th, Miss Chase was one of the party 
who accompanied.the Rev. Mr. Dimmick 
and wife to their home in California. 

“‘Rev. Mr. Dimmick and wife, and Miss 
Martha E. Chase, left Quincy on the 15th 
of November for their homes in California. 
They were accompanied by C. H. Dane 
and wife, of New Mexico, Henrietta and 
Florence Chase of Lyndon, Dr. Hunting 
of Quincy, and one or two others who 
occupied the same car. One or two of the 
party who had suffered so much from the 
Old Colony accident on the 19th of Aug. 
had lost confidence in railroad travel, and 
expressed much concern on undertaking 
such a journey, lest another accident 
should overtake them. Well, it has. On 
the 23d of November at a point called 
“* Summit,” near San Bernadino, Cal., the 
train ran into a burning bridge, and the 
escape of great destruction was almost a 
miracle, A letter from Henrietta Chase, 
written before the party got away froni the 
Summit says: Suddenly I felt a terrible 
crash; the brakeman started and in less 
time than it takes to write it men were at 
the end of our car, crying ‘train all on 
fire; jump for your life!” 

I was alone on the rear platform which 
was all railed around. I swung the gate 
and jumped. Immediately the Doctor 
came, half lifting, half carrying aunt Ada, 
(Mrs. Dimmick) who was crying piteously. 
I unlatched the side gates, assisted the 
Doctor to help Aunt Ada off and the rest 
followed. After we were a little settled I 
went forward to see what'was the trouble. 
Such a sight. The engine was off the 
track beyond the bridge, the baggage car 
was half over and burning, while people 
were throwing trunks out. Two cars and 
the bridge all in flames. Oh! it was terri- 
ble. The cook of our car came up to me 
and said:—‘I have saved some of your 
trunks and if you will come with me over 
the ravine to the other side and point out 
the others I will do my best to save them.” 


-|Some of the trunks were burning inside 


the car and some outside were in flames, 
It was terribly hot, but I went forward to 
look for my trunk which was not among 
those that were safe and dry. Soon I saw 
it next toa burning trunk and the cook 
grabbed it. The one next to it, all smoking 
was Dr. Hunting’s. The men had man- 
aged to uncouple or unfasten the rest of 
the train from the burning cars, a wrecking 
train had arrived, water was poured into 
the remaining cars, After three hours 
time we all piled back into ourcar. The 
Raymond passengers crossed the ravine 
and were transferred to another train, 
while this car full and the other empty 
ones were pulled back to Summit at about 
9 o’clock in the evening, and here we have 
been ever since,

Annual Convention at Atlantic—Attended 
by Delegates from Quincy. 


Those who were privileged to attend the 
National Convention of che W. C. T. U. 
at Atlantic, enjoyed a rich treat. Never 
before was there gathered together at one 
time so large a number of intellectual and 
eloquent lady speakers; and the influence 
of such a meeting must be felt throughout 
the whole country, and cannot fail to give 
a new and healthy impetus to the temper- 
ance cause. Two of the members of the 
Wollaston branch of the W. C. T. U. were 
among the favored ones, Mrs. G. A. Litch- 
field who was elected a delegate, and Mrs. 
Josiah Sparrow. Mrs. Litchfield’s graphic 
report of the convention added much to 
the intersst of the meeting held in the 
Methodist church last Friday afternoon. 

The Boston excursion left on Tuesday 
Pp. M., Nov. 10tb, and proceeded directly to 
Washington where they were met by mem- 
bers of the W. C. T. U. of that city, who 
escorted the delegates to the various points 
of interest in our National Capitol. And 
after shaking hands with the President 
and his wife in the East room of the White 
House and visiting Arlington Heights they 
bade adieu to their kind friends at the 
depot and resumed their journey reaching 
Atlanta, “tired but happy” as one ex- 
pressed it, late on Thursday, 13th—but in 
season to secure a few hours’ sleep before 
the opening exercises on Friday morning. 

The church in which the gathering was 
held was capable of seating 1200 persons, 
and was elegantly decorated with the pal- 
metto, cut flowers, and blossoming shrubs. 
Promptly at 9 o'clock, Nov. 14th, Miss 
Willard called the convention to order and 
the grand old familiar hymn, ‘‘ Rock of 
Ages,’’ was sung. Following the respon- 
sive reading of the 146th Psalm after a 
fervent prayer by Mother Wallace, Mother 
Stewart appeared upon the platform. Miss 
Willard said, ‘‘I hoped she would speak, 
But she says her voice is too full of tears. 
She was the first crusader ever seen in 
Auanta, and remembers being here when 
we had no white ribboners here or any- 
where. She sees this great convention, 
and her heart is touched. What hath God 
wrought ? Let us sing the doxology.”’ 

Among the celebrities present were Mrs, 
Elizabeth Comstock the Quaker philan- 
thropist who is said to have visited more 
prisons than any person living. Mrs, 
Hoffman, State President of Missouri, 
Mrs. Chapin, at the head of the work in 
the South, and Mrs. Libbey, State Presi- 
dent of Georgia. 

An interesting incident of the meeting 
was the report of Mrs. Mary Clement 
Leavitt, who since 1880 has belted the 
world with the white ribbon, leaving a 
W. C. T. U. in every land in which she 
has set her foot, and as a result the world’s 
W. C. T. U. bas been formed, of which 
Miss Willard is now president. 

A letter was also read from our generous 
townsman, Mr, Henry H. Faxon, accom- 
panied by a check for $100. The address 
of Mrs. Gov. Wallace is printed at length 
in the Union Signal of this week. Mrs. 
Wallace is the mother of Mr. Lew Wallace, 
the author of Ben Hur. She was greeted 
with great applause and listened to with 
Trapt attention. Every courtesy was shown 
to the members of the convention by the 
city officials and also by Governor 
Northen, whose mansion, ablaze with 
light from every tower and turret, was 
thrown open to welcome tie guests, aud 
each received on leaving a beautiful 
souvnir card tied with white ribbon and 
bearing the autograph of Gov. and Mrs. 
Northen. 

Surely such a gathering must do much 
to cement again the broken bonds of friend- 
ship so rudely broken by the shock of civil 
war between the northern and southern 
portions of our beloved country. 

On Sunday sixty ladies spoke in different 
churches, missions and Sunday schools in 
the city, and it was remarked by many old 
residents that never had so many Atlanta 
people attended church on one day. 

The Union Signal says: ‘No national 
convention has ever been treated with the 
courtesy extended to the last one by the 
press. Papers all over the country have 
given it much more space than is usually 
accorded to such gatherings, especially the 
Inter-Ocean, for which Dr. Cushman re- 
ported.

Latest Session Yet Held 
by City Council. 


Had to Wait for the Election 
Returns, 


Report of Engineer Blake on a New 
Water- Supply, 


One hour would have transacted all the 
business of the City Council last evening, 
and the fact is, that was about the time it 
was in session, but there were long recesses 
and although the Council met at 7.45 p. um. 
it was just after midnight when it ad- 
journed. Just a quorum, _ thirteen, 
answered to the roll call, the Committee on 
Election and others being busy on the re- 
count of votes. The only ones absent 
from the whole of the session were Council- 
men Faunce and Jones. 


Company Cannot Afford. 


Mayor Porter forwarded a communica- 
tion from Wm. G. A, Pattee, president of 
the Quincy Electric Light and Power 
Company, saying the company could not 
afford to extend wires to the junction of 
Pond and Mill streets for one incandescent 
light. Referred to Comwittee on Streets. 

Cottage Avenue. 


John Hall and others petitioned that 
Cottage avenue in Ward One be accepted 
as a public way. To Committee on Streets. 

Payne Street. 

John H. Hagerty and others petitioned 
for the acceptance of Payne street in 
Ward Three. To Committee on Streets. 

The Newcomb Claim. 

The Committee on Claims reported that 
the heirs of William Newcomb have leave 
to withdraw on their petition of $300 for 
damages. Accepted. 

State Aid. 


The Committee on State Aid recom- 
mended $6 per month to Timothy Cronin 
under Chap. 279. Adopted. 

The same committee reported inexpedi- 
ent to legislate on petition of Joseph 
O’Grady, as he had been assigned to the 
Togas Home. Adopted. 


Additional Appropriation. 


The Committee on Finance recommended 
the passage of the order appropriating $150 
additional for demand under Chapter 440. 
Passed to be engrossed. 

Back Pay. 

Councilman Thompson offered an order 
appropriating $250 to pay salary due Tax 
Collector in i886, 1887 and 1888. Passed 
to second reading. 


For Increase. 


Councilman Sherman offered an order 
that the Committee on Salaries be in- 
quire into the advisability of increasing the 
salary of the City Clerk and the Assessors 
and report on the same at the next meet- 
ing of the Council. Adopted. 


Vote Disobeyed. 

Councilman Sherman offered an order, 
that the Council request His Honor, the 
Mayor, to inform the Council at the next 
regular meeting why the incandescent 
lights, for which an appropriation was 
recently voted by tke Council, are not 
placed in accordance with that order. 
Adopted. 

Calendar. 

The appropriation of $360 for State Aid 
was under suspension of the rules passed 
to be ordained. 

The order locating the drinking fountain 
at corner of Hancock and Washington 
streets, was passed to be ordained. 

New Water Supply. 

Councilman Burke said it was the inten- 
tion of the Committee on Sewers and 
Drains to have presented the report of En- 
gineer Blake on the proposed new water 
supply. The report was ready but the 
gentleman was absent; therefore it was 
thought best to delay the report until Mon- 
day evening. Upon his motion the City 
Clerk was authorized to have 200 copies of 
said report printed. 

Waiting for the Returns. 

At 8.15 it was voted to take a recess 
until 9 o'clock. 

At 9 the election returns were not ready, 
and it was voted to request an opinion of 
the City Solicitor whether it was necessary 
that the Council should wait for the 
returns, 

The City Solicitor answered that he 
could not give an opinion without investi- 
gation, and an adjournment was made 
until 10 oclock. 

At 10, the councilagain came to order, 
mt took another recess subject to call of 
the President. 

The report was ready at 11.40, and the 
recess terminated. 

The returns except for Councilmen-at- 
large were the same as declared in the 


i-s 


LEDGER election night, and the ones there 
marked elected, were formally declared 
elected. The totals for the Councilmen-at- 
large were somewhat changed as will be 
noted elsewhere, and a tie exists between 
Roger H. Wilde and Fred F. Green for the 
fifth man. There is a tie for Ward Coun- 
cilmen between Messrs. Lyons and Rinn in 
Ward Six, which the recount did not dis- 
solve, and therefore one vacancy exists. 

Councilman Slade queried of the chair- 
man of the Election Committee if any 
marks except proper crosses in the proper 
places had been counted. 

Chairman Ewell replied that the Com- 
mittee had endeavored to interpret the in- 
tention of the voters. That other marks 
than perfect crosses had been counted 
where there was a uniformity, and that 
they were not always in the squares. 

Councilman Slade moved that the report 
be referred back to the committee, with in- 
structions to bring before the Council all 
such ballots. 

Councilman Green explained the marks, 
and said it had been ruled that the inten- 
tion of the voters should be taken. 

Councilman Fallon also explained what 
votes han been counted and what rejected. 

The motion of Councilman Slade pre- 
vailed, 11 to 7. 

Adjourned at 12 P. M. 


BRANCH 904 CELEBRATES. 


Order of the Iron Hall. 


Posters hung in conspicuous places about 
the city during the past week have an- 
nounced to the public that Branch 904, of 
the order of the Iron Hall, would celebrate 
its second anniversary Wednesday evening 
at Hancock hall, and inviting them to be 
present and hear the merits of the order 
expounded by those in position to fully 
understand its workings, and as a result a 
large number were present, and the at- 
tention which they paid to the remarks of 
the speaker, showed conclusively that they 
were deeply interested in an order which 
promises to pay, and does pay, to its mem- 
bers $1000 at the end of seven years and 
$25 per week in case of sickness or accident. 

Mr. Hugh McPhail, Chief Justice of 
Branch 904 presided, and upon the stage 
was seated Supreme District Deputies G. 
A. Davis and C. E. Holman; also officer of 
the local branch. 

Chief Justice McPhail called the as- 
sembly to order, and after a piano solo 
made some interesting remarks about the 
order of the Iron Hall, and more particular- 
ly of the local branch in this city. 

The first speaker from abroad was Deputy 
G, A. Davis, of Boston, who after giving 
the financial standing of the order; urged 
each of the members of Branch 904 to 
bring in one member during the next 
term, and they could be assured that the 
cost to obtain the $1000 would not exceed 
$350. Another advantage of the order was 
that at the end of two years a member may 
apply for and receive another certificate; 
and at the end of five years may receive a 
third certificate, and thus in twelve years 
he would get $3000; and at the cost of 
$932.50 having a certificate maturing once 
in every 34 years. The speaker knew of 
no business which required so little labor 
for the amount of return as the Iron Hall, 
and there was no association whose laws 
were so firm and reliable for the working 
ian, 

The speaker also spoke of the sisterhood 
branch and thought and hoped an effort 
would be made to create a branch here. 

District Deputy J. Holman was the next 
speaker and he began by saying that the 
platform, the principles, the aims, and the 
ends, were so broad that they could be 
easily understood by those who study them. 
Some believed that the order would never 
fulfil its promise to pay $1,000 in seven 
years: but it has done so and will continue 
todoso. As long as the members remain 
firm the order will never go back upon them. 

The order of the Iron Hall, which started 
in March 1881, with 42 members, has now 
reached 55,000 and had been gathered with- 
out the cost of a dollar, except the small 
amount paid to organizing deputies. If 
each member will bring in but four mem- 
bers in the seven years you will perpetuate 
the order. In order to cost a member $350 
in seven years you must have twenty as- 
sessments per year; this year there has 
been but eighteen. 

If a member dies after he bas been in 
the order two years his family may receive 
half of the amount of the certificate; and 
another good point was, that a member’s 
certificate could not be attached per debt. 

The remarks of the two speakers was 
interspersed by piano solos by Mrs. George 
H. Rhines. At the close of the speeches 
an exhibition of club swinging was given 
by John McGovern. 

Chief Justice McPhail stated that there 
was a resident of Quincy who was a mem- 
ber of the order whose certificate matured 
next week, and if he was present he would 
like to have him step forward. Upon this 
invitation Mr. H. T. Barstow of Wollaston 
came forward with a happy smile upon his 
face, and stated that he was the man. He 
said he was a member of Branch 308 of 
Boston, and that it had cost him $219 to 
obtain his $1000. 

The members and their friends then ad- 
journed to the banquet room and partook 
of one of Caterer Wales’ @xcellent suppers.

TIE VOTE. 


Between Mr, Wilde and 
Mr. Green. 


For the Office of Councilman- 
at-Large, 


Wilde Gained One on Recount but Green 
Went Him Two Better—No Change in 
the Ward Six Candidates by Yesterday's 
Recount—A New Election Will Have to 
be Held Throughout the City. 


The recount of the votes for Council- 
men-at-large made Wednesday, resulted in 
a tie between Messrs. Roger H. Wilde and 
Fred F. Green, and consequently the city 
has elected but four of its five Council- 
men-at-large. 

The City Council has voted, upon motion 
of Councllman Slade, that all ballots not 
marked with perfect crosses and in the 
proper places which the Committee counted, 
be brought into the Council for its inspec- 
tiop. Mr. Slade contends that none of 
these should be counted; that the committee 
was notauthorized to interpret the inten- 
tion of the voter; and that the law should 
be rigidly enforced in these particulars. 

What the above action will result in can- 
not be surmised. It is possible that it 
will cause a protracted litigation and that 
the questions involved may be carried to 
the Supreme Court. 

Should the tie still remain, a pew election 
will be necessary throughout the city for 
one Councilman-at-large. 

The recount did not change a vote for 
Ward Councilmen in Ward Six, and that 
ward must also vote for a Ward Council- 
man.

Progress of the Counting. 


As noted in Wednesday’s LEDGER the 
Committee on Elections met that day at 9 
A.M. It took until 12 o'clock to count 
Ward One, and it resulted in no-change for 
either Mr. Wilde or Mr. Green. ° 

A recess was taken until 1 o’clock, when 
the committee proceeded to count Ward 
Two. Quicker progress was made; the re- 
count being completed before 3 o'clock. 
One voter had made crosses against every 
candidate on the ticket except Mr. Fair- 
banks, and it counted five blanks for Coun- 
cilmen-at-large. One man voted the straight 
Democratic ticket by the use of perpendicu- 
lar lines instead of crosses. This was al- 
lowed and was offset by the next ballot, 
where the voter had marked in a similar 
way for all the Republican candidates. 

The result of the recount in Ward Two 
was a gain of 2 for Mr. Wilde and3 for Mr. 
Green, or a net gain of 1 for the latter. 

Ward Three was also counted in less 
than two hours. One of the peculiar 
ballots in this ward was one on which all 
the Democratic candidates had been 
crossed out, and was counted blank. Mr. 
Wilde gained 2 in this ward, while Mr. 
Green’s vote remained the same. 

Ward One, Two and Three, therefore 
gave a net gain of 1 for Mr. Wilde. 

The Committee did not take any inter- 
mission for supper, but immediately 
tackled Ward Four the largest in the city. 
It took over three hours to complete this 
ward, although the marking was re- 
markably clean. Mr. Green gained 1 and 
Mr. Wilde lost 1. 

With four wards recounted, Mr. Wilde’s 
plurality had been reduced from 2 to 1. 

Ward Five was next in order. One 
would naturally expect to see intelligent 
marking in this ward, but in two cases 
voters evidently thought it sufficient to 
mark the head of the ticket, and one of 
these put his cross to the left of Henry O. 
Fairbanks, and the other between the ‘‘O”’ 
and ‘“Fairbanks.’’ One voter used a pen 
and carelessly blotted his ballot in folding 
and came near having it thrown out. A 
general characteristic of all the marking 
was faintness. Mr. Green’s vote remained 
unchanged while Mr. Wilde lost, leaving 
the result of five wards a tie. 

The result of the Ward Six recount was 
closely watched, as a gain for either can- 
didate would mean his election. There 
was little or no chance for argument unless 
it was on a ticket where a voter had made 
crosses against four of the Republican can-

President Lincoln's Habits. 

The president rose early, as his sleep 
was light and capricious. In the sum- 
mer, when he lived at the Soldiers’ 
home, he would take his frugal break- 
fast and ride into town in time to be at 
his desk at 8 o'clock. He began to re- 
ceive visits nominally at 10 o'clock, but 
long before that hour struck the doors 
were besieged by anxious crowds, 
through whom the people of importance, 
senators and members of congress, el- 
bowed their way after the fashion which 
still survives. On days when the cab- 
inet met, Tuesdays and Fridays, the 
hour of nocn closed the interviews of the 
morning. On other days it was the 
president's custom at about that hour to 
order the doors to be opened and all who 
were waiting to be admitted. 

At luncheon time he had literally to 
run the gauntlet through the crowds 
who filled the corridors between his of- 
fice and the rooms at the west end of the 
house occupied by the family. The 
afternoon wore away in much the same 
manner as the morning; late in the day 
he usually drove out for an hour's air- 
ing; at 6 o'clock he dined. 

He was one of the most abstemious of 
men; the pleasures of the table had few 
attractions for him. His breakfast was 
anegg andacup of coffee; at luncheon 
he rarely took more than a biscuit and a 
glass of milk, a plate of fruit in its sea- 
son; at dinner he ate sparingly of one or 
two courses. He drank little or no wine; 
not that he remained always on prin- 
ciple a total abstainer,as he was a pari 
of his early life in the fervor of the 
‘‘Washingtonian” reform, but he never

Histery of an Indian’s Watch. 

An ancient silver timepiece, valuable 
for its historical associations no less than 
for its antiquity. is owned by Daniel 
Minthorn, of Watertown. It weighs 
5 ounces, and is 250 years old, and it 
keeps good time when wound, although 
it has not been repaired since 1847. The 
watch is of the pattern known. as the 
“British bullseye,” and is 14 inches 
thick. The face is of silver, roughly 
chased, and has a double row of figures 
—Arabic and Roman numerals. It bears 
this murk, ‘‘Thomas Linhard, London, 
110.” 

A search through ancient directories 
of the city of London made by Mr. Min- 
thorn at the last London exposition, re- 
veaied the fact that this jeweler was in 
business on Fleet street between the 
years 1638 and 1658. This cumbrous 
timepiece was once worn within the 
buckskin coat of the celebrated Mohawk 
war chief, Joseph Brant, whose Indian 
name was Thayendanega, and regard- 
ing whose accomplishments as a war- 
nor, chief and courtier many legends are 
related in western New York and Can- 
ada.

CONTRACT LABOR. 


New Bill Agreed Upon for Re- 
stricting Immigration. 


CONCERNING FARM PRODUCTS. 


Interesting Figures from the Department 
of Agriculture — More About the Elec- 
tion Bill—A Republican Caucus—Popna- 
lation of the Unitei States. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The representa- 
tives composing the house contingent of 
the joint congressional committee on im- 
migration have agreed upon a bill to reg- 
ulate immigration. Representative Owen 
of Indiana, chairman of the committee, 
said: “It isa new contract labor law. The 
old law isso wretchedly inefficient that, 
according tothe testimony of the labor 
inspectors themselves, 25 per cent. of the 
immigration now coming to the country 
is in violation of the contract labor lav. 
The statute was framed to meet a condi- 
tion of things that existed at the time the 
law was passed. The employers have 
now changed their methods, and the law 
is un: ble to reach them. It is practically 
useless; so we have frameda new law. 
We have very much enlarged the in- 
hibited classes of immigrants. 

“There is no intention on the part of the 
committee to restrict immigration, our 
only object being to sift it; to separate the 
desirable from the undesirable, believing 
that the time has not yetcome to probibit 
immigration except such as is uypdesir- 
able, which now, and always, should be 
keptout. Thecommittee proposes to lea ve 
the door open forthe immigration of every 
man and woman in a_ foreign country 
who would make adesirable citizen of the 
United States. 

“The question is a delicate one. A great 
many of ourGerman and other foreign 
born citizens do not want the law touched 
atall, while many Americans think immi- 
gration should be checked. This country 
can well support seven times its pres*nt 
population. Every desirable citiz: “adds 
to our wealth, anl tic comm.t.e.’s sole 
purpose has beeu to keep out those who 
should never atany time be allowed to 
enter. 

“One important change we have made, 
is that prohibiting, not only paupers, but 
those who are likely to become such. In 
one case ninety-seven immigrants from 
Ireland were stopped and heli in custody 
because their passage money had been pre- 
paid by the peor law guardiansof Ireland. 
They had besides a few dollars. The 
United States judge ordered their release, 
holding that the fact that. their passage 
had been prepaid did not make them 
paupers. Yet it must be evident that per- 
sons whose way here is paid by the poor 
guardians of Ireland, England, Germany 
and other countries, are lkely to become 
paupers very soon, an‘! our bill is framed 
soas to permit the exercise of a wise dis- 
cretion, This will weed out the eastern 
poorhouses and penitentiaries and amelio- 
rate an alarming state of affairs.” 

The bills to be reported 1s substantially 
that introduced a week ago by Mr. Owen. 
Polygamous persous are addei to the list 
of classes defined in Mr. Owen’s bill as 
not entitled to be admitted into the 
United States. The taxon aliens which, 
in Mr. Owen’s bill was fixed at 50 cents, 
was increased by the committee to $1. 


AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTS. 


With the Exception of Hay, Farm Prices 
are Higher Than for Many Years. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The department 
of agriculture report for December gives 
the ~verage farm prices of agricultnral 
products. The present corn crop is worth 
more than the last, and farmers will re- 
ceive more for it. The average price is 
50.1 cents per bushel,against 28 3 cents for 
the crop of 1889, an increase of 77 per cent. 
Itis the highest December price of the 
decade, except that of 1881, the only year 
in which the final average of condition 
was worse than that of the present season. 
The present average shows that small 
crops are as‘ire cure for low prices, and 
that the law of demand is still the main 
factor in making prices aud profits. The 
prices in the seven corn surplus states are: 
Ohio 51 cents, Indiana 47, Illinois 48, 
Iowa 41, Missouri 41, Kansas 51, Ne- 
braska 48. 

The average farm value of the wheat 
crop, as estim ‘ted, is 84 cents per bushel, 
as against 69.8 cents for 1889, an increase 
of 20 per cent. on the price of last year, 
The value of wheat is affected by the har- 
vests of other countries, as corn is not per- 
ceptibly, and therefore prices are not en- 
tirely g»verned by the size of the home 
grown crop. 

The price of oats has responded sharply 
to the pressure of a small crop and in- 
crease | demand because of ashort corn 
crop. The average is 42.2 cents, against 23 
cents last year. It is the highest reported 
since 1881. Rye, like oats, at 62.9 cents, is 
higher than siuce 1881, and the same is 
true of barley at 64.8 cents, Buckwheat, 
at 57.7 cents, marks an advance over last 
year, but.is lower than in 1888. 

The deficiency in the potato crup has 
caused an advance in values in ali sections 
of the country. The averaze is 77.7 cents, 
an increase of more than 90 per cent. over 
the prices of the past two years. 

The returns show slightly higher prices 
for tobacco than have prevailed since 1887. 
The average is reported at 7.7 cents per 
pound, 

Hay alone, of all farm products, records 
a decline from last year. The present 
price is $7.74 per ton, and the slight falling 
off is due to the increased product. 


CAUCUS OF REPUBLICANS. 


Decision to Prolong Sessions of the Sen- 
ate to Thirteen Hours Daily. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—About forty Re- 
publican senators were in caucus until a 
late hour last night endeavoring to agree 
apon some plan for faciliating the trans- 
action of business in the senate. The 
wesiern senators vehemently urged the 
necessity of immediate action to relieve 
the stress in financial circles. The frieuds 
of the election bill, however, defended the 
management of that measure and pro- 
fessed their willingness to jadopt any fea- 
sible coutse to secure speedy action upon 
it. The result of the deliherations of the 
caucus Was un agreement that the election 
bill should be kept before the senate for the 
renaiuder of this week at least. Witha 
view to exhausting the debating powers of 
the minority, the senate will sit thirteen 
hours daily,froi 10 a. m. till 11 p. m. with 
an intermission for dinner. If this does 
not avail by the end of the week, the 
caucus committee is to present it cloiure 
pone to auother caucus next Mon- 

ay. eens

ITS PASSAGE UNCERTAIN. 


Senator Hoar’s Federal Election Bill 
Plans Meet with Opposition. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Considerable op- 
position to Senator Hoar’s plans with re- 
gard to the federal election bill has 
developed within the last few days, and 
there is now no certainty of the passxge 
of the measure. It was proposed last 
night by two or three Republican sena- 
tors, who are oppose'l to certaiu features of 
the bill, to recommit it either to the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections or the 
judiciary with a view of bringing in a 
modified system, which they think will 
accomplish all that can be done under the 
Hoar bill, and secure the cu-operation of 
all the Republicans. Senators Hoar, Ed- 
munds and Sherman are not disposed to 
accede to the proposition, and they will 
not abandon their. position so long as it 
can be held. 

A long conference was held last even- 
ing at which the new rule was discussed 
at great length. Senator E Imunds main- 
tained that the bill can be passed without 
the adoption of a rule to limit debate. 
His plan is to sit it out in continuous ses- 
sion, but other senators are not disposed 
to undergo the fatigue of sncha course. 
It is certain that unless this bill shall be 
disposed of very soon, other important 
measures will b> pressed, aud a strong 
effort made to substitute them. These 
measures mostly affect the financial situa- 
tion, and inclnde free coinage of silver, 
and an iver ase i» the volume of currency. 


OUR COUNTRY’S POPULATION. 


Including Indian Territory and Alaska, 
It Will Reach Sixty-three Millions. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The total popu- 
lation of the country, including Indians, 
etc., will reach 63,000,000. Already 
the census office has actually  re- 
turned, in rand figures, 315,000 Iniians 
and whites in the Indian Territory. 
These, with the population of Alaska, 
which Special Agent Petroff estimates at 
38,000, will bring up the total population 
of the country to 63,000,000, a numerical 
gain of 13,000.000 for the decade. 


AERIAL NAVIGATION. 


The New Air Ship Almost Ready to 
Make Her Trial Trip, 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—The Mt. Carmel 
Aeronautic Navigation company, said to 
have a large paid-up capital, which it pro- 
poses to invest in air ships, held its first 
stockholders’ meeting here. E. J. Pen- 
nington, the inventor of the flying ma- 
chine, said that the first of the ships was 
néaring completion, and that the plans 
for a trial trip over the country had al- 
ready been complete:l. This will occur 
in about three weeks. The ship will start 
from the place of its manufacture at Mt. 
Carmei, and travel to St. Louis,’a distance 
of 185 miles. From St. Louis it will sail 
up to Chicago and from here to New York. 
Mr. Pennington and his associate, R. H. 
Butler, propose to make the trip, taking 
with them half a dozen newspaper repre- 
sentatives, and any of the stockholders 
who wish to accompany them. The ves- 
sei with which the first trial is tobe made 
will be 200 feet in length. The cabin will 
be made of aluminum. 


WAS THE OLDEST CHIEF. 


Death of Hon. Israel Kimball, Twenty- 
eight Years in the Revenue Service. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Hon. Israel Kim- 
ball died at his residence in this city after 
a brief sickness. Mr. Kimball was born 
in Wells, Me., and graduated from Bow- 
doin college inthe class of °39. In the 
winter of 1862 he came to Washington in 
response to a telegram: from Secretary 
Chase, and became chief o1 division in the 
just organized department of internal 
revenue. He wasthe oldest chief of the 
division, having been in continuous serv- 
ice twenty-eight years. He leaves a 
widow, four daughters and one son. The 
remains will be taken to Portsmouth, N. 
H., for burial. 


No Favoritism. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1L—Representative 
Cutcheon introduced a bill to authorize 
the president to prescribe a system of ex- 
amination of enlisted men of the army to 
determine their fitness for promotion to 
the rank of second lieutenant. Vacancies 
in this grade are to be filled by the promo- 
tion of meritorious non-commissioned 
officers in their order of merit, and those 
for whom there are no vacancies may re- 
ceive an honorable discharge aud one 
year’s pay. The bill embodies suggestions 
contained in the last annual report of 
Secretary Proctor, relative to a means of 
preventing the exercise of favoritism in 
promotions.

Bos- 
ton dispatches last week stated that the 
police there were anxious to ascertain the 
whereabouts of Marshall F. Gillou, alias 
A. c. Stewart, charged with obtaining 
from Widow Mills of Neeibam, Mass., 
$2000 by fraud, and also for forgery and 
several minor charges. He was supposed 
to bein hiding either in Maine or Nova 
Scotia and had with him a woman, it was 
said, who was not his wife. In the latter 
purt of July last a man of prosperous ap- 
pearance, between 35 and 40 years of age, 
arrive) at Hubbard’s Cove, accompanied 
by his wife, agoud looking,stylish woman. 
The couple took up their residenceat the 
house of Josiah Miller,a well-to-do fish- 
erman, whose wife wasa sister of the 
newly arrived woman. 

With the exception of frequent visits 
made to the United States by the man 
the pair have sojourned at Hubbard’s 
Cove ever since. ‘Thev spent money like 
water, seeming to have an inexhaustible 
source of supply. Whenever funds ran 
short the man would start off for Boston 
and return in a few days with a fresh sup- 
ply, wikich would be expended as lavishly 
as what had gone before. The stranger 
was so inysterious in his movements that 
all the inhabitants lookel upon hi u with 
suspicion. The fe!l: w was heaid on sev- 
eral occasions to say that he received sup- 
plies of money from an old womanin the 
United States, for whom he was doing 
business. The man was known by several 
pan.es at Hubbard’s Cove. He said his 
pame was Marshall Gillou,but he received 
letters addressed to Frank Fring and 
Henry Schurman, and when he came to 
Halifax always taaveled under the name 
of Frank Fring. 

For some days past the couple seemed 
to be living in dread of detection and ar- 
rest, andon Monday their feurs reached 
the climax, when a dispatch from Boston 
was published in the Halifax papers. 
Shortly afterward the couple started out 
of the house together and went toward 
the woods. They did not retura for some 
hours, and the people with whom they 
were living began to suspect that some- 
thing serious hud happened. A search in 
their room was made and resultel io the 
discovery of a note left by the wife, which 
stated that they preferred death to arrest, 
and she wanted t> die with him. Parties 
at once started out to scour the woods, but 
the pair were not fouud till yesterday, 
lying together in an unconscious. condi- 
tion with an empty bottle of laudanum 
close by. They were suffering intensely 
when found, buw still alive. The doctors 
worked hard with them, but Gillou died 
last night, and the womanis in a very 
serious condition, with but slight hope of 
her recovery.

CHRISTIANS AND JEWS 


Alike Will Suffer Under the New Eussian 
Anti-Jewish Law. 

Sr. Perersscnc, Dec. 11.—The govern- 
ment will probably promuigate the new 
anti-Jewish law at the beginning of the 
coming year. One of the most important 
clauses of the new mieasure forbids the 
selling, leasing or mortgaging to Jews of 
any real estate in any part of the empire. 
Hitherto such a regulation has applied 
only to Poland. Another clause provides 
that Jews shall be dispossessed of any real 
estate they may hold. In the past, Jew- 
ish merchants, after paying the com- 
mercial tax of the first guild forten years, 
have been allowed to purchase real estate 
outside of the limits assigned to the Jew- 
ish populace. The new law cancels this 
privilege and compels them to sell all real 
estate that they may-have acquired. 
Jewish artisacs are also to be deprived of 
certain rights and are to be kept strictly 
within the limits assigned to the Jewish 
population. Repressive measures will be 
taken against Jews infringing the new 
law, as well as against Christians who 
may be found abetting them.

Repudiating His Own Mother. 

The recent death in Canada of Mrs, 
Sterling, mother of Charles M. Sterling, 
who was executed at Youngstown, O. 
for the murder of Lizzie Grombacher, 
has unveiled the facts concerning an in- 
cident that occurred shortly before his 
execution. His mother came from Max- 
well, Can., and though he had left home 
when but alad with maternal intuition 
she recognized him. When brought to 
his cell Sterling without the quiver of a 
muscle said: 

“You are mistaken, madam; I am not 
your son.” 

She implored him to recognize her, but 
he refused, and she returned home half 
convinced that she was mistaken. To 
his counsel Sterling said: 

“She is my mother, but Icould not 
break her heart by telling her that her 
son would behung. Keepit secret until 
she dies.” 

Her death caused his attorney, W. 8. 
Anderson, to break the seal of silence. 

“It was the most dramaticscene | ever 
witnessed,” said Mr. Anderson. ‘Ihave 
seen all the tragedians of the past quar- 
ter of a century, but none that compared 
to the scene on that occasion. The 
mother, every line in her face showing 
the most intense suffering, and her heart 
nearly broken, while the son, knowing 
that the truth would kill her, stood like 
astatue, his face showing the pallor of 
death, assuring her that she was mis- 
taken. Such intensity of action was 
never produced on any stage. It could 
not be.”—Cincinnati Enquirer.

Cosmetics are not the cure, nor bro- 
mides or the many nerve sedatives to be 
had at the drug shop.

Color and smoothness of outline 
come back to the face, an astonishing fresh- 
ness and comfort is the result, and if a nap 
of ten minutes can follow every trace of 
fatigue will vanish. 


Sterilized Water. 

Unless extraordinarily resistant, water 
becomes sterilized if it be at or near the 
boiling temperature for fifteen minutes. 
If the same degree of heat be maintained 
for five minutes all barmful micro-organ- 
isms will have been destroyed. Still less 
time serves to destroy the disease produc- 
ing varieties which are recognized as liable 
to occur in water. Thus merely raising to 
the boiling point a clear water containing 
the micro-organisms of malarial disorders, 
typhoid, cholera, cipitheria or of suppu- 
rutive j rocesses, and uliowing it to gradu. 
ally cool, insures the destruction of these 
germs. They are also destroyed by keep 
ing the water for from a quarter of an 
hour to half an hour at a temperature of 
70 degs. C. 

Occasionally, however, very resistant 
but harmless bacteria may get into water. 
The brief heating renders them sefe for 
drinking purposes; but when it is desired 
to destroy every micro-organism that may 
be present in a contaminated water, it 
should be heated for one hour and allowed 
to cool slowly. Then it may be used for 
cleansing wounds or for alkaloid solutions, 
which will keep indefinitely if no germs be 
introduced after the solution has been 
heated.—C. G. Currier, M. D. 


Sleep and Beauty. 

Patti and Lucca, and all the great singers 
and actresses and famous beauties who, 
like Mme. Recamier, were wondrously 
beautiful at an age when ordinary women 
retire from the festive scenes of beau 
monde, understood the value of this great 
restorer, and owed their well preserved 
beauty to sleep. The Post-Dispatch tells 
of an unusually handsome St. Louis wo- 
man, who has at the age of almost fifty 
years the fine, well rounded figure and 
elastic step and carriage of a girl, the deli- 
cate, rose hued skin and the brilliancy of 
youth in her eyes, saysthat she has made 
it a rule to retire at 9 o0’clock, except on 
very rare occasions, and then she takes a 
nap in the afternoon to prevent the ill ef- 
fects of the late hours which are to follow. 
Our American women of all classes need 
more than any other people in the world 
the rest and refreshment which only sleep 
can give to over wrought nerves and over 
worked systems, for nowhere else do the 
women live under so much physical and 
mental strain. 


Muffling the Throat. 

This is the time of year when school 
children begin to tie silk handkerchiefs 
about the throat. The Ledger reminds 
people thut this is not wise, if one can pos 
sibly do without the muffling, for if once 
begun it must be carried through the en 
tire season, or colds will tesult.

The 
section further provides that the board or 
committee making the recount shall then 
again seal the envelope or envelopes with 
the seal of the city or town or a seal pro- 
vided for that purpose, and endorse upon 
the envelope or envelopes a certificate that 
the same has been opened and again sealed 
by Sthemj in conformity to law; and _ 
envelope or envelopes sealed as aforesaid 
shall be returned to the city clerk, etc. 

The Committee complied with the above 
requiremeuts before reporting to the Coun- 
cil, and the ballots are now in the City 
Clerk's official keeping.

Murphy's Long Leap for Life. 

John Murphy, a harness maker of 
Cleveland, sat up with a sick friend at 
Rocky river and started to walk home 
next morning on the Nickel Plate track. 
While crossing the bridge over Rocky 
river, which is ninety-two feet above the 
water, he was overtaken by a passenge1 
train. Heshouted to the engineer and 
started to run, but it was too late. The 
shriek of the whistle, the roar of the train 
and the trembling of the bridge caused 
Murphy to become panicstricken, so 
that instead of lying down on the outer 
timbers, as he might have done with 
perfect safety, he leaped from the bridge 
into the chasm below. 

The passengers on the train and three 
or four persons in the vicinity saw Mur- 
phy turn over several times in his awful 
fall and strike the water, which is only 
six feet deep at this point, and supposed 
he was killed. The keeper of the boat- 
house, a short distance below, pulled 
rapidly to the spot, found Murphy still 
struggling and hauled him into the boat. 
He vomited freely, but quickly recov- 
ered, and on the arrival of a physician 
it was found that, although badly shaken 
up and bruised, he had sustained no seri- 
ous injury.—Cor. Chicago Herald. 


About Folding Election Ballots.

Electric Oil Well Drills. 

A patent has been granted for an elec- 
trical drilifor oil wells. The device con- 
sists of a series of motors in tandem. 
connected in such a way as to make one 
motor. The design has been to get the 
power within ua six inch diameter, so 
that the entire mechanism, which much 
resembles a common boiler, can be low- 
ered in the well, and the power can be 
applied at the bottom. The drill bits 
are firmly fastened on the rod, which is 
worked rapidly in and out of a cylinder, 
after the manner of a piston rod.—New 
York Telegram. 


Women Lasso a Vicious Deer. 

R. G. Lanham, a farmer, was attacked 
on his farm near Sherman by a large 
buck deer, which escaped from the Bat- 
sell park, and gored very badly. Lan- 
ham's wife and daughter came to the 
rescue, lariated the animal and tied it 
toatree.

NEARLY $20,000 WAS STOLEN. 


Boston Brokers Have an ex-Cashier Ar 
rested for Embezzlement. 


Bostox, Dec. 12.—Henry B. Blue,a clerk 
employed by Thoma; H. Perkins & Co., 
stock brokers at 68 Devonshire street, was 
arrested, charged with the embezzlement 
of $17,345 from his employers. The mouey, 
it is alleged, has been taken at various 
times since May, 1888. 

The young man is about 26 yearsof age 
and is married, but has no children, it is 
said. He entered the employ of the firm 
in January, 1888, as aclerk, and ina few 
months was promoted to the position of 
bookkeeper and cashier. He gave perfect 
satisfaction to his employers until August 
or September of this year. He was then 
accused of having taken small sums of 
money by making false entries in the 
books, and he was dischargel. He has 
been out of employment: ever since. 

The firm then employed an expert to ex- 
amine their books, and the latter found 
in this way money Lad been taken ever 
since May, 1888, to the amountof nearly 
$20,000. The matter was placed m the 
hands ot lawyers. The police were in- 
formed of the facts, and Inspector Ger- 
raughty and Burke have been looking for 
Blue. Yesterday they met him in the 
street and arrested him. 

He was taken to police headquarters and 
will probably remain there until he pro- 
cures bail. He bought a house in Well- 
ington, Mass.,and lived there with his 
wife until October last, when he sold the 
place and moved to South Boston, where 
he now lives. The young man has spent 
ull the money he obtained, it is said, and 
his wife is in rather unfortunate cir- 
cumstances. It is stated by the counsel of 
Blue that the latter’s mother had offered 
to settle with the firm for the entire 
amount, and he had supposed the thing 
had been all fixed up. 


CANADIAN MINING 


Twenty Millions Involved in a Scheme 
for Theil: Development. 


ToRONTO, Dec. 12.—The Board of Trade 
of Toronto, members of the Ontario gov- 
ernment and representatives of the Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Pacific railway<,have 
returned from a visit to the Sudbury 
nickel mines, which they inspected with 
the view of determinius theic imnvortance 
in connection with th: pro»wsed es ablish- 
ment of nickel steel work: iu Cinada. The 
Dominion and Ontario governments are 
being asked to bonus an extension of the 
Central Ontario railway through to Sud- 
bury tothe extent of $1,500,000. They are 
also asked to pay the interest on $5,000,000 
of capital stock for the nickel steei piint 
fora period of ten years. It is said the 
extension of this railway to Sudbary will 
traverse iron-bearing territory 100 miles 
in extent, and by connecting these great 
mineral deposits the assistance of the two 
governments will enable Canada to mann- 
facture her raw materials and furnish 
nickel steel to European markets. The 
Dominion government now pays a bonus 
of 22aton upon the mavufacture of pig 
iron. The enterprise is a gigautic oné, in- 
volving the investment of more than $20,- 
000,000, and, it is believed, willbe sup- 
ported by both the Canadian governments 
and by the Canadian people. 


NATIONAL FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 


INTERESTS. 


Council Will Meet in Washington in Feb- 
ruary—Newspaper Legislation. 


SANFORD, Fla., Dec. 12.—President Polk 
of the National Farmers’ Alliauce has 
named Friday, Feb. 6, 1891, as thedate, and 
Washington as the place of holding the 
first meeting cf the national legisiative 
council, wh.ch is compose of the national 
president and the presidents of all the 
state Alliances By a resolution adopted 
at the last convention the Alliance is 
bound to withhold «ll support from 
Newspapers which do not conduct Alli- 
ance departments or at least publish Alli- 
ance news regulariy. This arrangement 
does not require a support of Alliance 
measures or an advocacy of Alliance de- 
mands on the part of these newspapers in 
their editorial columns, but dces expect a 
certain degree of friendliness on their part, 
and amounts to an absolute boycott of all 
newspapers which do uot come up to the 
terms of the resolution. 


LYNN’S MISSING MAN. 


The Police Not Inclined to Believe in 
the Murder Theory. 


LYNN, Mass., Dec. 12.—The police of 
this city are making a vigorous search for 
Frank White, the missing young E iglish- 
man, but have as yet struck no trail. 
There are those of his friends who believe 
he has gone back to England, where his 
early years were passed, though he has a 
fatber now in Brooklyn. White drank to 
& limited extent. it is said. He was 
a capable machinist at the Thomson-Hous- 
ton works. The police do not believe that 
White is dead. They anticipate that he 
may be off on a timeand perhaps detained. 
An intimate friend, who was the last 
man to see him on the day White left, 
said that the missing man then appeared 
happy enough. There is no reason to be- 
lieve in any murder theory, and the police 
take no stock in it. 


TERRIBLE REVENGE. 


Killing of Five Persons Followed by the 
Suicide of the Murderer. 


St. Louis, Dee. 12.—A special to The 
Republic from Fort Smith, Ark., says: 
Charles Joplin shot and killed five per- 
sons at the Je.ny Lind mine, thirteen 
miles from here, and then committed sui- 
cide by shooting himself. Those he killed 
were John Miller, his wife, his grown 
daughter Lou, Dr. Stewart, a prominent 
physician, and a man whose name is not 
known. ‘The only clue to the cause of the 
killing lies in a report that Dr. Stewart 
intimated that Joplin was the cause of 
Miss Miller’s trouble.

He Asks for an Inspection of the Work- 
ings of the Civil Service System--Other 
Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—The hous3 com- 
mittee on merchant marine and fisheries 
has virtually agreed upon a bill to be re- 
ported to the house by Chairman Fargu- 
har as a substitute for the senate tonnage 
aud subsidy shipping bills. The bill pro- 
vides that there shall be paid to any 
United States sail or steam vessel plying 
between the ports of the United States 
and foreign ports: If a steam vessel of 
not exceeding eleven knots speed, or if a 
sailing vessel, 20 cents per gross register 
ton for each thousand miles sailed either 
outward or inward; if of more than 
eleven knots speed 1 cent additional per 
ton for each aduitional kvot up to 30 
ce ts per ton for a speed of over twenty 
knots, The speed of vessels shall be as- 
certaised by a four hours’ trial run. The 
payments are to continue for ten years at 
the full rate, and thereafter for nine years 
atan annual reduction of one-tenth the 
full rate. Payments are not to be made for 
more than 7000 miles sailed on any voyage, 
nor when the port is not more than sev- 
enty miles seaward from the boundary of 
the United States. No vessel shall be en- 
titled to the benefits of the act unless its 
entire cargo shall be loaded at a port of 
the Unite:! States and discharged at one 
or more foreign ports, or loaded abroad 
and discharged here; nor shall any vessel 
of less than sixteen knots speed, not car- 
rying the United States mails, receive 
payment unless it shall have freight on 
board of at least 25 per cent. of the net 
cargocapacity. To be entitled to the ben- 
efits of the act all the offi--rs of any vessel 
must be citizens of tue Uuiied Statcs, and 
during the first two years the act shall be 
in force at least one-sixth of the crew 
must be citizens; during the next three 
years at least one-third, and during the 
remaining years at least one-third. 

Vessels already built, to receive bounty 
must be of not lower than the second 
class (Al 1-2) and vessels herexfter built 
must be constructed sv as to receivea 
good rating. Vessels of more than twelve 
knots hereafter built are required to be 
structurally adapied to conversion into 
auxiliary cruisers or transports for the 
naval service, uni plans mustbe submit- 
ted to the secretary of the navy for ap- 
proval. Provision is made for determin- 
ing the value of vessels desired for the 
naval service and carrying United States 
mails at the demznd of the postmaster 
general, 


CIVIL SERVICE. 


r. Roosevelt Invites Congressmen to 
Inspect the system. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—Civil Service 
Comwuissioner Roosevelt is exhibiting to 
conzressmen of botn parties the workings 
of the commission. He had a large uum- 
ber of congressmen at the commission 
rooms yesterday .n rning, and was at the 
house in the afternoon, inviting more for 
to-day. He says every opponent who sees 
the practical methods of the commission 
exemplified is converted. 

“All the 600 appoinments called for by 
the luw of July last have now been ma le,” 
suid Mr, Roosevelt to a Star reporter. 
“Of this number a little more than one- 
half were from the northern states; a little 
le-~s than half from the southern states.” 

“All these appointments were made 
absolutely without regard to any consid- 
eration other than the stan iing of the ap- 
plicants. ‘Ihe books of the commission 
are open at all times, and we shouid be 
gla if the correspondent of any paper in 
any state, or any otber individual from 
any of the states would come in and see 
how the work of the civil service commis- 
sion isdone. Political or partisiu con- 
siderations have absolutely no weight 
here. 

“All the states are now substantially 
even so far as their quota on the registers 
are concerned. None of the registers of 
the states, excepting those of Oaio and 
Pennsylvania, have too many eligibles 
upon them, and many hive too few. Thus 
Minnesota and Iowa really ought to have 
more names on the register than they 
have.”

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A WIDELY-KNOWN CRIMINAL. 


How “Bill the Rrute,”’ Now in Jail in 
: Boston, Obtained His ‘Title.’ 

Boston, Dec. 12.—An event in the life 
of the man named Parker, alias Stetson, 
who is now in the jail on Charles street 
waiting the pleasure of the Philadelphia 
Police, who charge him with stealing a 
diamond ring, s!ovs his terrible greed 
for ill-gotten gains. Some years ago he, 
with two other criminals, who were in 
the bank breaking business in Europe, 
succeeded in getting a “big haul’’—250,000 
francs—from a bank at Lyons, France, 
They hid the money in a graveyard on the 
night of the burglary. Some time later 
Parker and one of his companions named 
Guerin went to the graveyard to get the 
money to divide. They quarreled there, 
and Parker, hoping to get the entire pro- 
ceeds, drew a revolver and fized at bis 
comrade, the bullet badly injuring the lat- 
ter in the right side. 

But Guerin was not a coward; instead 
of succumbing to his wound, he,too,drew 
@ revolver as he lay on the ground, and 
fired repeatedly atthe running form of 
Parker. The latter, fearing that people 
would be attracted to the spot, returned, 
and under cover of Guerin’s revolver, 
promised not only to divide the money, 
but to nurse Guerin and take him safely 
from the country. The promises ‘so made 
were kept, but from the time that affair 
became public, Parker has been known to 
the professional thieves of the world and 
to the police of Europe and America by 
the appellation of “Bill, the Brute.” 


JUDGE GRESHAM’S DECISION. 


A Ruling Which Solidifies the Interstate 
Commerce Law. 


Cnicaco, Dec. 12—Judge Gresham has 
decided the cases of Charles Counselman, 
the Board of Tradecommission merchant, 
and James C. Peasley, an official of tne 
Chicago, Barlington and Quincy railroad, 
involving a violation of the interstate 
commerce law in the shipment of grain 
at reduced rates. Briefly reviewing the 
proceedings in the district court, and the 
points raised there, Judge Gresham held 
thet Mr. Counselmau must answer the 
questions, because he was fully protected 
under section 860 of the constitntion from 
evidence he micht give. In the case of 
Peasley, Judge Gresham decided that Mr. 
Peasley must produce the paners and evi- 
dence which had been called for. Both 
petitions for a writ of habeas corpus were 
denied and Counselman and Peasley re- 
manded to the custody of the United 


States marshal. Pending the appeal 
to the United States supreme 
court both men will be released 
on bail. Judge Gresham’s ruling 


is looked upon by eminent lawyers as 
firmly establishing the interstate com- 
merce’ law by providing an avenue by 
which to reach violators. 


A ROCKAWAY SENSATION. 


Son of an ex-Mayor Charged with Ob- 
taining Money Under False Pretences, 


Far Rockaway, L. IL, Dec. 12..—W. P. 
Alexander, 35 years of age, who is said to 
be a son of a former mayor of Springfield, 
Mass.. and who has been living herein 
good style for nearly two years, has been 
arrested and taken to New York, charged 
with passing a worthless check for $50 on 
Ebrich Bros. of Sixth avenue. It is al- 
leged that a number of other persons are 
looking for Mr. Alexander for obtaining 
money from them on bogus or forged 
checks Among these is ex-Alderman 
Miller of Long Island City, who cashed a 
$75 check drawn on Meeklem Bros., bank- 
ers, of Greenwich street, New York, to 
the order of W. P. Alexander, and signed 
with the name of Alian M. Still. The 
check was returned unpaid, no such per- 
son as Still having an account with the 
bank. Mr. Miller will prosecute Alexan- 
der for obtaining money under false pre- 
tences. 


NEW YORK FAILURES. 


Tebacco Cominission Merchant and Lig- 
uor Dealers Suspend Business. 


NEW YorK, Dec. 12.—Henry Siebert, to- 
bacco commission merchant, has sus- 
pended. Mr. Siebert did a large business, 
handling western tobacco on commission 
chiefly. He claimed a capital of $100,000, 
In the trade his liabilities are estimated 
at $250,000. Itis thought he has enough 
assets to pay in full. 

Venable & Heyman, whelesale liquor 
denlers, have made an sasignmeut, giving 
preferenc’s of $31,170. Besides carrying a 
large stock of whiskivs, they were agents 
for several foreign liquor houses. They 
claimed a capital of $209,000, and that 
their profits for the year 1889 were $91,- 
000. Mr. Dean, the assignee, said the lia- 
bilities were between $300,000 and $400,- 
000. They had large assets,and he thought 
there was only a temporary deficiency. 


Against the Government. 

New York, Dec. 12.—The trial of an ae- 
tion by Leopold Ulmann, an importer of 
buttons in this city, against Collector 
Ernarat,to recover alleged excessive duties 
imposed upon certain importations, was 
coucluded before Judge Lacombe in the 
United States circuit court. The jury 
rendered a verdict in favor of the plaintiff. 
The amount involved is small, but there 
are a number of similar cases invoiving 
many thousands of dollars.

MORE INDIAN TALES. 


The Red Men are Now Squabbling 
Among Themsalives. 


MANY SIOUX ARE STARVING. 


They are Willing to Work, buat Have 
Nothing to Do--Prediction That Next 
Spring Will Witness an Uprising. 


St’ PAvL, Dec, 12—A Pine Ridge 
Agency special to The Pioneer Press 
Says: 

‘he first reliable information from 
Baptist Gonva and Louise Sheugran, the 
leaders and intrepreters of the half-dozen 
scouts who were sent out several days ago, 
was brought in last night by Yankton 
Charley, one of the Indian soldiers who 
accompanied them. He reports that whea 
they first entered the camp at the edge of 
the Bad Lavids many of the Indians were 
for killing them, This precipitated a row 
in which Two Strike and his followers, 
who are desirous of coming to the agency, 
defended the scouts, and they remained 
and industriously engaged in the double 
task of peacemaking and collecting stolen 
horses. 

Yankton Charley said that the nostiles 
told of askirmish that had taken place 
over on the Cheyenne river, and that two 
of their men had been killed, but had been 
brought back to life by the Messith. He 
says that the time since the council was held 
at the agency last week has been spent in 
counciling and quarreling among them 
selves asto whether they should surren- 
deror not, and that this difference of 
opinion resulted in a final row yesterday, 
when guns were drawn and an attempt 
made to take Two Strike’s life. In this 
they were foiled by the timely interven- 
tion of Two Strike’s 1g hew and Nursing 
Bear. These two Indians knocked two or 
three of the assailants down with their re- 
volvers and the riot ended in a division of 
the camp, the greatest number joining 
Two Strike and declaring their inten- 
tion tocome tothe az ncy: while thirty 
or forty liges,uncer the leadership of 
Short Bull and Kicking Bear, put for the 
interior of the Bad Lands and declared 
their intention to fight. 

Short Bull and Kicking Bear, with Sells 
Pistol and Good Thunder, are the head 
men who broke their word with Fr. Jute 
and failed to appear with the rest of the 
Indians at Gen. Brocke’s council last 
week. The sixth cavalry left Rapid City 
yesterday for the Bad Lands. Chief 
scouts, Frank Gouard, still thinks that 
strategy may win and that war may be 
averted. 

Gen. Brooke has issued orders for troops 
to be ready to march on the Bad Lands 
to-day, and active preparations were in 
progress all day yesterday. 


WAIT TILL SPRING: 


An Army Physician Says We Will Then 
See a Great Uprising. 


KANsAs City, Dee. 12.—Dr. H.Vooleut- 
twitz of the United States army, and on 
his way from Fort Reno, L T., to Pine 
Ridge Agency, says all uneivilized Indi- 
ans of the Indian Territory have the Mes- 
siah craze, and there is dancing going on. 
No one is alarmed, however, as there are 
enough soldiers to prevent trouble. He 
anticipates no trouble until spring, when 
he predicts one of the greutest Indian up- 
risings in the history of the country. He 
emphasizes the statement that the only 
good Indian isadead one. Even the gov- 
ernment scouts have been participating 
in the ghost dances. He says there are 
9000 young bucks in the territory who are 
eager for glory, and th old c ‘+s encour 
age them by telling them of former vic- 
tories. Hetells of three young squaws 
who -went to school three years and as 
soon as they returned they put on a 
blanket and joined in the ghost dance, 
He says the Indians are better armed than 
the whites. 


STARVATION RATIONS. 


Yankton Sioux Receive I1!-Treatment at 
the Government's Hands. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 12.—Capt.-C. H. Conrad, 
in a report received by Gen. Miles, says, 
the 1700 Indians at the Yankton Sioux 
Agency are receiving rations enough now 
for barely two days out of seven and are 
starving. Crops have failed them owing 
to the dreught, and thoug) they are will- 
ing to work there is no work obtainable 
for such a number during the winter. On 
ration day, the poor cevils, many of them 
old and decrepit, of both sexes, are so fam- 
ished that they cannot resist eating at 
once practicnlly all that they receive, not- 
withstanding another issue of food is not 
due fora week. Capt. Conrad adds that 
it 1s a standing complaint that these same 
Indians have #1750 owing them for ranl- 
road right of way locked up in the United 
States treasury and that individuals 
among them are still unpaid for services 
rendered the government as far buck as 
1862. 

Searching for Professor Bancroft. 

PROVIDENCE, Dec. 12.—The party of 
Brown students which searched East 
Providence for traces of the nissing pro- 
fessor, T. W. Bancroft, came in last night 
with nothing new. Later a resident of 
East Providence came to the college and 
said he had seen Bancroft Thursday after- 
noon. Alo:g meeting was held at the 
college last night, and this morning 120 
students,headed by their professors,started 
in six divisions and will search the east 
shore of the river and adjacent country 
from East Providence to Barrington. 


Brazilian Finances. 

Rio JANEIRO, Dec. 12.—There is puh- 
lished here a government decree authoriz- 
ing the fusion of the Banco Nacional and 
the Banco Estado. Unides under the title 
“Banco de Kepublica.”” The new organ- 
ization will have a capital of 200,000,000 
milreis. The decree also authorizes the 
issue of a loan of 600,000,000 milreis against 
one-third that «mount in gold. 


Charged with Stealing $100,000. 

CHicaGo, Dec. 12.—P. G. Stoddard was 
arrested on a warrant charging embezzle- 
ment. Stoddard is accused of embezzling 
bonds of the Chicago and Arkansas Con- 
struction company to the amount of $%,- 
200,000, with an actual face value esti- 
mated at $100,000. The warrant was sworn 
‘out by F. H. Mordecan. Stoddard was re- 
leased on $6000 bail. 


Ran a Mile Off the Track.

VERDICT OF PUBLIC OPINION AND 
THE VERDICT OF THE sURY.

Wrong iften Done One Accused by Pre- 
senting Unfavorable Evidence Before 
His Trial—Practice Opposed to Pre- 
sumption of Innocence Given by the Law- 


Trial by newspaper, a system much in 
vogue in our day, not only often does 
infinite wrong to the accused, but in 
many cases tends to bring the law into 
disrepute. 

A man is killed, and a local reporter 
heads his report with “MURDER” in 
large capitals. The man who did the 
killing, advised by counsel, holds his 
tongue. The reporter gathers ‘‘all” the 
facts from all parties, saving such as are 
interested in the accused. The public 
read this imaginative description, filled 
with conjectures as to incidents, stated 
with the direct assertion of acknowl- 
edged facts, and launches its verdict in 
accord with the alliterative headlines of 
the loca] journal’s report of the killing. 

The case is tried. The excitement has 
died out, and the public is only interest- 
ed in the verdict. Public interest in the 
facts is dead. They know them from the 
report of the paper at the time of the 
killing. The local journal itself some- 
times apologizes to its readers for lack of 
full reports of the testimony, because 
‘‘we gave them at the time of the kill- 
ing.” The meager statements in the 
daily press of the testimony of the wit- 
nesses during the trial are not read. The 
verdict of the jury, based on the actual 
facts, is opposed to the verdict of public 
opinion, based on the assumed facts or 
the energetic reporter's conjectures stat- 
ed as facts. A tirade of abuse is now 
heaped on law, lawyers, judges and 
juries, when not one of the eloquent 
abusers would have rendered a different 
verdict had he been in the jury box. 

This is all wrong. A verdict obtained 
after trial according to law should be 
acquiesced in; otherwise confidence in 
the administration of justice is im- 
paired, and without this lawlessness 
must sooner or later come. Trial by 
newspaper omits to observe two funda- 
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mental principles—that the accused is 
presumed innocent until a jury convicts 
him, and that it were better a guilty 
man should escape than that any manor 
set of men should have the power to 
make an innocent man appear guilty. 
It is within the proper province of the 
press to report the known facts about a 
crime, but not to draw from those facts, 
much less from assumed facts or con- 
jectures, conclusions as to the guilt of 
one accused or suspected. That is for 
the jury.

A Story of 5,003 Manuscripts. 

I know an editor who is at t19 head of 
a popular periodical which, from its pe 
culiar character, invites and receives 
probably more manuscripts in a single 
year than such m:.zazines as The Cent- 
ury, Scribner's or Harper’s. This year 
he has already exhausted two manu 
script record books, each holding 2,000 
entries, and the third is already half 
ed. In other words, he has received 
in ten months more than 5,000 mann- 
scripts. 1! had the curiosity to look into 
the figures last week which this enor- 
mous deluge of manuscripts told, and 
they were interesting. There had been 
received, for example, a trifle more than 
500 short stories, yet only 11 of these 
had been accepted, less than 2 per cent! 
Of over 1;500 poems a few over 30 had 
been acceptel. a little better than 2 per 
cent! and yetevery manuscript had been 
carefully read. and the position of the 
magazine is such that it isin a way of 
getting much good material.—Edward

Epidemics Among Animals. 

The epidemics which show themselves 
at certain intervalsin cattle and othe: 
domesticated animals have recently been 
the subjects of many reports and discus- 
sions. Among these diseases none has at 
tracted more attention than that which 
has recently decimated canaries and other 
cage birds. Not very long ago upward 
of 1,800 canaries died in one year at Nor- 
wich, England, and occasioned a loss to 
the owners estimated at about $5,000. A 
medical man is now stated to be hard at 
work inquiring as tothe true cause of 
the disease. which at present is thonght 
to partake of the characterof diphtheria 
The subject isan important one. as the 
transmission of diphtheria to children 
from domestic animals has come to be 
not caly frequent but occasionally most 
serious in effects.—New York Comuner- 
cia] Advertiser. :

The azricult- 
ural, industrial znd scientific worlds are 
levied upon for improved machinery and 
appliances. Not only are the cattle fed 
in Danish fashion, but by the use of spe- 
cial methods 10 per cent. more butter is 
extracted from a gallon of milk than 
ever before. These fancy products are 
put in the highest markets and yicld s 
Tevenue not to be approached by the old 


system of women's work.—London Let 
ter.

PARNELL REACHES KILKENNY. 


He Has Varied Experiences Along the 
Route— McCarthyites Will Issue a 
Penny Daily —Drift of Irish Sentiment, 


New York, Dec. 18—This morning 
William O’Brien, Timothy Harrington 
and T. D. Gill sailed for Europe. Messrs. 
O’Brien and Gill go by the steamer Obdam 
of the Netherlands and Mr. Harrington 
sailed on the Etruria. The three em- 
barked last night about 10 o’clock, bus 
before doing so they received a great 
many of their friends at the Hoffman 
house. The visitors had none but the 
kindest words tor the departing envoys. 
Mr. Harrineton received a delegation of 
members of the Irish national teague that 
are insympathy with Parnell. William 
O’Brien favored the newspapers with a 
farewell interview, which wax as follows: 

“Mr. Gill and I leave for France to-mor- 
row morni»g, to use our best efforts to se- 
cure a reunion of ths Irish factions, Mr.

He says that the 
wwoers of these vessels, instead of tak- 
im¢ ont fishing licenses, with permits to 
touch and trade. sail them under regie 
ters, for reasons wholly connected 
with the customs laws of Canada 
and Newfoundland; that they take in 
the vessels the necessary salt, nets and 
fi-hing geart-- “> purpose of making 
the catch, but @ «ines the tronble in 
Fortune Bar iu ...7,when their nets were 
destrored by the iwhabitants and their 
vessels driven off. it has been found ex- 
pedient to pronpi‘iate the natives by mak- 
ing them pecuniarily interested in the 
Procurement of the “fares” of the vessels, 
and consequentiy thet of Inte years our 
fishermen have been employing native 
fishermen to ron their nets across the 
stall coves, or indentations of the shore, 
so as to obtain snfficient quantities of 
herring to lovd their vessels. 

He sass further that the fish, after being 
secured in this manner, and bailed out of 
the water, are delivered in boata direerly 
on hoard the fishing vessels, where they 
are either frezen and packed in bulk, so 
that, when unlaien, they can be packei 
in packaces suitalJe for our marketa. It 
also appears that the collector informed 
the fishermen that “fare<.” or carzoes, of 
the vessels so cancht and preservei, upon 
being lunded at Gloucester, would be en- 
titled to free entry under the provisions 
im the free list for “‘fish, the product of 
American fisheries.” 

In reply to the collector, Assistant Sec- 
Tetary Spaulding says that “while it has 
been heid by tbe department that fish 
caught by forei-m vessels and purchased 
by American fishing vessels would not be 
entitled to fr-e entry as products of the 
American fisheries, yet it has also been 
held that fish taken by the crews of 
American vessels, with the assistance of 
men aud nets hired in Newfoundland for 
that purpos: would be free of duty as such 
products.

During the month of November twelve 
patients were admitted to the City Hospi- 
tal, making with those already there an 
average of sixteen and one-sixth cared 
for.

A BRAINTREE BRIDGE. 


Some Opposition to the Proposed Changes 
of Elm Street, 


Tbe proposed changes at Elm street 
crossing are attracting considerable atten- 
tion and speculation, at least in the north 
part of the town. But so far as can be ob- 
served there is no real opposition mani- 
fested to the building of an overhead 
bridge over the tracks. The property- 
holders likely to be affected by the proposed 
change are the ones who offer most of 
the opposition. This was to have been ex- 
pected, for none of us would like to have 
the value of our real estate injured in any 
way witbout protesting against it. But 
we do not suppose that there is any in- 
tention, in this matter to take advantage, 
even when backed up by law, of taking 
property without giving full compensation 
to the owner in every instance. 

A good deal is made of the fact that no 
serious accident ever occurred on the cross- 
ing avd this being the case the present 
arrangement is good enough and ought to 
be continued. This is all good enough, 
but let an accident take place there to- 
morrow, which, who can tel), but it may, 
what would all this kind of talk amount 
to? The fact is Elm street crossing is a 
dangerous crossing and any intelligent 
man, whether living in Braintree or out 
of Braintree will say so should they wit- 
ness the amount of travel, both of carriage 
traffic and foot travel, that is constantly 
passing over it. Why, just think of the 
number of trains that are almost in- 
cessantly passing and repassing at that 
point, over the main road and South Shore 
branch and the wonder is that some fright- 
ful accident has never occured. 

Noone will deny that there is a great 
liability to the occurrance of such an acci- 
dent. Tosuch a person as we have sup- 
posed, the present arrangement is of the 
rudest kind, and one in keeping with an 
early civilization What simoler arrange- 
Ment could be mud + than now exists there? 
Does it even preteud io exclude foot travel 
across the tracks even when the gates are 
down? It is an undonbted credit to the 
men who have and sti!] act as gate-keepers, | 
but they cannot have their eye on every | 
thing, and the things they mostly have 
their eye on are carriages and other kinds 
of vehicles and not particalarly fixed on | 
people going afoot; for really the gates are 
not intended to exclude such from creeping | 


underneath or getting around them at the 
opening at the end and crossing the tracks. | 
As we have said the present arrangement : 
is of the simplest kind and the attempt now 
being made is to provide a more reliable | 
and effective one, and this in the interest | 
of public safety. — Observer. |

By the promise 
pay at a certain bank on acertain day 
the maker is bound to have the m ney 
at the place appointed at all times within 
the banking hours on that day, so that 
if the note is presented five mi 
aiter the bank is opened in the mor 
and payment is refused, the pro is 
broken, the note is dishonored. 2nd it 
protested without presenting 1t agai 
the protest fees must be borne by the 
maker. If, however, the maker can find 
the holder of the note at any time before 
the close of banking hours, and tenders 
him the face of the note, he may thereby 
ave the honor of the paper ana te 
usual fees of protest.

When we were 
attached to the train, we found ourselves 
entirely turned about, and apparently going 
back to Quincy. The Ioclanthe is an un- 
usually large car, and we were unable to 
| have it set aright until we reached Topeka. 

Here we were taken out on toa turn- 
| table equal to the emergency, and fairly 
started westward at last. It generally took 
| me an hour each morning to satisfy myself 
| of the direction of our travels. 
Nothing of particular interest occurred 
|to mar orto enhance the pleasure of our 
|trip until we were on the soil of the state 
of our adoption. We came into California 
|early Saturday morning, and enjoyed the 
| ride over our little desert, wondering how 
| there could be suffcient grade on that 
seemingly level stretch of sand to require 
|two large engines to take usalong. Two

Around the World in a 22 Foot Boat. 

Two old sailors, Godfrey Sykes and 
Charles McLean, are going to coast 
around the world in a twenty-two foot 
boat. They launched their small craft 
on the Colorado at Needles, Cal., Satur- 
day. Their course is down the Gulf of 
California, along the Mexican and South 
American coast, round Cape Good Hope 
to Cape St. Roque, then across the At- 
lantic to Sierra Leone, thence east along 
the European coast to Great Britain. 

The return trip will be through the 
Mediterranean, Suez canal, Indian ocean, 
and China ser, and by the Russian coast 
to Alaska, and thence home. Their boat, 
built by themselves, is 22 feet over all 
and 7 feet 3 inches beam, of Mackinaw 
type, with twenty-one strong steel ribs. 
She has water tight lockers and will 
carry three sails. She will havea cen- 
terboard with six feet surface. Provis- 
ions for four months will be carried, and 
the men expect to make the voyage in 
two and a half years. 

McLean is a Scotchman, who served 
seven years asa whaler. He has dream- 
ed of this trip for years and saved 
money for the purpose. Godfrey Sykes 
is an Englishman of good education, 
who ran away tosea. He also had the 
“fad” of circumnavigating the globe, 
and he prepared himself for it by a very 
thorough study of navigation. Singular- 
ly enough, these two men, with a craze 
for sea voyaging, met on an Arizona cat- 
tle ranch, and around the camp fire at 
night learned of their mutual dreams. 
They pooled their capital, built the 
boat, and willstay by each other to the 
end.—Cor. St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


The Ginkgo Tree in Boston. 

No tree, scarcely, excepting the Wash- 
ington elm, at Cambridge, is more fa- 
mous than the ginkgo tree near the Joy 
street gate on the common. Dr. Holmes 
celebrates it, and others often mentioned 
it; but I notice with pain that its name 
is often misspelled **jingo.” It has never 
shown signs of fruiting, and for my part 
[ confess that I, until now, had no idea 
that itis a fruit tree. But Garden and 
Forest says that the Japanese ginkgo 
tree does sometimes bear fruit, that a 
tree planted in the grounds of the mili- 
tary academy of Kentucky produced 
fruit several years ago, and that one of 
the trees in Central park, New York, is 
now frnitful. A tree in the garden of 
Charles J. Wistar, 2g Germantown, Pa., 
now about forty years old, bore a few 
fruits last year for the first time. The 
fruit of the ginkgo is somewhat similar 
to an olive, with a large, hard nut sur- 
rounded by thick oily flesh which soon 
becomes rancid and is very disagreeable. 
The kernel of the nut, however, has a 
delicate almond like flavor much liked 
by the Japanese, who use great quanti- 
ties of these seeds as dessert fruit.—Bos- 
ton Advertiser. 


An Historical Oak. 

Relics from southern battlefields are 
still finaing their way to the north, and 
they excite a good deal of interest among 
the veterans. At the office of Frederick 
E. Hovey there has arrived a section of 
an oak tree about 44 feet long and 12 
inches through. It was purchased asa 
relic from a farmer at Chickamauga for 
$8. and he secured another dollar for 
carrying it to the railroad, nine miles 
away. It was shipped July 10, and 
should have arrived here weeks ago, but 
the car was sidetracked during the strikes 
and did not arrive here until this month. 
This piece of oak is deeply imbedded 
with shells. There are two whole shells 
partly visible and fourteen small pieces. 
The cap on one of these shellsis three 
inches in diameter, and a few letters can 
be deciphered on it which might tell its 
make. The pieces have grown in and 
are partly covered by the gnarled oak. 
This tree stood very close to the head- 
quarters of Gen. Thomas on Sept. 19, 
1863, at the battle of Chickamauga.— 
Providence Journal.

LEADERS ANNOYED. 


Democratic Party Werried by 
Governor Hill. 


iS KEESING HIS PLANS QUIET 


Regarding the New York Senatorship 
and the Presidential Race—Important 
Basiness Before Congress This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—The political 
situation in New York is attracting much 
attention here,and there are many ex- 
pressions of annoyance at the attitude of 
Governor Hill. Thesimple solution of the 
situation to the average Democrat is for 
the governer to accept the senatorship 
and leave the field clear for the unanimous 
nomination of Mr. Cleveland for the pres- 
idency. Governor Hill’s refusa: to do this 
is looked upon as both short-sighted and 
unpatriotic. There never was a better 
time, people here say, for him to prove 
the truth of his famous boast, “I «.m a 
Democrat,” than by making a sacrifice 
now to promote the unity and success of 
the Democratic party. 

If by any possibility he can force him- 
self upon a national convention, it will be 
agaiust the wishes of the party leaders, 
and will be likely to result in a very luke- 
warm canvass in states which are usually 
Democratic. Virginia, West Virzinia and 
Delaware would be none too safe for the 
Democratic ticket if the friends of Mr. 
Cleveland were made to feel that they had 
been ill used. 

It isnot yet known even by Governor 
Hill’s intimate friends that he has fully 
decided to put aside the senatorship and 
make the fight fur the presidency in 1892. 
A prominent Democrat, who has just 
come from Albany, said yesterday that no 
ene would know Hill’s real intentions 
until the last moment. The fact that 
Smith M. Weed has taken quarters at 
Albany with the evide.it purpose of mak- 
ing a campaign for the senatorship would 
seem to indicate that Governor Hill had 
decided not to take the place. Jt may 
turn out, however, that Governor Hill is 
under such obligations to Mr, Weed that 
he cannot openly put him aside, but, 
knowing full well that he can never 
be elected senator with the narrow Demo- 
cratic majority in the legislature, means 
to let him find out the fact for himself. 

Then will be Governor Hill’s opporta- 
nity, without breaking any pledges and 
in the interest of party harmony,to accept 
the seuatorship. He could do this with 
an air of dignified reluctance which would 
prevent his making enemies of other can- 
didates, and would wia for him the grat- 
itude of the party leaders. Governor Hill 
has a remarkable faculty for keeping his 
own counsel, and the final outcome of the 
controversy is not likely to be known un- 
til the actual election of a successor te 
Senatvr Evarts, 


CONGRESSIONAL FORECAST. 


Election Bill May Be Displaced to Make 
Reom for Financial Legislation—OUther 
Matters to Be Considered, 


WASHiNGTON, Dec. 15.—Just what will 
take place in the senate tnis week is 
largely dependent upon the Republican 
caucus which itis expected will meet to- 
day or Tuesday. To-day is the thirteenth 
day of the pendency of the election bill, 
and the probabilities are that unless the 
caucus decides to take some decided step 
toward aspeedy termination of the de- 
bate, the pressure for financial legislation 
will become too great to be resisted. In 
this case the dissatisfaction felt by some 
Republican senators may find expression 
in an effort made befu. re the week expires to 
lay aside the election bill in favor of some 
measure pow on the calendar which will 
admit of amend nent in the -lirection of 
some increased use of silver as a basis for 
note cireulation, if not of free coinage. 
The impression is that in any event this 
week will witness a departure from the 
order which has geverned the proceedings 
of the senate since it reassembled on 
Dec. 1. 

‘Lhere are a large number of important 
measures pressing upon the attention of 
the house for consideration this week. 
To-day is individual suspeusion day and 
will be taken up with measures to which 
little opposition is anticipated. Mr. Dun- 
Del of J.innesota has given notice of his 
intention to call up the reapportionment 
bill Tuesday. There is no concerteu op- 
posi.ion to the bill on the part ofthe 
Democcats, and the bitter fight over re- 
apportionment which ai the beginning of 
the session was generally predicted, will 
not come off. New York representatives 
will, it is understood, have something to 
say about the manner in which the census 
of that city was conducted; so it is diffi- 
cult to forecast the length of time which 
may be consumed in passing the bill. Mr. 
Cutcheon purpoves to call up the army ap- 
propriatio. !nll at the first opportupity,and 
the District of Columbia bills should also 
be ready for conxideration during the lat- 
ter purt of the week. 

The friends of the shipping bill have 
been assured of a friendly disposition on 
the part of the rules committee toward 
their». ure, and it is possible the reap- 
portioume::t bill may be dispoxed of 
quickly enough to permit the shipping 
billto come up this week. The Dorsey 
bill to reduce the compulsory deposit of 
bonds by national banks and to authorize 
the issue of circulating notes to the par 
valu of bonds held by the United States 
treasury for these banks will be urged Ly 
the banking committee for immediate 
consideration. The commerce committee 
also has a request on file for a special day. 


Too Expensive a Job. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—Representative 
Bowden of the second Virinia district 
said to a reporter that he had no inteation 
of contesting the seat of Hon. John W. 
Lawson, the Democrat elected to succeed 
him in the flity-second congress, although 
he felt convinced that Lawson had been 
defeated by 3600 votes. To establish all 
bis assertions of fraud, hesaid, would re- 
quire him to see about 600 or 7000 voters 
in thie district, and he could not ‘lo this 
in the forty days allowed Lim by law. Be- 
sides this; jt would cost him about $30,000,

RUSSIA TALKS “SASSY.” 


What ‘Her Representative Newspaper 
Says Concerning the Jews. 


St. PererssurG, Dec. 15.—The Novoe 
Vremya prote-is against Eaglis: or other 
foreign interfereuce in regar i to the treat- 
ment of the Jews in Russia, and says: The 
meeting in London will not advance the 
cause of the Jews one step. At the bot- 
tom of the movement is the fear of the 
English of an inva-ion of their country by 
the Jews, who might deprive the poor of 
their bread and enter into com etition 
with the rich as well. Itis not religious 
intolerance that prompts the measures 
relative to the Jews in Russia, where 
their synagogues stand prowily by the 
side of Chriscian churches; it is the abso- 
lute necessity for saving the rural popu- 
lace from being drained of their resources 
by the Jews, who have already ruined the 
the peasants in Galicia, Rou nania and 
Pomerania. Russia will save the Jews 
themselves from popular retribution. She 
devs not assume a false liberalism, but 
acts openly iu protecting the prosperity 
of the nation. If the wiuole of Europe 
should attempt to force a distasteful 
policy upon Russia, she isin a position 
to successfully defend her indepeudence. 


SCOURGED BY SMALLPOX, 


In Seven Weeks Twelve Hundred Gaa- 
temalans Have Lecome Victims. 

SAN Fraxcisco, Dec. 15.—A sad record 
of mortalny i.. Guatemala was brought to 
this port, py the arrival of the Pacific 
Mail steamer San Juan. Among the ar- 
rivals was Joseph McMillin, a newspaper 
man from New York. The repubiic of 
Guatemala, he said, is besieged by small- 
pox. ‘The disease has made fearful pro- 
«ress recently. He says that in seven 
weeks there were 1200 deaths throughout 
the country, and’ the number at last ac- 
count was on the increase. But few sani- 
tary precauticus were taken when the 
epilemic first appeared. The resuit was 
tuat the people have been mowed down 
by hundreds. In the city of Guatemala 
dozens of deaths have occurred daily. ‘The 
hospitals are crowded and there is an open 
field for a score or more physicians. Con- 
trary to recent dispatches, no cholera is 
reported from Guatemala.

PEN OR THE SWORD. 


Which the Mighter, the Subject of a 
Debate. 


The Clan McGregor Literary and Debat- 
ing Society, held the ordinary weekly meet- 
ing in the Doble hall on Saturday, under 
the presidency of Mr. dames Copland. 

Judging by the attendance and the 
enthusiasm of its members, this young 
society promises to develop into a vigor- 
ous and flourishing association. ‘‘Is the 
pen mighter than the sword?’’ was debated 
by Messrs. Grassick and McKenzie; the 
former advocated the merits of the sword, 
and the latter as strenuously maintained 
that the pen has rendered to, and is des- 
tined to confer on mankind more beneficent 
services. 

Mr. McKenzie began the debate, and 
among other illustrations of the good work 
done by the pen referred to the Alabama 
dispute between the United States and 
Great Britain. He reminded his audience 
that this celebrated quarrel was amicably 
settled in terms honorable to both parties 
by the medium of the pen and for the 
small sum of fifteen million dollars ($15,- 
000,000); had the case been submitted to 
the cruel arbitrement of the sword, none 
can estimate how much sorrow and suffer- 
ing such reckless diplomacy would have 
inflicted on both countries. He claimed 
that Britain wields her vast-foreign and 
colonial possessions more by the influence 
of the pen than by her comparatively small 
army, and that the United States is an 
illustrious example of moral and material 
progress, while discarding the use of the 
sword. He gave illustrations with the 
view of proving that the abolition of 
slavery is due more to the moral influence 
of the pen than the actual intervention of 
clashing armies. He claimed for the pen 
not only mure good services than the sword 
but asserted the svperior claim of the pen 
to any invention, ancient or modern; for 
had not the pen, as multiplied by the 
printing press recorded these inventions in 
signs imperishable, they would have been 
lost when their inventors had passed away. 
He anticipated the time when men ‘“‘shall 
turn their swords into ploughshares’’ and 
use the pen in propagating the gospel of 
“‘peace on earth and good will towards 
men.” 

Mr. Grassick followed and marshalled a 
formidable array of the glorious achieve- 
ments of Bonaparte and Wellington, Wal- 
lace and Bruce and the most celebrated 
generals of Europe and America. He tore 
the argument of his opponent into shreds, 
and was highly complimented on the 
dexterity with which he arranged his facts. 

A vigorous criticism by the members 
followed, indicating generally that as 
nations advanced in civilization, peaceful 
arbitration shall prevail.

City Clerk Refuses to Allow Packages of 
Votes to be Re-opened, 


The Committee on Elections will be un- 
able to comply with the order of Mr. Slade 
adopted by the Council, that the imperfectly 
marked ballots be produced this evening. 

Chairman Ewell this morning made a 
demand on City Clerk Spear, forthe pack- 
ages of ballots, but he following the advice 
of an opinion from City Solicitor Pattee 
refused the request. The Committee has 
done all it could and it looks as though the 
Council must let the matter drop. 

i ‘There is some question as to which body 
the Council of 1890 or 1891 shall order the 
new election. 

Section Five of the City Charter pro- 
vides: “Jf the full number of members 
of the City Council has not been elected, 
or if a vacancy in the office of Council- 
man shall occur subsequently and more 
than three months previous to the ex- 
piration of the municipal year, the 
Council shall forthwith cause a new election 
to be held to fill the vacancy or vacancies.’’

Same. Ballots. marked with a caret or 
inverted V, or with a character consisting 
of two oblique strokes, like a rude letter Y, 
in the square designated on each ballot, 
opposite the name of the candidate, will in 
an election controversy be counted for such 
candidate, in absence of proof that such 
marks were intended to reveal the identity 
of the voter.

WHOSE FIGHT IS IT? 


Parnell and Anti-Parncllites Speak at 
Rathdowney. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 16.—During the celebra- 
tion of mass at Kilkysart Fr. Gillian, the 
officiating priest, took occasion to de- 
nounce Mr. Parnell in very severe terms. 
While he was speaking the whole congre- 
gation arose and left the church. A meet- 
ing was then organized by the parish- 
ioners outside the church, and a vote of 
confidence in Parnell was unanimously 
adopted. 

The managers of Snppressel United 
Treland have issued a four page half-penny 
paper, with the sub-title, William 
O’Brien’s Paper. The leading article, 
which is headed “Desecration” says: “It 
would be unjust to the Castle to compare 
its fiercest attack upon Mr. O’Brien with 
the cowardly stab dealt him by treacher- 
ous friends. That Leamy should have 
helped to stab this brave, tender heart, 
we would not have believed if an angel 
from heaven had foretold it.” 

Justine McCarthy has left London for Dub- 
lin. Heis confident that his party will win 
in Kilkenny. Before leaving.Mr. McCarthy 
stated that he would mect Mr. O’Brien 
when the latter arrived at Paris. 

Fan at Rathdowney. 

Mr. Parnell drove yesterday to Rath- 
downey. Messrs. Davitt and Tanner also 
started for Rathdowney with the avowed 
intention of confronting Mr. Parnell pub- 
licly. Messrs. Harrison, O’Kelly, Edward 
Harrington and Joseph Nolan, members 
of parliament, joined Mr. Parnell at the 
Ossory hotel. Here a deputation of tenant 
farmers from the Aghadoe, Galway, 
branch of the league, presented an ad- 
dress declaring confidence in Mr. Parnell. 
In expressing his thanks for the address 
Mr. Parnell said he rejoiced to see so 
many sterling farmers among the people 
rallying around him. It was an assurance 
that Irishmen never more would submit 
to English dictation. The seal of Kil- 
kenny would be put upon his sixteen 
years’ work. 

Mr. Harrison then addressed the depu- 
tation. He said he regretted that the 
Irish members of parliament opposing 
Mr. Parnell had descended to the foul 
abuse of London music halis, hurling a 
woman’s name at their former leader. It 
Was unmanly, ungenerous and un-Irish. 

During the meeting at the hotel Messrs. 
Davitt and Tanner arrived and began to 
speak from wagons in the market square. 
Several hundred persons were grouped 
around Mr. Tanner, whoin his speech 
said that the Irish party could not white- 
wash Mr. Parnell. Proceeding in his ad- 
dress, he complained of his old leader 
calling the seceders “gutter sparrows.” 
Then stopping suddenly and pointing to 
Mr. Parnell, who was leaving the hotel in 
a carriage and driving off, he shouted: 
“He is cleariug off now! Tally ho! The fox 
has got away!” This saily was greeted 
with roars of laughter and cheers. 

Mr. Parnell and party, avoiding Market 
square. managed to effect their departure 
without any collision of the factions. 

As they were passing through the vil- 
lage of Durrow a crowd of peasants gave 
cheers for William O’Brien, whereupon 
Mr. Harrington called for cheers for 
Dillon. They werefreely given; but there 
was no response to his call for cheers for 
Parnell. 

The officials of the Cork corporation are 
about equally divided in the support of 
Mr. Parnell and his opponents. In 
Mitchelstown, a large meeting in the town 
hall, convened by the clergy unani- 
mously condemned Mr. Parnell. During 
services in the cathedral at Newry, Fr. 
McCastan exhorted his male hearers 
never to mention Parnell’s name before 
their wives and daughters, : 


Was'confeaerate and Unionist.

THE MONEY MARKET. 


Congressmen Wrestling with a 
Difficult Problem. 


PURCHASE OF SILVER BULLION 


Suggested as a Measure of Relief — No 
Presidential Message on the Subject— 
Senatorial Caucus Arrives at No Defi- 
nite Conclasion. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—This will be an 
important week in congress. It will most 
likely bring toa termination the contest 
in the senate over the election hill, and de- 
velop the plans for some financial legisla- 
tion. The election bill and the financial 
prospects are linked together although 
there is no legitimate relationship be- 
tween the two. This relationship is at- 
tributable tothe fact that the Republi- 
cans are divided on hoth questions. The 
free coinage Ri publica: are more solicit- 
ous abont free silver tnan about the elec- 
tions bill, and while some of them favor 
the latter measnre. all of t'e>) are pre- 
pared to throw it ove.boar] whenever it 
becomes necessary, in order to promote 
their free coinage schemes. These consid- 
erations are likely to lead the silver men 
to force Hoar to conclude his bill within 
the next few days with the alternative of 
having it side tracked for financial mat- 
ters. 

Secretary Windom having just returned 
from New York called at the White House 
and had a long conference with the presi- 
deat prior to his appearance at the Capitol, 
before the select finance committee of the 
senate. He laid before the president all 
the important facta and views which he 
obtained in his conference with the lead- 
ing financial authorities of New York re- 
lating to legislation to relieve the money 
market. He informed the president that 
while there were some who favored free 
coinage as one of the measures of relief, 
the general trend of opinion was against 
it. Nearly all the financiers rather favored 
the idea of the pur-hase of the surplus 
silver bullion now in the market: also to 
take the $20,000,000 subsidiary silver, in- 
cluding the trade dollars, as bullion and 
issue certificates on these. The president, 
it appears, is rather inclined to approve 
these propositions. 

After leaving the president the secre- 
tary was in conference with the select 
committee and submitted his views and 
those cf the president, and examined the 
plan proposel by the committee. The 
select committee is very desirous that the 
plan which is to be adopted shall conform 
to the views of the administration, and 
one on which the Republican party can 
unite and will receive the approval of the 
president. The difficulty that confronts 
the committee is to satisfy the free coiu- 
age Republicans. The Sherman proposi- 
tion, to allow the national banks to issue 
circulation up tothe par value of their 
bonds, is favored both by the president 
and the secretary of the treasury, but they 
question the possibility of issuing silver 
certificates for retired national bank cir- 
culation when the amounts reach $1,000,- 
000. 

No Special Message. * 

The president has abandoned the idea of 
sending a special message to congress in 
regard to the financial situation, being 
satisfied, so it is said, of the earnest pur- 
pose of the majority in congress to take 
prompt steps for an expansion of the cur- 
rency. Secretary Windom has, however, 
prepared a special report to congress, en- 
dorsing what is generally known as the 
“interconvertible bond scheme.” This re- 
port is now in print, but -for some unex- 
plained reason has not been submitted. 

The Republican senatorial caucus com- 
mittee met to consult with Secretary Win- 
dom respecting the formulation of the 
financial relief measure with which duty 
the committee was charged by the last 
caucus. 

The secretary was accompanied by Mr. 
Leach, the director of the mint. The va- 
rious propositions centained in the Sher- 
man and Plumb bills were taken up for 
discussion, and the secretary’s opinion 
was solicited on each point. He endorsed 
the proposition to reduce the compulsory 
holding of United States bonds by na- 
tional banks, and commended the pro- 
posed issue of 2 per cent. bonds. In re- 
gard to the proposition to purchase the 
existing surplus of silver bullion now in 
this country, Secretary Windom took 
positive grounds in favor of the purchase 
asameans of enhaucing the price of sil- 
ver and relieving the financial stringency. 

He suggested, however, that it might be 
prudent to restrict by law the amount of 
this surplus silver that may be purchased 
in any one month. The cancus committee 
referred the secretary’s suggestions to its 
sub-committee, consisting of Senators 
Sherman, Allison, Aldrich, Plumb and 
Teller. After two or three hours’ delibera- 
tion and consultation the sub-committee 
succeeded in reaching a decision as to the 
nature of their report, and their action 
was promptly ratified by the full commit- 
tee and was submitted to the cauciis in 
the shape of a bill to be drafted by Sena- 
tor Sherman. The main features of this 
measure are: 

A provision for the purchase of the 
$12,000,000 silver surplus within one year, 
the purchases on this account not to ex- 
ceed $3,000,000 worth of bullion in any one 
month (in addition to the purchase of 
4,500,000 ounces per month now required 
by law); the issues of 2 per cent. bonds not 
to exced $100,000,000 in amount; and the 
purcbase of sufficient silver bullion (in 
addition to the foregoing requirements) 
to make good the deficiency in the na- 
tional bank circulation, below $180,- 
000,000,) by means of treasury notes based 
upon the the bullion thus purchased). In 
case bullion in sufficient amount to meet 
this deficiency cannot be obtained, 
the deficiency in circulation is to be made 
good by the issuance of ordinary treasury 
notes. 

In addition, the bill will contain a clause 
providing that when the price of silver 
shall for one year remain constantly at or 
above the legal “par” with gold, any 
holder of bullion may deposit it with the 
treasury and have it coined into standard 
silver dollars or receive treasury notes 
therefor. While the committee neglected 


\to take specific action upon the subject of 


reducing the amount of compulsory hold- 
ing of United States bonds by national 
banks, all the members appeared to be in 
favor of legislation for that purpose, and 


|® provision will doubtless be inserted in 
jthe bill by the caucus. It is learned that 
jthe report above outlined did not meet 
‘with unanimous approval of the com- 
‘mittee or sub-committee in every partic- 


ular, some members reserving the right to 
express their individual views in caucus. 
What Was Done at the Caucus. 
The Republican senaterial caucus last 


tions contained in the caucus com- 
= report was final action taken, ow- 
ing, it is said, tolackioftime. There'was 
a great deal discussion and expression of 
individual views which may be summar 
ized as indicative of the willingness of a 
strong majority of the Republican sena- 
tors to considerably enlarge the monthly 
of silver bullion, probably to 
the extent of $6,000,000 or $7,000,000. Zhe 
report of the committee went over for 
further action at another caucus to be 
held in a day or two. 

The pending elections bill was not even 
discussed, and the understanding is that 
it will remain in before the senate, at 
least until the next caucus makes some 
order in the matter. 


HAD NO FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sad Havoc Wrought by Flames in Two 
Thriving Arkansas Towns. 

LittLE Rock, Ark., Dec. 16.—Two 
thriving A~kansas towns, Dardanelli. and 
Monticello, were almost wiped out of ex- 
istence by fire. Whole business blocks, 
including the Dardanvlli Post, and the 
Monticellian of the last named town, were 
burned, with their contents. The aggre 
gate loss will reach $150,000; only partly 
insured. Dardanelli is in the western 
part of the state and Monticello is in the 
south. Neither places had facilities for 
fighting a fire. 


He Swindled a Widow. 

New York, Dec. 16.—Col. Charles B. 
Stoughton, wellknown in society circles 
here and a nephew of the late Mr. Stough- 
ton, formerly United States minister to 
Russia, was arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Shields on a charge 
of swindling the widow of an old soldier 
out of $1009 of her pension money. 
Stoughton disappeared for several months, 
He was finally traced to Indianapolis. 
where he was arrested last Friday on a 
warrant issned for his apprehension last 
June and brought back here. Commis- 
sioner Shields held S:ouzhton in $2000 for 
examination. 


The Lottery Question Again. 

Baton RovuGe, La., Dec. 16.—Johao A. 
Morris of New York, throngh his attor- 
neys, has obtained a writ of mandamus 
against Secretary of State L. F. Mason to

adoption or rejection at the next general 
election in the state.

the road for $10,000,000 when it was sold 
under foreclosure some time last spring.

A Million Drops Into His Lap. 

To beamillionaire forsix years and 
not know it has apparently been the luck 
of Mr. A. P. Cunningham, of Washing- 
ton. Mr. Cunningham isa clerk in the 
document room of the senate. Friday 
night he was informed that his uncle, 
John Cunningham, died in Australia six 
years ago, leaving an estate valued at 
$1,500,000. He is the sole heir of his 
uncle, all his relatives who might have 
come in forashare of the estate being 
dead. Mr. Cunningham is the son of 
Patrick Joseph Cunningham. The latter 
had two brothers named John and Fran- 
cis, who were natives of Ireland and 
came from Dundalk to America in 19%.

GENTLEMEN :—In fulfilment of my engagement with the 
Committee requirmg me to investigate the subject of a public 
water supply for the City of Quincy, I respectfully submit the 
following statement of the results reached in the study of the 
problem. 

I have understood the desire of the Committee to be that a 
thorough investigation of such sources of water supply as might 
be found to be available for the permanent and future require- 
ments of the City should be made, and.a plan for introducing a 
competent supply of palatable and wholesome water by modern 
methods from the souree which, in the light of all the require- 
ments ip the case appeared in my opinion to be the best, pre- 
pared with specifications and estimates of cost sufficiently im 
detail for preliminary purposes. 

It is important to know in the outset what the requirements 
of the case are. 

The present population of the City of Quincy is seventeen 
thousand: ten years ago. 1880, it was 10.570. 
decade has been tifty-eight per cent. 

The following table will be of interest and has an muportant 
value in this consideration of the subject of a public water 
supply.

The recent records of municipal growth in the minor cities 
and larger towns in the vicinity oz Boston show that a certain 
rate of increase operates year by year and that the future popu- 
lation of such cities and towns can be estimated with reasonable 
accuracy and certainty. 

For purposes of comparison I have prepared a third table, the 
application of which to this particular case will I think be 
recognized.

A public water supply alse must be serveti to consi 
throughout the city under a steady pressnre strong enough ro 
make it available for direct protection against fire sad for 
mechanleal purposes. 

[he leading mains and street prpes must be large enough to 
conver large quantities of water t- any and all points im the 
distribution area and concentrate the discharge at such points. 
and the water pressure must be sufficiently great threaghort 
this area to enable the fire department te control and extinguish 
any fire which may be discovered. 

Modern requirements in these respects demand that a pzes- 
sure of at least eighty pounds to the square inch be provided 
and a local delivering capacity of enough water to furnish not 
less than six efficient hydrant streams thrown simultaneously 
in the sub-central districts reached by the distributing mains. 
For the business centre of the city comprised within a circle 
three-quarters of a mile in diameter centering at the crossing of 
Town Brook at Hancock Street, the hydrant service should be 
equal to twelve efficient streams of water thrown simultaneously 
from hydrants adjacent to each other. 

For the West Quincy and Wollaston sections a local hydrant 
service of eight simultaneous streams should be provided. For 
the Atlantic section a similar capacity of six hydrant streams 
will be proper. 

In each case the hydrant service specified is to be exclusive of 
and in addition to the delivering capacity of the piping system 
required to supply a compact municipal population with ail the 
water required for domestic, manufacturing and general 
Purposes. 

A summary of the requirements which I have fixed as neces- 
sary in this case is as follows: 

First, as to the capacity of the source of supply. This must 
be equal to furnishing not less than 1,500,000 gallons per twenty- 
four hours and must lie in the direction of supplementary 
sources which can be made available to meet future requirements 
without sacrificing any appreciable portion of the work provided 
by the initial outlay of money. 

Second, as to the quality of the water which such sources 
shall furnish. It is needless to say that a perfect quality is 
desirable. It is important to say that in no event must the 
character and quality of the water fall below a reasonable 


standard. -

It is more than probable that Mr. 
George William Curtis’ suggestion that 
a statue of Washington Irving be erected 
in Central park will soon be acte] on in 
a@ very practicel way.

In 
fact, one man—and he is now interested 
in the proposed Irving statue—wanted to 
pay the whole bill, but his fellow mem- 
bers would not allow him todo so.—

The proposed Yosemite national park 
has become a reality by the enactment 
of Gen. Vandever’s bill.

The Growtn of London. 

We are too frequently disposed to 
think of the rapid growth of our Ameri- 
can cities as merely incidental to the 
settlement of a new country, and to re 
gard the European cities as old and sta- 
tionary. It is true that their nuclei are 
ancient, but so far as the greater part of 
their built up area is concerned they are 
almost or quite as new as the American 
cities. They, like our own population 
centers, have grown unprecedentedly in 
recent decades as the result of modern 
transportation and industrial systems. 
Thus London today is five times as large 
as it was at the opening of the present 
century. From 900,000 at that time the 
population of London grew to 1,500,000 
in 1830, and by 18535 it had increased to 
2,500,000. Since 1855 it has more than 
doubled. 

The present sovereign has witnessed a 
gain of 200 per cent. or more since she 
began toreign. There are three or four 
dwelling houses now for every one that 
was visible at the date of her corona- 
tion. In the past forty years from 
2,000 to 2,500 miles of new streets have 
been formed in London. Who, study- 
ing the growth of foreign cities, can 
doubt the continued growth of our own? 
London is not an exception. All the 
other great towns of England have 
grown up as if by magic within this 
century. 

The same statement applies to those 
of the continent. Paris is five times as 
large as it was in the year 1800. Berlin 
has grown much more rapidly than 
Paris. Vienna has expanded marvel- 
ously since 1840. This is a digression, 
but I shall continue it enough further to 
remark that an examination of the 
causes which have built up these Euro- 
pean centers easily justifies the judg- 
ment that none of our twenty leading 
American cities has begun to approach 
its maximum size,—Dr. Albert Shaw in 
Century.

been tricked. Yet I am told that some 
gentlemen upon the receipt of the second 
letter had the good sense to write and 
decline either to serve on the “reception 
committee” or to send $10 to Col. De 
Frece.—New York Press.
